MR.  TYSON* S  ADDRESS. 

We  noticed,  at  the  time  of  its  delivery,  a  Dis¬ 
course  before  the  Historical  Society  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  on  the  two  hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
birth  of  William  Ptnn,  by  Job  R.  Tyson,  Esq... 
and  we  are  glad  to  see  that  it  is  now  handsomely 
printed  and  published  by  Mr.  Penington.  This 
discourse  is  a  chaste,  instructive  perlormance, 
one  that  will  be  read  with  pleasure  for  its  histo¬ 
rical  information,  and  its  literary  merits.  It  is 
devoid  of  meretricious  ornament,  but  rich  in 
facts  neatly  set  forth,  and  well  sustained.  We 
should  be  pleased  to  make  several  extracts  from 
the  body  of  the-  work,  but  are  prevented,  this 
morning,  by  a  pressure  upon  oui  columns.  The 
following  note,  however,  will  give  information 
to  many,  and  correct  erroneous  impression  : 

Ari  impression  prevails,  that  the  Declaration 
of  Independence  was  not  signed  before  the  2d  of 
August,  1776,  when  it  was  engrossed.  1  here  is 
no  doubt,  that  the  engrossed  copy  was  signed  by 
the  members,  but  there  is  nothing  inconsistent  in 
j  this  fact,  with  the  immediate  signing  o i  the  paper 
adopted  on  the  4th  July.  According,  to  the  ke- 
i  cret  Journals”  of  Congress,  the  following  reso¬ 
lution  was  adopted  on  the  19th  of  July:— “Resoiv- 
i  ed  that  the  Declaration  passed  on  the  fourth,  be 
fairly  engrossed  on  parchment,  with  the  title  arid 
j  style  of  "The  Unanimous  Declaration  of  the  Thir¬ 
teen  United  States  of  America and  that  the 
same,  when  engrossed,  be  signed  by  every  mem¬ 
ber  of  Congress.”  On  the  2d  of  August,  it  is 
stated  in  the  “Secret  Journals,”  that  “the  Decla¬ 
ration,  being  engrossed  and  compared  at  the 
table,  was  signed  by  the  members.”  (vide  oe- 
cret  Journals,  1  Vol.  p.  46  )  In  the  Journal  of 
Congress  under  date  the  4th  July,  1776,  after  rio- 
tin»  the  adoption  of  the  Declaration  and  inserting 
it,  the  words  are,— “the  foiegoing  Declaration 
was  by  order  of  Congress  engrossed  and  signed 
by  the  members.”  (Vide  Journal,  2  Vol.  241  and 
245  )  There  is  no  entry  in  the  ‘Secret  Journals' 
under  date  the  4th  of  July,  a  hiatus  occuring  be¬ 
tween  the  dates,  June  24 and  July  8,  17/6.  In  Mr. 
Jefferson’s  Notes  of  the  Debates,  printed  among 
the  Madison  papers,  we  have  the  most  authentic 
account  of  the  doingsof  that  celebrated  Congress. 
He  expresses  himself  thus,— “The  debates  hav- 


in£  taken  up  tne  greater  parts  of  the  second, 
third  and  fourth  days  of  July,  were,  in  the  even¬ 
ing  of  the  last,  closed;  the  Declaration  was  re¬ 
ported  by  the  Committee,  agreed  to  by  the 
House,  and  signed  by  every  member,  except  Mr. 
Dickinson/’  (Vide  ‘'The  Papers  of  James  Madi¬ 
son,”  &c.  1  Vol.  p.  18  ) 

There  would  be  an  end  of  the  question,  as  to 
whether  the  Declaration  was  signed  bv  the  mem¬ 
bers  present  on  the  4th  of  July,  if  t Yie  paper  before 
Congress  were  still  in  existence.  Unhappily, 
however,  that  paper  is  not  known  to  exist,  nor, 
it  is  believed,  is  the  original  rough  draft,  of 
which  a  fac  simile  is  preserved  in  Randolph’s 
edition  of  Jefferson’s  works.  There  isa  copy  in 
the  hand-writing  of  Mr.  Jefferson,  with  altera¬ 
tions  noted  in  the  margin,  in  the  possession  of 
‘‘The  American  Philosophical  Society;’,  but 
whether  this  is  the  precise  paper  adopted  by  Con 
gress,  and  it  so,  whether  it  is  complete,  are  sub¬ 
jects  of  conjecture.  No  signature  is  affixed  to  it, 
nor  is  it  further  authenticated,  than  that  it  is 
clearly  traced  to  Mr.  Jefferson,  and  is  indubita¬ 
bly  in  his  hand  writing.  This  precious  MS.  was 
sent  on  the  8th  July,  1776,  by  Mr.  Jefferson,  to 
Richard  Henry  Lee,  (See  Memoir  of  Lee,  by  his 
Grandson,  pp.  175  and  275,)  and  was  the  gift  ©f 
his  grandson  to  G.  Washington  Smith,  Esq.,  of 
Philadelphia,  who  presented  it  to  the  Philoso¬ 
phical  Society.  It  is  preserved  in  a  glass  case.— 
There  is  another  fair  copy  of  the  Declaration, 
inthe  hand- writing  of  Mr.  Jefferson,  among  the 
Madison  Papers,  and  ot  which  a  fac  simile  is 
published  in  the  3d  Volume,  with  a  verification 
of  its  accuracy,  as  a  copy,  by  Henry  D.  Gilpin, 
Esq.,  under  whose  excellent  superintendence  this 
important  historical  work  was  given  to  the  world. 

The  engrossed  copy  on  parchment ,  with  the 
original  signatures,  under  the  resolution  of  the  I 
19th  July  is  in  the  Department  of  State,  at  Wash-  I 
ington;  but  the  two  MSS.  Preferred;  to,  are  the 
only  copies  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence, 
in  the  hand-writing  of  the  author,  which  are 
known  to  be  in  existence. 

The  late  Governor  M’Kean,  of  Pennsylvania, 
complains  of  the  injustice  done  to  him,  in  omit- 
ing  his  name  from  the  published  copy  of  the 
Declaration,  though  he  voted  for  and  signed  if,  as 
a  member  of  the  Congress,  from  Delaware.  His 
grandson,  the  Honourable  Thomas  M.  Pettit,  has 
called  my  attention  to  a  letter,  written  on  the 
subject  by  Mr.  M’Kean  to  Mr.  A  J.  Dallas,  in 
1797,  and  printed  in  the  Laws  of  Pennsylvania, 
edited  by  Mr.  Dallas.  (1  Vol.  Appendix,  p.  54, 
Note.)  iln  this  letter,  Mr.  M’Kean  says  that  he 
“signed  the  Decoration  after  it  had  been  engross¬ 
ed  on  parchment.”  It  is  well  known,  that  the 
name  of  this  Eminent  civilian,  statesman,  and 
patriot,  appears  among  (he  signers  to  the  engross¬ 
ed  copy  on  parchwenv,  but  may  not  its  exclusion 
from  the  Journal  of  Congress,  (2d  Vol.  246,)  be 
accounted  for  by  supposing,  that  owing  to  some 
forgotten  accident,  he  did  not,  in  fact,,  sign  the 
'a per  copy  on  the  4th  of  July,  with  those  mem- 
jers  who]  then  subscribed  it?  The  omission  of 
lis  name  from  the  printed  lists  in  the  Journal  of 
Congress,  can  be  explained  upon  no  other  hypo¬ 
thesis.

Mr.  Editor: — I  have  read  with  great  attertion 
an  extract  in  your  paper  of  the  28th  ult.,  from 
Mr.  Tyson’s  Discourse  on  William  Penn’s  Birth 
day,  which  you  seem  to  think  will  give  informa¬ 
tion  to  many,  and  correct  erroneous  impressions. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  erroneous  impressions 
on  matters  of  history  should  be  corrected;  but  in 
making  these  corrections  of  received  opinions, 
there  should  be  great  care  lest  in  a  precipitlate 
desire  to  set  things  l  ight,  ore  may  get  them  irre* 
trievably  wrong.  In  this  view,  I  am  induced 
very  respectfully  to  Mr.  Tyson,  to  revise  his 
discussion  of  this  obscure  point  in  our  history. 

The  impression  generally  has  been  that  the 
Declaiation  of  Independence,  though  agreed  to 
on  the  4th  of  July,  1776,  was  not  signed  by  the 
members  of  Congress  till  later,  viz:  on  or  about 
2d  August,  after  it  was  engrossed. 

Mr.  Tyson  now  ventures  the  assertion  and  the 
proof,  that  although  the  engrossed  copy  was  not 
signed  till  the  2d. August,  yet  that  a  Declaration 
was  signed  on  ihe  4th  of  July,  though  it  has  since 
been  lost. 

I  incline  yet  to  the  opinion  that  history  or 
rather  ‘the  general  impression  is  right/  that 
there  was  no  others  signing  on  the  4th,  than  by 
the  President  and  Secretary,  and  that  Mr.  Tyson 
and  the  new  reading  are  wrong. 

Let  us  sec  on  what  proof  Mr.  Tyson  founds  his 
coireetion.  It  is  three  fold: 

1.  The  published  and  public  journal  of  Con¬ 
gress,  (vol  II.  p.  246)  says: — ,The  foregoing  De¬ 
claration  was  by  order  of  Congress  engrossed, 
and  signed  by  the  following  members.’ 

This  Mr.  Tyson  admits  to  be  far  from  conclu¬ 
sive,  because  among  the  ‘following  signatures’ 
are  those  of  several,  (such  as  Rush,  Smith,  and 
Taylor,)  who  were  not  elected  members  of 
Congress  till  at  least  two  weeks  after  the  4th, 
and  some  others  still  later.  But  did  it  not  occur 
to  Mr.  Tyson’s  ‘legal  mind,’ that  the  fact  of  this 
entry  in  the  Journal,  containing  the  names  of 
those  who  were  not  members  of  Congress  is 
conclusive  that  the  journal  proves  just  the  re¬ 
verse  of  w  hat  he  is  contending  for— in  other 
words  that  the  Declaration  was  not  signed  till 
after  the  20th  of  July,  when  the  new  Pennsylva¬ 
nia  members  were  elected.  The  truth  is,  (arid 
this  Mr.  Tyson  who  is  usually  accurate,  sf-ems  to 
have  overlooked)  that  the  printed,  public  Journal 
was  made  up  and  printed  at  a  later  day  than  it 
purports.  The  secret  journal  also  wras  extract¬ 
ed.  Dunlap’s  edition,  the  first  (now  Defore  me,) 
w’as  not  printed  till  1778,  and  Folvvell’s  reprint 
in  1800.  The  journal,  therefore,  proves  very  lit¬ 
tle,  one  wTay  or  the  other,  and  the  little  it  does 
prove,  hurts,  not  helps,  Mr.  Tyson’s  ‘new*  read¬ 
ing.’ 

2  But  says  Mr  Tyson,  “  Mr.  Jefferson  in  his 
Notes  of  Debates  says— :  The  debates  having 
taken  up  the  greater  parts  of  the  2d,  3d,  and  4ih 
days  of  July,  were,  in  the  evening  of  the  last, 
closed ;  the  Declaration  was  signed  by  every 
member,  except  Mr.  Dickinson.”  — - 


Now,  in  the  first  place,  critically  read,  this 
passage,  divided  as  it  is  into  two  distinct  sen¬ 
tences,  does  not  state  explicitly  that  every  mem¬ 
ber,  or  any  member,  signed  it  on  the*4th  of  July. 
Mr.  Jefferson  is  rather  more  explicit  in  another 
passage,  where  he  says,  “  The  Declaration  was 
signed  on  the  4th,  on  paper,  was  engrossed  on 
parchment,  and  signed  again  on  2d  August;”  but 
still  he  does  not  say  that  on  the  4th  it  was  signed 
by  the  members  That  it  was  signed  by  the  Pre¬ 
sident  and  Secretary  on  the  4th,  no  one  disputes. 

But  this,  Mr.  Tyson  may  say,  is  hyper-critical. 
Assuming,  then,  his  interpretation  to  be  correct, 
arid  that  Mr.  Jefferson  means  to  say  what  he  at¬ 
tributes  to  him,  then  I  say  with  equal  confidence 
Mr.  Jefferson  has  recollected  nothing  with  accu¬ 
racy,  and  mis-stated  the  matter  from  beginning 
to  end.  1  hoped,  by  the  by,  that  the  time  had 
gone  by  when  Mr.  Jefferson  could  be  cited  as  a 
conclusive  witness  to  any  thing.  But  to  the  facts: 
Mr.  Jefferson  says,  “the  Declaration  was  agreed 
to  and  signed  on  the  4th  by  every  member  but 
Mr.  Dickinson.”  This  is  not  so.  Neither  Mr. 
Willing  nor  Mr.  Humphries,  both  then  members 
from  Pennsylvania,  signed  it.  Mr.  McKean,  in 
his  letter  of  1817,  says  expressly  that  on  the  day 
when  Mr.  Jefferson  says  all  signed,  except  Mr. 
Dickinson,  both  Mr.  Willing  and  Mr.  Humphries 
were  present  and  voted. 

The  truth,  too,  here  is,  that  Mr.  Jefferson’s  re¬ 
port  of  debates  w’as  a  report  from  recollection, 
and  has  all  the  perplexities  and  inaccuracies  by 
which  his  recollections  were  distinguished. 

3.  A  supposed  averment  of  Governor  McKean. 
I  have  carefully  read  Mr.  McKean’s  letter  of  1797, 
to  Mr.  Dallas,  and  his  more  minute  one,  in  1817, 
to  Mr.  McCorkle,  (which  Mr.  Tyson  has  not  allu¬ 
ded  to,)  and  I  do  not  find  one  word  to  show  that 
'the  general  impression’  is  wrong.  He  clearly  con¬ 
tradicts  Mr.  Jefferson;  but  that  is  a  matter  of  dis¬ 
pute  between  witnesses,  not  very  material  to  the 
question  under  consideration. 

On  the  whole,  I  very  respectfully  submit  that 
the  history  of  this  matter,  as  generally  under¬ 
stood,  is  not  yet  discredited,  and  there  is  no  evi¬ 
dence  to  show,  and  no  reason  whatever  to  believe, 
but  that  the  Secret  Journal  of  Congress  tells  the 
w'hole  and  the  exact  truth,  which  is  simply  this: 
That  the  form  of  the  Declaration  of  Indepen¬ 
dence  was  adopted  on  the  4th  of  July — that  it  was 
immediately  after  signed  by  John  Hancock,  Pre¬ 
sident,  and  Charles  Thomson,  Secretary,  and 
none  others,  and  published— that  on  the  19th  it 
w’as  ordered  to  be  engrossed;  that  on  the  2d  of 
August,  and  not  before.it  was  signed;  and,  in 
short,  that  Mr.  Tyson’s  archaeological  vision  of  a 
lost  paper  copy,  which  no  one  ever  heard  of,  or 
thought  of,  is  a  delusive  dream,  not  likely  ?o  be 
realized.  I  w  ill  thank  you,  Mr.  Editor,  to  insert 
this,  as  a  respectful  appeal  in  behalf  of  History, 
as  generally  understood.  R.

Mr.  Editor: — I  perceive  that  a  position  as¬ 
sumed  by  me  in  «.  iSgIb  to  a  recent  Historical 
Discourse,  that  the  Declaration  of  Independence 
was  signed  on  the  Fourth  ol  July,  is  controv cit¬ 
ed  by  a  correspondent  of  yours,  in  this  morning  s 
paper.  As  he  and  I  profess  to  be  in  pursuit  ot 
truth,  it  is  proper,  in  the  discussion  ot  a  public 
question,  that  we  should  both  be  before  the  pub¬ 
lic,  and  only  fair  that  I  should  not  be  called  upon 
to  answer  an  anonymous  writer.  Your  intelli¬ 
gent  correspondent  “R,”  I  may  assume  to  be 
William  B.  Reed,  Esq.  my  fellow  laborer  in  the 
Historical  Society.  Under  this  impression  1  pro¬ 
ceed  to  notice,  with  all  possible  brevity,  the  sug¬ 
gestions  contained  in  his  'article.  .  . 

The  particular  sentence  in  the  text  of  nny  Dis¬ 
course,  (p  32)  which  the  Note  in  the  Appendix  la 
intended  to  illustrate,  is  in  these  Words  :  All 

the  assembled  patriots,  save  one,  gave  it  their 
cordial  support,  and  early,  :f  not  immediate  sig¬ 
nature/’  It  will  be  observed  that  the  expression 
is  dubious,  and  shows  that  the  writer  hesitated  to 
say  positively  that  the  Declaration  was  sign'ctL 
as  well  as  adopted  on  the  4th  of  July.  T  he  JSote 
in  the  Appendix  professes  to  give  a  portion  of 
such  evidence  as  exists,  in  proof  of  Xhv  signing 
on  the  4th,  as  well  as  the  adaption.  Mr.  Reed 
disputes  its  sufficiency,  and  “appeals  to  history 
in  contradiction  of  the  alleged  fact.  Now  what 
document  or  evidence  has  he  brought  forward  in 
opposition  to  it?  All  the  general  histories,  I 
believe,  are  silent  on  the  subject.  It  will  be  re¬ 
marked  that  Mr.  Reed  adduces  no  proof  himself.  ; 
He  is  content  to  open  the  books  which  are  cited 
in  the  Note  to  which  he  objects.  He  adds  noth¬ 
ing  to  the  stock  of  information  collected  by  me. 
Now  it  is  essentially  a  question  of  evidence,  not  ; 

I  of  argument,  whether  the  Declaration  was  or 
w'as  not  signed  by  the  members  present,  after  its 
adoption  on  the  4th  of  July. 

The  Secret  Journals  of  Congress  do  nothing 
more  than  prove,  that  a  copy  of  the  Declaration 
was  ordered  to  be  engrossed  on  parchment  on  the  * 
19th  July,  and  that  this  engrossed  copy  was 
signed  on  the  2d  August.  Mr.  R.  says  that  the 
Secret  Journals  fell  “the  whole  and  the  exact 
truth”— “that  the  form  of  the  Declaration  of  In- 
|  dependence  was  adopted  on  the  4th  of  July — that 
it  was  immediately  signed  by  John  Hancock, 
President,  and  Charles  Thomson,  Secretary,” 
&.c.  Now,  from  what  edition  of  the  Svcrtl  Jour¬ 
nals  does  Mr.  Reed  get  all  this  information?  The 
edition  which  i  consult,  says  no  such  thing.

Let  us  now  consider  its  value. 

Mr.  Jefferson,  immediately  succeeding  the  last 
sentence  quoted,  goes  on  with  this  explanation, 
as  to  the  withdrawal  of  Willing  and  Humphreys 
before  the  4th  ol  July,  and  the  reason  of  the 
post  signatures.  “The  subsequent  signatures” 
says  he,  of  members  who  were  not  yet  in  office 
is  easily  explained  if  we  observe  who  they  were* 
to  wit,  that  they  were  of  New  York  and  Penn¬ 
sylvania.  New  York  did  not  sign  till  the  15th 
because  it  was  not  till  the  Oth ,  (five  days  after  the 
general  signature,)  that  their  Convention  author¬ 
ized  them  to  do  so.  The  Convention  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  learning  that  it  had  been  signed  by  a  mi¬ 
nority  only  ot  their  delegates,  named  a  new  dele¬ 
gation  on  the  20th,  leaving  out  Mr.  Dickinson, 
who  had  ref  used  to  sign,  Willing  and  Humphrey  s, 
who  had  withdrawn,  re-appointing  the  three 
members  who  had  signed,  Morris,  who  had  not 
been  present,  and  five  new  onesv  to  wit,  Rush

Clymer,  Smith,  Taylor  ami  Ross.  Morris  arnTI 
the  fi vc  new  members  were  permitted  to  sign, 
bbc  4e  it  manifested  the  assent  of  their  full  del¬ 
egate  .  and  the  express  will  of  their  Conven¬ 
tion,  iVruch  might  have  been  doubted  on  the  for¬ 
mer  signature  of  a  minority  only.  Why  the 
signature  of  Thornton,  of  New  Hampshire,  was 
permitted  so  late  as  the  4th  of  November,  I  can¬ 
not  now  say,  but  undoubtedly  for  some  particular 
reason  which  we  should  find  to  have  been  good, 
had  it  been  expressed.  These  were  the  only 
post-signers,  and  you  see,  sir,  that  there  were 
solid  reasons  for  receiving  those  of  New  York 
and  Pennsylvania,  and  that  this  circumstance  in 
no  wise  affects  the  faith  of  this  Declaratory  char¬ 
ter,”  &c.  (1  vol.  98-9.)  The  wholejaceount,  there¬ 
fore  is  consistent,  and  removes  the  objections 
taken  by  Mr.  Reed. 

But  he  thinks  that  Mr.  Jefferson  is  bad  author¬ 
ity,  that  he  is  inaccurate,  and  that  “the  time  is 
gone  by  when  Mr.  Jefferson  can  be  cited  as  a 
conclusive  witness  to  any  thing.”  With  a  view 
to  impart  additional  force  to  this  general  denun¬ 
ciation,  Mr.  Reed  says, ‘‘the  truth  too  here,  is, 
that  Mr.  Jefferson’s  report  of  debates,  was  ®  re¬ 
port  from  recollection ,  and  has  all  the  perplexities 
and  inaccuracies  by  which  his  recollections  were 
distinguished.” 

Now-  this  latter  remark  was  rather  incautious¬ 
ly  hazarded,  since  Mr.  Jefferson  tells  us  in  his 
Memoir  (p.  21,)  “/  took  notes  in* my  place  while 
these  things  ivere  going  on,  and  at  their  close 
wrote  them  out  in  lorm  and  with  correctness,  and 
from  1  to  7  of  the  two  preceding  sheets,  are  the 
originals  then  written In  the  letter  to 
Mr.  Wells,  he  says,  “As  yourself  as  well  as 
others,  appear  to  be  embarrassed  by  incon¬ 
sistent  accounts  of  the  proceedings  on  that 
memorable  occasion,  and  as  those  who  have 
endeavoured  to  restore  the  truth  havs  committed 
some  errors,  I  will  give  you  some-  extracts  from 
a  written  document  on  that  subject;  for  the  truth 
of  which,  1  pledge  myself  to  heaven  and  earth; 
having  while  the  question  of  Independence  roas 
under  consideration  before  Congress ,  taken  writ¬ 
ten  notes  in  my  seat ,  of  what  was  passing ,  and 
reduced  (hem  to  form  on  the  final  conclusion.” 
These  written  notes  made  at  the  time  by  Mr.  Jef¬ 
ferson,  are  the  authority  upon  which  I  rely 
for  the  fact  stated  in  the  Appendix  to  my  Dis¬ 
course,  and  from  which  the  above  extracts  are 
taken. 

I  leave  therefore  the  question  of  fact  between  Mr. 
Jefferson  and  Mr.  Reed,  and  the  charge  of  “pre¬ 
cipitancy”  which  the  latter  has  unceremoniously 
made  against  me,  between  him  and  his  readers. 
It  must  be  apparent  that  on  this  occasion,  he  him¬ 
self  has  not  recollected  that  “to  be  svnft  is  less 
than  to  be  wise.” 

But  am  I  to  understand  Mr.  Reed  as  making 
a  graver  imputation  against  Mr.  Jefferson  than 
casual  error?  I  hope  not.  He  had  no  motive  to 
mis  state  the  truth,  and  it  will  not  be  asserted 
that  he  would  intentionally  do  so.  It  is  a  favourite 
sentiment  of  Mr.  Reed,  that  we  should  be  tender 
of  revolutionary  fame— that  the  sires  of  the  re¬ 
volution  require  from  the  hands  of  their  sons  the 
worthier  task  of  adding  chaplets  to  their  me¬ 
mories,  rather  than  of  despoiling  them  of  asingle 
leaf.  I  subscribe  to  such  a  sentiment,  and  trust 
he  does  not  intend  to  depart  from  it,  in  the  case 
of  a  man  like  Mr.  Jefferson,  whose  name  is 
identified  with  the  birth  of  the  nation,  and  with 
the  most  important  acts  of  its  golden  age. 

Mr.  Reed  may  be  unable  to  see  any  reason  for 
the  signing  on  the  4th,  after  the  Declaration  was 
agreed  to.  If  the  fact  be  so,  that  is

I  out  do  you  not  remember,  Mr.  Editor,  the  an-

the  members  were  about  to  sign?  “We  must  be 
unanimous;”  said  Hancock,  “we  must  all  hang 
together.”  “Yes,”  said  Franklia,  “if  we  don’t 
all  hang  tpgether,  we  shall  hang  separately.” 
The  truth  is,  it  was  a  momentous  occasion.  The 
adoption  ot  the  Declaration  was  no  ordinary 
Parliamentary  act.  A  mere  vote  did  not  carry 
force  or  insure  unanimity  of  councils  and  action, 
like  the  binding  obligation  of  asubscribed  paper. 
The  Congress  had  before  them  the  precedent 
of  the  unfortunate  Charles  lstand  his  Parliament, 
and  resolved,— nof  certainly  to  sign  away  the 
life  of  their  King— but  to  sign  the  Death  War¬ 
rant  of  English  supremacy  in  this  country.

Mon  DAT,  ’January  1,  1776, 

A  LETTER  from  governor  Trumbull,  dated  the  twenty -third 
of  December,  being  received,  was  read. 

The  Congrefs  took  into  confideration  the  report  of  the  commit¬ 
tee  on  captain  Selleck’s  petition,  which  was  agreed  to  as  follows : 

That  they  have  maturely  confidered  the  petition,  and  have  exa¬ 
mined  captain  Simeon  Selleck  particularly  thereon,  and  are  of  opi¬ 
nion,  that  the  petitioner  be  allowed,  as  a  compenfation  for  his  ex- 
penfes,  trouble  and  riik  in  taking  the  goods  at  Turtlebay,  for  the 
ufe  of  the  United  Colonies,  the  fum  of  333  dollars  and  one-third; 
and  that  the  committee  of  Fairfield  be  directed  to  take  into  their 
polTefnon,  for  the  ufe  of  the  faid  colonies,  all  the  goods  taken  by 
captain  Selleck,  which  are  not  already  delivered  by  him,  and  to 
forward  the  two  boxes  of  faltpetre,  now  in  captain  Selleck’s  cuf- 
tody,  to  the  powder-mill,  in  Ulfter  county,  to  be  manufadlured  into 
gun-powder,  for  the  continental  fervice. 

The  Congrefs,  taking  inco  confideration  the  report  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  on  lord  Sterling’s  letters,  after  debate  thereon, 

Resolved ,  That  it  be  recommitted. 

The  Congrefs  proceeded  to  the  eledfion  of  an  adjutant  for  the 
battalion  raifed  in  Pennfylvania,  and  the  ballots  being  taken,  and 
examined, 

John  Patterfon  was  elected. 

Resolved ,  That  the  prefident  fign  commiffions  to  the  field-officers 
appointed  by  the  provincial  Congrefs  of  North-Carolina,  to  com¬ 
mand  the  two  battalions,  directed  to  be  raifed  in  that  colony  by 
this  Congrefs,  and  that  fuch  commiffions  bear  like  date  with  thofe 
iffued  to  the  faid  officers  by  the  faid  provincial  Congrefs  of  North- 
Carolina. 

Resolved ,  That,  in  cafe  of  vacancy  occafioned  by  the  death  or 
removal  of  a  colonel  or  inferior  officer,  the  provincial  convention 
of  North-Carolina,  or,  in  their  recefs,  the  provincial  council,  ap¬ 
point  another  perfon  to  fill  up  fuch  vacancy,  until  a  commiflion 
fhall  ifiue  from  this  Congrefs ;  and  that  they  return  to  this  Congrefs 
a  lift  of  the  names  of  the  perfon  or  perfon s  fo  appointed. 

The  delegates  oi  New-York,  having  received  new  powers  from 
their  convention,  laid  the  fame  before  Congrefs,  as  follows: 

“In  provincial  Congress ,  New-York ,  December  21,  1775. 

“  Resolved ,  That  the  prefent  delegates  of  this  colony,  in  conti¬ 
nental  Congrefs,  be  requefted  to  make  fuch  an  arrangement  amonp* 
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themfelves,  as  that  five  of  them  only  continue  at  Congrefs,  and  re- 
prefent  this  colony  at  any  one  time  ;  and  that  in  cafe  of  the  necef- 
tary  abfence  of  any  one  or  two  of  the  delegates  fo  attending,  ac¬ 
cording  to  fuch  arrangement,  that  three  or  four  of  them  be  a  quo¬ 
rum,  and  enabled  to  reprelent  the  colony  during  fuch  abfence.

The  committee,  to  whom  the  letters  from  general  Wafhington, 
and  the  intercepted  letters,  were  referred,  brought  in  their  report, 
which  being  taken  into  conlideration,  the  Congrefs  came  to  the  fol¬ 
lowing  resolutions  : 

Resolved ,  That  the  prefident  of  the  provincial  council  of  North- 
Carolina,  and  of  Georgia,  be  requefled  to  procure  committees  of 
their  feveral  bodies  to  repair  immediately  to  Charlefton,  and  there 
to  confer  with  a  committee  of  the  council  of  fafety,  of  South-Ca- 
rolina,  upon  weighty  and  important  matters  relative  to  the  defence 
and  fecurity  of  thefe  colonies. 

Resolved ,  That  it  appears,  the  Britifh  miniflry  and  their  agents 
have  meditated  and  are  preparing  to  make  attacks  upon  Charlefcon, 
in  South-Carolina,  and  feveral  places  in  Virginia,  and  probably  in 
North-Carolina;  and  that  it  be  recommended  to  the  conventions 
or  committees  of  fafety  of  the  two  former  colonies,  and  to  the  pro¬ 
vincial  council  of  the  other,  by  all  pofiible  means,  to  make  a  vigor¬ 
ous  defence  and  oppofition ;  and  that  it  be  farther  recommended  to 
the  committee  of  fafety  of  Virginia,  and  the  provincial  council  of 
North-Carolina,  to  meet  together  and  confer  and  conclude  upon  fuch 
operations,  as  they  may  think  mod  for  their  mutual  intereft. 

Adjourned  to  ten  o’clock  to-morrow.  *

Resolved ,  That  a  copy  of  the  above  be  fent  immediately  to  ge¬ 
neral  Schuyler;  and  that  the  general  be  informed  by  letter  of  the 
reafons  which  induced  the  Congrefs  to  give  fuch  orders. 

The  committee  of  claims  reported,  that  there  is  due  to  Egbert 
Dumond,  cn  account  of  expenfes  in  bringing  the  prisoners,  taken 
at  St.  John’s.,  from  Kingfion,  in  New-York  government,  to  Lan- 
cafter,  in  pennfylvania,  the  fum  of  2326.2  dollars. 

Ordered ,  That  the  fame  be  paid. 
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JANUARY  1776. 

The  Congrefs  took  into  confideration  the  report  of  the  committee 
on  the  petition  of  captains  Paddock  and  Coffin,  and  aftei  debate, 

Resolved ,  That  the  prayer  of  faid  petition  be  not  granted. 

The  committee  on  the  date  of  New- York  brought  in  their  re¬ 
port,  which  was  read.  .  « 

The  report  of  captain  Motte,  with  regard  to  the  difpofition  o 
the  officers  taken  prifoners  at  St.  John’s,  was  laid  before  Gong'refs, 

and  read. 

The  committee,  to  whom  the  report  on  lord  Stirling  s  letters 
was  recommitted,  brought  in  their  report,  which  being  taken  into 
confideration,  the  Congrefs  thereupon  came  to  the  following  refo- 
lutions  : 

Resolved ,  That  the  prefident  acquaint  his  lordffiip,  that  the  Con¬ 
grefs  has  provided  ag'aind  the  inconvenience  of  vexatious  aireits  of 
the  men  enliding  in  the  continental  fervice. 

Resolved ,  That  the  barracks  in  the  colony  of  New-Jerfey  be  pre¬ 
pared  for  the  reception  of  fuch  of  the  battalions  as  may  not  be  in 
readinefs  to  proceed  to  New-York,  and  that  the  miniderial  troops 
or  prifoners  at  prefent  occupying  them,  be  accommodated  in  th%e 
faid  colony,  in  fuch  manner,  as  the  committee  of  fafety  for  faid  co¬ 
lony,  ffiall  think  mod  prudent  and  convenient. 

That  Mr.  Lowry,  the  commiflary,  be  directed  to  fupply  the  faid 
battalions  with  dockings,  and  that  the  delegates  for  the  colony  of 
New-Jerfey,  tranfmit  to  lord  Stirling  fix  dozen  printed  copies  of 
the  articles  of  war. 

That  confidering  not  only  the  defencelefs  condition  of  the  co¬ 
lony  of  New-Jerfey,  for  want  of  ammunition  in  cafe  of  an  hodile 
invafion  of  that  colony,  but  the  evident  want  of  the  affidance  of 
thofe  battalions  for  the  defence  of  New-York,  where  an  attack  of 
the  enemy  is  mod  probably  to  be  apprehended,  a  requifition  be  made 
by  the  Congrefs  to  the  committee  of  fafety  of  Pennfylvania,  of  four 
hundred  weight  of  powder  for  the  faid  battalions. 

That  the  fame  fire-wood,  camp  equipage,  and  barrack  utenfils  be 
allowed  to  each  of  the  New-Jerfey  battalions  as  are  allowed  to  the 
battalion  raifed  in  Pennfylvania. 

That  the  hundred  dand  of  arms  fupplied  by  the  colony  of  New- 
York  for  the  New-Jerfey  battalions,  be  paid  for  by  the  convention 
of  New-Jerfey;  and  that,  in  order  to  enable  the  faid  convention  to 
make  fuch  payment,  as  well  as  to  furniffi  fuch  of  the  men  belonging 
to  the  faid  battalions,  as  are  yet  unprovided,  with  arms,  the  farther 
fum  of  1000  dollars  be  advanced  to  the  faid  convention;  and  that 
the  price  of  the  arms  be  deducted  out  of  the  wages  of  the  privates 
belonging  to  the  faid  battalions. 

That  lord  Stirling  be  directed  to  feize  and  fecure  all  the  ammu¬ 
nition  and  warlike  dores  belonging  to  the  enemy,  which  now  are  or 
hereafter  may  be  imported  into  the  colony  of  New-Jerfey,  and  keep 
them  till  lie  ffiall  receive  the  orders  of  Congrefs  r e fp e Sting  them  : 
And  further,  that  he  do,  from  time  to  time,  give  aid  and  protection 
to  all  the  friends  of  America,  who  may  be  employed  in  importing 
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'"t,0,die,faicI^olon7>  ammunition,  or  other  commodities  not  prohibi.

and  that  the  laft  from  this  Congrefs,  humbly  requefting  the  fmgle 
Advour  ox  being  heard,  like  all  the  others,  has  proved  unfuccefsful  • 
to  untold  to  them  the  various  arts  of  adminiftration  to  enfnare  and 
enilave  us,  and  the  manner  in  which  we  have  been  cruelly  driven  to 
defend,  by  arms,  thofe  very  rights,  liberties  and  eftates,  which  we 
and  our  forefathers  had  fo  long  enjoyed  unmolefted  in  the  reigns  of 
his  prelent  majefty >s  predeceffors.  And  it  is  hereby  recommended 
to  all  conventions  and  affemblies  in  thefe  colonies,  liberally  to  dif- 
tn  )  ute  among  the  people,  the  proceedings  of  this  and  the  former  Con- 
greis,  the  late  fpeeches  of  the  great  patriots  in  both  houfes  of  par- 
Lament  relative  to  American  grievances,  and  fuch  other  pamphlets 
aim  papers  as  tend  to  elucidate  the  merits  of  the  American  caufe, 
the  Congrefs  being  fully  perfuaded  that  the  more  our  right  to  the 
enjoyment  of  our  ancient  liberties  and  privileges  is  examined,  the

And,  with  refpecl  to  all  fuch  unworthy  Americans,  as,  regardlefs 
of  their  duty  to  their  Creator,  their  country  and  their  poderity 
have  taken  part  with  our  oppreffors,  and,  influenced  by  the  hope 
or  poiTeflion  of  ignominious  rewards,  drive  to  recommend  them- 
felves  to  the  bounty  of  adminiftration,  by  mifrepre  fen  ting  and  tra¬ 
ducing  the  conduct  and  principles  of  the  friends  of  American  liberty, 
<md  oppofmg  every  meafure  formed  for  its  prefervation  and  fecurity’ 
Resolved ,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  different  affemblies^ 
conventions  and  committees  or  councils  of  fafety  in  the  United  Co¬ 
lonies,  by  the  mod  fpeedy  and  effedual  meafures,  to  frudrate  the 
mifchievous  machinations,  and  redrain  the  wicked  pradices  of  thefe 
men  :  And  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Congrefs,  that  they  ought  to  be 
difarmed,  and  the  more  dangerous  among  them,  either  kept  in 

fafe  cudody,  01  bound  with  luiiicient  iureties  to  their  good  beha¬ 
viour, 


And,  in  order  that  the  faid  affemblies,  conventions,  committees 
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or  councils  of  fafety,  may  be  enabled,  with  greater  eafe  ana  facility

And  whereas  the  execrable  barbarity,  with  which  this  unhappy 
war  has  been  conducted  on  the  part  of  our  enemies,  fuch  as  burn¬ 
ing  our  defencelefs  towns  and  villages,  expofmg  their  inhabitants, 
without  regard  to  fex  or  age,  to  all  the  tniferies  which  lols  of  pro¬ 
perty,  the  rigour  of  the  feaion,  and  inhuman  devadatlon  can  inflnff, 
exciting  domedic  infurredf  ions  and  murders,  bribing,  favages  to 
defolate  our  frontiers,  and  cading  fuch  of  us  as  the  fortune  oi  war 
has  put  in  their  power,  into  gaols,  there  to  languid*  in  irons  and 
in  want,  compelling  the  inhabitants  of  Bodon,  in  violation  or  the 
treaty,  to  remain  confined  within  the  town,  expoled  to  the  info- 
lence  of  the  foldiery,  and  other  enormities,  at  the  mention  of 
which  decency  and  humanity  will  ever  bluffi,  may  judly  provoke 
the  inhabitants  of  thefe  colonies  to  retaliate. 

Resolved ,  That  it  be  recommended  to  them,  to  continue  mindful 
that  humanity  ought  to  didinguiffi  the  brave,  that  cruelty  fhould

it  may  be  found  neceftary.

A  petition  from  Ibbetfon  Hamar,  a  prifoner  at  Trenton,  was 
prefented  to  Congrefs  and  read,  praying  for  leave  to  refide  at  Mr. 
Stainforth’s,  near  Prince-Town. 

Resolved ,  That  the  fame  be  granted. 

A  memorial  from  the  captains  and  fubalterns  of  the  firft  Penn- 
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fylvania  "battalion,  was  prefented  to  Congrefs  and  read,  complaining* 
of  the  conduft  of  their  colonel : 

Resolved ,  That  the  fame  be  referred  to  the  committee  of  quali¬ 
fications,  and  that  they  be  directed  to  hear  the  parties,  and  report 
to  Congrefs. 

Agreeable  to  the  order  of  the  day,  the  Congrefs  refolved  itfelf 
into  a  committee  of  the  whole,  to  take  into  confideration  the  pro¬ 
priety  of  opening  the  ports  after  the  firft  of  March  next ;  and,  after 
iome  time,  the  prefident  refnmed  the  chair,  and  Mr.  Ward  reported, 
that  the  committee  had  taken  into  confideration  the  matter  to  them 
referred,  and  had  come  to  a  refolution,  which  he  read  in  his  place, 
and  delivered  in. 

The  report  being  again  read, 

Ordered ,  To  lie  on  the  table. 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed,  to  confider  un¬ 
der  what  regulations  and  reftridions  the  trade  of  the  United  Co¬ 
lonies  ought  to  be  carried  on,  after  the  firft  of  March  next. 

The  members  chofen,  Mr.  Harrifon,  Mr.  Morris,  Mr.  Lynch, 
Mr.  Adams,  and  Mr.  Sherman. 

Resolved ,  That  a  member  be  added  to  the  committee  appointed 
to  confer  with  Mr.  Romans. 

The  member  chofen,  Mr.  Wolcott. 

The  committee  appointed  to  prepare  inftruclions  for  the  officers 
in  the  recruiting  fervice,  brought  in  their  report,  which  being  taker! 
into  confideration,  the  Congrefs,  thereupon,,  came  to  the  follow¬ 
ing  refolutions  : 

Resolved ,  That  the  colonels  of  the  feveral  battalions  ordered  to 
be  raifed,  do  immediately  order  their  officers,  on  recruiting  fervice, 
to  fuch  parts  where  they  are  beft  known,  and  have  the  greateft  pro¬ 
bability  of  fuccefs. 

That  the  recruiting  officers  ought  to  be  careful  to  enlift  none 
but  healthy,  found  and  able-bodied  men,  and  not  under  fixteen 
years  of  age. 

That  the  colonels  of  the  feveral  battalions  aforefaid,  appoint 
fome  place  or  places  of  rendezvous,  to  which  the  recruits  may  be 
lent,  and  where  the  battalions  may  be  quartered. 

That  the  greateft  attention  ought  to  be  paid  to  the  behaviour  of 
the  troops  in  quarters,  that  they  may  give  no  reafonable  caufe  of 
complaint. 

That  the  quarters  of  the  troops  be  duly  difcharged  once  every 
week. 

That  an  allowance  of  one  dollar  and  a  third  of  a  dollar  per  man, 
be  made  to  the  recruiting  officers  in  lieu  of  their  expenfes  in  re¬ 
cruiting,  exclufive  of  the  fubfiftance-money  allowed  them.  And 
that,  in  cafe  any  man  be  enlifted  contrary  to  the  foregoing  regula¬ 
tions,  the  pay  they  may  have  received,  and  the  fubfiftance-money 
that  may  be  paid  for  them,  lhall  be  flopped  from  the  pay  of  fuch 
recruiting  officers. 

That  the  colonels  of  the  feveral  battalions  to  be  raifed  in  Penn- 
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fylvania,  be  fupplied  with  money  for  the  recruiting  fervice,  by  the 
committee  of  fafety  of  faid  colony,  and  difburfe  the  fame  to  the 
feveral  recruiting  officers;  the  colonels  and  other  officers  to  be  ac¬ 
countable  for  what  they  fhall  receive,  and  all  arrears  they  may  fall 

into,  to  be  flopped  from  their  pay. 

Resolved ,  That  the  fum  of  one  dollar  and  one-third  of  a  dollar 
per  man,  be  allowed  to  the  officers  of  the  firft  Pennfylvania  battalion, 
for  each  man  by  them  enlifted,  who  fhall  nave  palled  mu  Pee  i . 

Resolved ,  That  the  treafurers  be  empowered  to  advance  to  Mr, 
Regonville,  a  fum  not  exceeding  400  dollars,  taking  his  cn  aught  oi 

bill  on  his  agent  in  Canada,  for  the  fame. 

A  letter  from  gen.  Schuyler,  dated  January  the  loth,  enclofing 
copies  of  letters  from  general  Woofler,  colonel  Arnold,  andotheis, 
were  laid  before  Congrefs,  and  read,  containing  an  account  of  an 
unfuccefsful  attempt  made  to  gain  poffeffion  of  Quebec  by  ftorm, 
an  the  5  1ft  of  December,  and  of  the  death  of  general  Montgomery. 

The  committee,  to  whom  the  matter  of  South-Gaiolina,  lefpedting 
the  engaging  of  feamen,  was  referred,  brought  in  then  leport, 

which  was  read. 

Adjourned  to  ten  o’clock  to-morrow.

Something  in  a  Iname. — In  the  Gariy  period 
of  the  Revolution,  a  rather  eurious  incident  hap¬ 
pened  in  Pennsylvania.  Some  months  after  the 
spirit  of  the  Yankees  was  tested  by  the  battle 
at  Lexington,  the  American  Congress  sitting  at 
Philadelphia,  proceeded  to  the  election  of  field 
officers  for  the  battalion  raised  in  Pennsylva¬ 
nia,  when  John  Bull,  Esq.,  was  duly  elected 
Colonel.  JV  ••  ,  f  b,/.-*.  , ,  /' 

The  deep  seatedffiatred  among  the  people  of 
old  John  Bull,  rendered  the  position  of  his 
namesake,  the  Colonel,  anything  but  agreeable. 
He  did  not  long  retain  his  commission.  On 
the  20th  January,  1776,  only  three  months 
after  his  appointment,  the  Colonel  presented  a 
memorial  to  Congress,  complaining  of  the  ill 
treatment  he  had  received  from  many  officers  of 
his  corps,  and  resigned. 

The  appointment  and  resignation  are  given 
in  the  first  volume  of  the  Journals  of  Congress, 
and  tradition  assigns  the  unfortunate  name  of 
the  patriot  Colonel  as  the  cause  of  his  trials

Resolved ,  That  an  order  be  drawn  on  the  treasurers,  in  favour  of 
the  committee  of  fafety  for  Pennfylvania,  for  the  fum  of  15,000 
dollars,  for  the  ufe  of  the  five  battalions  to  be  raifed  in  faid  co«? 
iony  ;  the  faid  committee  to  be  accountable. 

The  committee  of  claims  reported  that  there  is  due, 

To  captain  Henry  Shyjpck,  for  his  expenfes  in  bringing  Dr.  John 
Smith  from  Hagar’s-town,  and  for  his  expenfes  in  returning  home, 
the  fum  of  89.3  dollars. 

To  John  Nelfon,  for  his  expenfes  in  bringing  the  faid  Dr,  John 
Smith  from  the  Little  Meadows  to  Hagar’s-town,  and  for  his  trou¬ 
ble  in  attending  him  to  this  city,  with  allowance  of  expenfes  in 
returning  home,  the  fum  of  75  dollars. 

To  Francis  Johnfon,  Efq;  for  fundry  expqnfes  incurred  by  guards 
for  powder,  waggons,  See.  the  fum  of  38  dollars. 

To  Thomas  Dewees,  for  fupporting  feveral  prifoners,  the  fum  of 
43.2  dollars. 

Ordered ,  That  the  above  accounts  be  paid. 

A  memorial  from  colonel  Bull  was  prefented  to  Congrefs  and 
read,  praying  for  leave,  on  account  of  ill  treatment  he  had  received 
from  many  officers  of  his  corps,  to  refign  his  commiffion. 

The  committee  on  general  Schuyler’s  letter,  brought  in  a  farther 
report,  which  being  taken  into  confideration,  the  Congrefs  came  to 
the  following  refolutions ; 
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Resolved ,  That  general  Wafhington  be  deb  red  to  difpatch  a  ge¬ 
neral  officer,  if  he  can  be  fpared  from  the  fervice  at  Cambridge,  to 

command  the  army  in  Canada.  . 

That  it  being  neceffary  to  procure  a  large  quantity  of  fpecie  tor 
the  operations  in  Canada,  which  cannot  be  iuccefsiully  carried  on 
without  that  article,  it  be  recommended  to  the  general  affemblies, 
conventions,  and  Councils  or  committees  ct  luffity,  upon  the  con™ 
tinent,  to  employ  proper  perfons,  within  their  refpebtive  colonies,  to 
colledt  all  the  geld  and  (liver  coin  they  can,  and  inform  Congrefs  of 
the  fum  collected. 

That  it  will  not  be  expedient  at  prefent  to  fend  a  committee  o£ 
Congrefs  to  Canada : 

That  the  committee  of  fecrecy  be  deiired  to  difpatch  one  ton  of 
gun-powder  with  the  firft  companies  that  llrall  maich  from  I  ennfyl- 
vania  to  Canada;  and  that  governor  Trumbull  be  defired  to  fend 
the  like  quantity  of  gun-powder  with  the  firft  detachment  of  forces 
dire  died  to  march  thither  from  Connecticut: 

That  the  Ioffes  fuftained  by  captain  Hazen,  be  afeertained  by 
dommiffioners  to  be  appointed  by  the  commanding  oilicei  m  Canada, 
and  that  the  commiffioners  report  their  proceedings,  with  the  exa¬ 
mination  of  the  witneffes,  and  their  own  opinion  thereupon,  to 
Congrefs: 

That  the  general  affemblies,  conventions  or  councils  or  commit¬ 
tees  of  fafety  of  the  colonies,  in  which  forces  are  directed  to  be 
raifed  for  the  fervice  of  Canada,  be  defired  to  raife,  for  the  fame 
fervice,  one  company  of  matroffes,  confiding  of  forty  privates,  in 
each  colony,  under  proper  officers;  and  where  a  company  cannot  be 
completed,  to  raife  as  many  as  they  can,  under  iubaltein  officeis, 
in  proportion  to  their  numbers : 

That  general  Woofter  be  defired  to  take  poffeffion  of  the  medi¬ 
cine  cheft  mentioned  by  colonel  Campbell,  to  be  claimed  by  doffor 
Beaumont,  and,  if  it  appear  to  him  to  be  private  property,  to  pay 
the  value  thereof  to  the  owner : 

That  the  general  affemblies,  conventions,  or  councils  of  com¬ 
mittees  of  fafety,  be  deiired  to  take  the  mod  effectual  meafuies 
for  recovering  the  arms,  accoutrements,  batteaus,  tools,  and.  other 
{lores  of  the  continent,  faid  to  have  been  carried  off  by  iome  of  the 
foldiers,  who  have  returned  from  Canada  :

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That  the  foregoing-  refolution  be  not  drawn  into  a  precedent  1 
That  exclufive  of  colonel  Livingfton  and  his  regiment,  already 
detei  mined  on,  there  be  one  thouland  Canadians  more  raifed,  for 
one  year,  or  during  the  prefent  difputes,  at  fix  dollars  and  two- 
thuds  bounty  and  the  ufual  pay,  which  number  lhall  compofe  four 
battalions,  and  form  one  regiment,  five  companies  of  fifty  men  to 
each  battalion,  one  captain,  one  lieutenant,  and  one  enfign,  to  each 

company,  and  tour  majors,  one  lieutenant-colonel,  and  one  colonel 
to  tne  whole  regiment  : 

.  /  hat  the  committee  of  fafety  of  Pennfylvania,  be  defined  to  pro- 
viue  anc,  dilpatch  fifes  and  drums  to  Canada,  for  the  two  regiments 
directed  to  be  raifed  in  that  colony. 

Resolved ,  That  orders  be  drawn  on  the  treafurers,  in  favour  of 
the  delegates  ol  New-Hamplhire,  for  the  above  fum  of  12,500 
dollars  ;  and  in  favour  of  the  delegates  of  Connecticut,  for  the 
ike  lum  of  12,500  dollars  ;  and,  in  favour  of  the  delegates  of  New- 
York,  for  the  like  fum  of  12,500  dollars,  for  the  ufe  of  the  bat¬ 
talions  to  be  raifed  for  Canada  ;  and  that  the  faid  delegates  be  de- 
hred  to.  forward  the  faid  films,  to  their  refpective  colonies,  with  all 
expedition  ;  the  leveral  colonies  to  be  accountable  for  the  fame. 

Resolved ,  That  the  prelident  be  dire&ed  to  fend  an  exprefs  to 
general  Schuyler,  with  a  letter,  informing  him  of  the  meafures  the 
Congrefs  have  taken  for  the  defence  of  Canada,  and  defiring  him 
to  forward  the  fame  to  general  Woofter  : 

That  he  Iikewife  difpatch  an  exprefs,  with  the  like  information, 
to  general  Walhington,  to  the  governor  of  Connefticut,  and  the 
convention  or  council  of  fafety  of  New-Jerfey,  New-York,  and 
New-Hamplhire.

Ordered ,  1  hat  1  imothy  Matlack  deliver  to  the  delegates  of 
New-Jerfey,  or  their  order,  a  quantity  of  flints,  for  the  ufe  of  faid 
battalion,  and  ball  or  lead  proportioned  to  300  pounds  of  powder. 

J  hat  the  treafurers,  with  all  expedition,  fend  a  trufty  perfon  with 
£>  1 ,000  m  continental  lulls,  to  Samuel  Patterfon,  Elqj  and  receive 
in  exchange  for  the  fame  fo  much  in  filver  and  gold.

couraging  difficulties,  fell  at  length  in  a  gallant  attack  upon  Que¬ 
bec,  the  capital  of  Canada  ;  and  to  tranfmit  to  future  ages,  as  ex¬ 
amples  truly  worthy  of  imitation,  his  patriotifm,  conduct,  boldnefs 
cf  enterprize,  infuperabJe  perfeverance,  and  contempt  of  danger 
and  death  ;  a  monument  be  procured  from  Paris,  or  any  other  part 
of  France,  with  an  infcription,  facred  to  his  memory,  and  expreffive 
of  his  amiable  chara&er  and  heroic  achievements.  And  that  the

£•  300  fieri ing,  to  Dr.  Benjamin  Franklin  (who  is  defired  to  fee 
this  refolution  properly  executed)  fordefraying  the  expenfe  thereof. 

I  hat  Dr.  Smith  be  defired  to  prepare  and  deliver  a  funeral  ora¬ 
tion  in  honour  of  general  Montgomery,  and  of  thofe  officers  and 
foldiers,  who  fo  magnanimously  fought  and  fell  with  him  in  main¬ 
taining  the  principles  of  American  liberty. 

Resolved ,  That  the  direction  of  the  fleet  fitted  out  by  order  of 
Congrefs,  be  left  to  the  naval  committee. 

A  letter  from  general  Wafhington,  dated  the  14th  of  January, 
being  received,  was  read,  and  referred  to  the  committee  of  corref- 
pondence. 

Resolved ,  That  Mr.  James  Meafe  be  appointed  a  commiflary  to 
fupply  the  battalions,  ordered  to  be  railed  in  Pennfylvania,  with  the 
articles  allowed  by  Congrefs  ;  and  that  he  be  allowed  for  his  trouble, 
one  and  one -fourth  per  cent,  in  full  of  all  charges  for  the  money 
pa  fling  through  his  hands,  and  that  he  give  fecurity  for  the  juft  and 
faithful  expenditure  of  the  fame.

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Resolved ,  That  an  order  be  drawn  on  the  treafurers,  in  favour  of 
the  delegates  of  North-Carolina,  lor  the  fum  ot  10,000  dollars,  for 
the  ufe  of  the  battalions  ordered  to  be  raifed  in  that  colony.

That  the  refpective  commillioners,  or  fuch  of  them  as  can  con¬ 
veniently  affemble  for  that  purpofe,  fhall,  as  the  goods  arrive,  fix  a 
price,  adding  to  the  firft  coft,  intereft,  the  charge  of  infurance,  and 
all  other  charges,  and  alfo  a  commiffion,  not  exceeding  two  and  an 
half  per  cent,  on  the  firft  coft,  for  their  own  care  and  trouble  in  re¬ 
ceiving,  ftoring  and  felling  them  to  the  Indian  traders  ;  but  fuch 
commillioners  as  are,  at  the  fame  time,  members  of  Congrefs,  fhall 
nor  be  burthened  with  this  part  of  the  bufinefs,  nor  receive  any  part 
of  the  aforefaid  commiffion  : 

That  no  perfon  (hall  be  permitted  to  trade  with  the  Indians 
without  licence  from  one  or  more  of  the  commillioners  of  each 
refpedtive  department  : 

That  all  traders  fhall  difpofe  of  their  goods  at  fuch  ftated  reafon- 
able  prices,  as  fhall  be  fixed  and  afcertained  by  the  commillioners, 
or  a  majority  of  fuch  as  can  conveniently  affemble  for  that  pur¬ 
pofe,  in  each  refpective ‘department,  and  lhall  allow  the  Indians  a 
reafonable  price  for  their  fkins,  and  furs,  and  take  no  unjuft  advan¬ 
tage  of  their  diftrefs  and  intemperance  ;  and,  to  this  end,  they  fhall, 
refpedtively,  upon  receiving  their  licences,  enter  into  bond  to 
the  commillioners,  for  the  ufe  of  the  United  Colonies,  in  fuch  pe¬ 
nalty,  as  the  atfting  commillioners  or  commiffioner  fhall  think  pro¬ 
per,  conditioned  for  the  performance  of  the  terms  and  regulations 
above  prefcribed  : 

That  to  fuch  licenfed  traders  only,  the  refpective  commillioners 
fhall  deliver  the  goods,  fo  to  be  imported,  in  fuch  proportions  as  they 
fhall  judge  will  beft  promote  a  fair  trade,  and  relieve  the  neceffities 
of  the  Indians  : 
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hat  every  trader,  on  receiving  the  goods,  (hall  pay  to  the  com- 
miffioners  m  hand,  the  price  at  which  they  (hall  be  estimated  ;  and 
the  commiffioners  fhall,  front  time  to  time,  as  the  money  Grail  come 
to  their  hands,  tranfmit  the  fame  to  the  continental  treafurers,  de¬ 
ducing  only  the  allowance  for  their  trouble  as  aforefaid  : 

That  the  trade  with  the  Indian  nations  (hall  be  carried  on  at  fuch

and  affoid  Mr.  Lowry  all  afliftance  in  the  execution  of  the  above: 

That  t'ne  company  in  the  faid  regiment  which  is  neareft  being 
iurmfhed,  be  fupplied  by  any  arms  and  neceflaries  in  the  faid  bat- 
tahon,  and  marched  for  Canada,  and  that  the  other  companies  be 
iurmffed,  and  marched  as  foon  as  poffible. 

The  Congrefs,  taking  into  conlideration  the  letter  from  lord 
Stirling,

to,  or  in  prejudice  of,  the  meafures  and  proceedings  of  any  Con¬ 
grefs  for  the  faid  colonies,  during  the  prefent  troubles,  or  until  I 
am  duly  exchanged  or  difcharged. 

Given  under  my  hand,  this  day  of  A.  D. 

The  fecret  committee,  to  whom  the  petition  of  Mr.  Pierre

To  colonel  Simes  on  account  of  expenfes  in  bringing  the  bag¬ 
gage  of  the  26th  and  7th  regiments  from  Walpack  to  Lancafter, 
and  feveral  other  fmall  expenfes,  the  fum  of  569  dollars  :

Magaw,  for  the  purpofe  of  purchafing  lire  arms  for  his  battalion, 
he  to  be  accountable. 


The  Congrefs  refumed  the  confideration  of  the  inftrudions  and 
comm  i  Hi  on  to  the  deputies  or  commiffioners  going  to  Canada,  and 
the  lame  being  debated  by  paragraphs,  were  agreed  to  as  follows  : 


INSTRUCTIONS,  See. 

Gentlemen , 

It  on  are,  with-  all  convenient  difpatch,  to  repair  to  Canada,  and 
make  known  to  the  people  of  that  country,  the  willies  and  inten- 
tions  of  the  Ciongrels  with  relped  to  them. 

Repiefent  to  them,  that  the  arms  of  the  United  Colonies,  having 
been  carried  into  that  province  for  the  purpofe  of  fruftratnm  the 
defigns  of  the  Britifh  court  againft  our  common  liberties,  we  ex- 
peU  not  only  to  defeat  the  holfile  machinations  of  governor  Carl¬ 
ton  againft  us,  but  that  we  fliall  put  it  into  the  power  of  our  Ca¬ 
nadian  biethien,  to  purfue  inch  meafures  for  fecuring*  their  own 
freedom  and  happinefs,  as  a  generous  love  of  liberty  and  found 
policy  (hall  didate  to  them. 

Inform  them,  that  in  our  judgment,  their  interefts  and  ours  are 
infeparably  united  ;  that  it  is  impoftible  we  can  be  reduced  to  a 
fervile  fubmiflion  to  Great-Britain  without  their  /haring'  our  fate  : 
And,  on  the  other  hand,  if  we  fliall  obtain,  as  we  doubt  not  we 
fhall,  a  full  elfabliihment  of  our  rights,  it  depends  wholly  on  their 
choice,  whether  they  will  participate  with  us  in  thole  bleftings,  or 
{fill  remain  fubjed  to  every  ad  of  tyranny,  which  Britifh  minifters 
fliall  pleafe  to  exercife  over  them.  Urge  all  inch  arguments  as 
your  prudence  fhall  fuggeft,  to  enforce  our  opinion  concerning  the 
mutual  interefl  of  the  two  countries,  and  to  convince  them  of  the 
impoflibility  of  the  war  being  concluded  to  the  difadvantage  of  thefe 
colonies,  if  we  wifely  and  vigoroufly  co-operate  with  each  other. 

To  convince  them  of  the  uprightnels  of  our  intentions  towards 
them,  you  are  to  declare,  that  it  is  our  inclination,  that  the  people 
of  Canada  may  fet  up  fuch  a  form  of  government,  as  will  be  moll 
likely,  in  their  judgment,  to  produce  their  happinefs  :  And  you 
are,  in  the  ftrongeft  terms,  to  allure  them,  that  it  is  our  earned  de¬ 
fire  to  adopt  them  into  our  union,  as  a  filler  colony,  and  to  fecure 
the  fame  general  fyltem  of  mild  and  equal  laws  for  them  and  for 
©urfelves,  with  only  fuch  local  differences  as  may  be  agreeable  to 
each  colony  refpedively. 

Allure  the  people  of  Canada,  that  vc  have  no  apprehenfion  that 
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the  French  will  take  any  part  with  Great-Britain  ;  but,  that  it  m 
their  intereft,  and  we  have  reafon  to  believe  their  inclination,  to 
cultivate  a  friendly  intercourfe  with  thefe  colonies. 

You  are  from  this,  and  fuch  other  reafons  as  may  appear  mod 
proper,  to  urge  the  neceffity  the  people  are  under  of  immediately 
taking  fome  decifive  ftep,  to  put  themfelves  under  the  protection 
of  the  United  Colonies.  For  expediting  fuch  a  meafure,  you  are 
to  explain  to  them  our  method  of  colle&ing  the  fenfe  of  the  peo¬ 
ple,  and  conducting  our  affairs  regularly  by  committees  ot  obier- 
vation  and  infpeCtion  in  the  feveral  diftriCts,  and,  by  conventions  , 
and  committees  of  fafety  in  the  feveral  colonies.  Recommend 
thefe  modes  to  them.  Explain  to  them  the  nature  and  principles 
of  government  among  freemen  ;  developing,  in  contrail,  to  thofe, 
the  bafe,  cruel,  and  infidious  deligns  involved  in  the  late  aCt  of 
parliament,  for  making  a  more  effectual  provifion  for  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  the  province  of  Quebec.  Endeavour  to  ftimulate  them  by 
motives  of  glory,  as  well  as  intereft,  to  affume  a  part  in  a  conteft, 
by  which  they  mult  be  deeply  affeCted  ;  and  to  afpire  to  a  portion 
of  that  power,  by  which  they  are  ruled  ;  and  not  to  remain  the 
mere  lpoils  and  prey  of  conquerors  and  lords. 

You  are  further  to  declare,  that  we  hold  facred  the  rights  of  con- 
fcience,  and  may  promife  to  the  whole  people,  folemnly  in  our  name, 
the  free  and  undifturbed  exercife  of  their  religion;  and,  to  the  cler¬ 
gy,  the  full,  perfeCt,  and  peaceable  poffeffion  and  enjoyment  of  all 
their  efiates ;  that  the  government  of  every  thing  relating  to  their 
religion  and  clergy,  fhall  be  left  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  good 
people  of  that  province,  and  fuch  legiflature  as  they  fhall  conftitute ; 
provided,  however,  that  all  other  denominations  of  Chriftians  be 
equally  entitled  to  hold  offices,  and  enjoy  civil  privileges,  and  the 
free  exercife  of  their  religion,  and  be  totally  exempt  from  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  any  tithes  or  taxes  for  the  fupport  of  any  religion. 

Inform  them,  that  you  are  veiled,  by  this  Gongrefs,  with  full  pow¬ 
ers  to  effeCt  thefe  purpofes ;  and,  therefore,  prefs  them  to  have  a 
complete  reprefentation  of  the  people  affembled  in  convention,  with 
all  poffible  expedition,  to  deliberate  concerning  the  eftablilhment 
of  a  form  of  government,  and  an  union  with  the  United  Colonies. 
As  to  the  terms  of  union,  inlift  on  the  propriety  of  their  being  li- 
milar  to  thofe  on  which  the  other  colonies  unite.  Should  they  ob¬ 
ject  to  this,  report  to  this  Congrefs  the  objections,  and  the  terms 
on  which  alone  they  will  come  into  our  union.  Should  they  agree 
to  our  terms,  you  are  to  promife,  in  the  names  of  the  United  Colo¬ 
nies,  that  we  will  defend  and  proteCt  the  people  of  Canada  againft 
all  enemies,  in  the  fame  manner  as  we  will  defend  and  proteCt  any 
of  the  United  Colonies. 

You  are  to  eftablilh  a  free  prefs,  and  to  give  directions  for  the 
frequent  publication  of  fuch  pieces  as  may  be  of  fervice  to  the  caufe 
©f  the  United  Colonies. 

You  are  to  fettle  all  difputes  between  the  Canadians  and  the  con¬ 
tinental  troops,  and  to  make  fuch  regulations  relating  thereto,  as 
you  fhall  judge  proper. 
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You  are  to  make  a  fir  id  and  impartial  enquiry  into  the  caufe  oi 
the  impnfonment  of  colonel  Du  Free,  lieut.  coL  Nefeu,  maior  St

You  are  alfo  empowered  to  fit  and  vote  as  members  of  councils 
o  wai,  m  direfting  fortifications  and  defences  to  be  made,  or  to  be 
demoiilhed,  by  land  or  by  water  ;  and  to  draw  orders  on  the  prefi- 

dent  for  any  fums  of  money,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thoufand 
dollars  in  the  whole,  to  defray  the  expenfe  of  the  works. 

Laflly,  Y  ou  are,  by  all  the  means  you  can  ufe,  to  promote  the  ex¬ 
ecution  of  the  reiolutions  now  made,  or  hereafter  to  be  made,  in 
Congrefs.  J  * 

On  motion ,  Resolved ,  That  the  following  additional  inftruclions 
be  given  to  the  commiffioners  aforefaid : 

Y°u  are  empowered  and  directed  to  promote  and  encourage  the 
trade  of  Canada  with  the  Indian  nations,  and  to  grant  paffports  for 

the  carrying  it  on,  as  far  as  it  may  confilt  with  the  fafety  of  the 
troops,  and  the  public  good. 

You  are  alfo  directed  and  authorized  to  affine  the  inhabitants  of 
Canada,  that  their  commerce  with  foreign  nations  fiiall,  in  all  ref- 
peds,  be  put  upon  an  equal  footing  with,  and  encouraged  and  pro¬ 
tected  in  the  fame  manner,  as  the  trade  of  the  United  Colonies. 

.  You  are  alfo  Erected  to  ufe  every  wife  and  prudent  meafure  to 
introduce  and  give  credit  and  circulation  to  the  continental  money 
in  Canada.  1 

In  cafe  the  former  refolutipn  of  Congrefs  refpe&ing  the  Englifh 
American  troops  in  Canada  has  not  been  carried  into  effebl,  yoif  are 
dire  died  to  ufe  your  bed  endeavours  for  forming  a  battalion  of  the 
New- York  troops  in  that  country,  and  to  appoint  the  field  and  other 
officers  out  of  the  gentlemen  who  have  continued  there  during  the 
campaign,  according  to  their  refpedlive  ranks  and  merit.  And,  if 
it  fhould  be  found  impracticable,  you  are  to  diredl  fuch  of  them  as 
are  provided  for  in  the  four  battalions  now  raiding  in  New- York 
to  repair  to  their  refpeclive  corps.  To  enable  you  to  carry  this  refo- 
iution  into  effedl,  you  are  furnifhed  with  blank  commiffions,  figned 
by  the  prefident. 

Resolved ,  That  the  memorial  from  the  Indian  traders,  redding  at 
Montreal,  be  delivered  to  the  commiffioners  going  to  Canada. 

The  draught  of  the  commiffion  being  taken  into  confideration, 
and  debated  by  paragraphs,  was  agreed  to  as  follows: 
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The  delegates  of  the  United  Colonies  of  New-Hampfhire,  See.  to 
Benjamin  Franklin,  L.  L.  D.  member  of  the  royal  academy  of  fei- 
ences  at  Paris,  F.  R.  S.  See.  &c.  one  of  the  delegates  of  the  colony 
of  Pennfylvania ;  Samuel  Chafe,  Efq;  one  of  the  delegates  of  the  co¬ 
lony  of  Maryland,  and  Charles  Carroll,  of  Carrollton,  Efq;  of  the  faid 
colony  of  Maryland,  greeting:  Know  ye,  that  we,  repoling  fpecial 
truft  and  confidence  in  your  zeal,  fidelity,  abilities,  and  affiduity,  do, 
by  thefe  prefents,  conflitute  and  appoint  you,  or  any  two  of  you, 
commiffioners  for  and  on  behalf  of  us,  and  all  the  people  of  the 
United  Colonies,  whom  we  reprefent,  to  promote,  or  to  form  an. 
union  between  the  faid  colonies  and  the  people  of  Canada,  accor¬ 
ding  to  the  inflruttions  herewith  delivered  you,  and  fuch  as  you 
may  hereafter  receive  ;  and  to  execute  all  fuch  matters  and  things 
as  you  are  or  fhall  be  directed  by  your  faid  inflruHions  ;  and  we  do 
require  all  officers,  foldiers,  and  others  who  may  facilitate  your  ne- 
gociation,  or  promote  the  fuccefs  thereof,  to  aid  and  affiftyou  there¬ 
in;  and  you  are,  from  time  to  time,  to  tranfmit  and  report  your 
proceedings  to  Congrefs.  This  commilfion  to  continue  in  force  till 
revoked  by  this  or  a  future  Congrefs.

Resolved ,  That  commiffions  be  granted  accordingly. 

Resolved ,  That  the  committee  of  fafety  of  New-Jerfey  be  defir- 
d  to  remove  the  prifoners  from  Trenton,  to  fuch  place  or  places 
n  that  colony,  as  may  be  thought  convenient,  at  a  proper  diflance 
rom  the  fea  and  the  poll  roads,  fubje&to  the  regulations  formerly 
nade  refpedting  prifoners. 

Resolved ,  That  all  officers,  prifoners,  who  fhall  refufe  to  fubferibe 
he  parole  ordered  by  Congrefs,  be  committed  to  prifon. 

The  committee  appointed  to  promote  the  making  of  mulkets,  to 
/horn  colonel  Dayton’s  letter  refpebting  the  quality  of  the  arms 
aken  by  colonel  Heard,  on  Long-Ifland,  was  referred,  brought  in 
heir  report,  which  was  read ;  whereupon,  the  Congrefs  cam  eto  the 
allowing  refolution: 

Whereas  in  the  execution  of  the  refolve  of  Congrefs  of  the  14th, 
Ape  cling  the  diiarming  of  difafFe£ted  perfons,  many  fire-arms  may 

e  taken,  which  may  not  be  fit  to  arm' any  of  the  troops  mentioned 
herein:  Therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  all  the  fire-arms  fo  taken,  being  appraifed  aceor- 
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ding  to  faid  refolve,  none  of  them  (hall  be  paid  for,  but  thofe  that 
?ue  it  ur  the  ule  of  fuch  troops,  or  that  ma y  conveniently  be  fo 
made,  and  the  remainder  fhall  be  fafely  kept  by  the  faid  afTemblies, 
conventions,  councils  or  committees  of  fafety,  for  the  owners,  to  be 
delivered  to  them  when  the  Gongrefs  fhall  direct.

Resolved ,  That  it  be  referred  to  Mr.  Wythe,  Mr.  Harrifon,  and 
Mr.  S.  Adams. 

Resolved ,  That  general  Wafhington  be  directed  to  fend  an  ac¬ 
count  of  the  troops  in  his  camp,  who  are  deficient  in  arms,  to  the  fe- 
veral  aflemblies  or  conventions  of  the  colonies,  to  which  thofe  men 
belong;  and  requeff  them  to  fend  a  fufHcient  number  of  arms  for 
the  men  coming  from  the  refpedtive  colonies,  and  that,  if  arms  can¬ 
not  be  procured,  fuch  as  have  not  arms  be  difmifled  the  fervice. 
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; Resolved ,  That  the  committee  of  fafety  of  Fennfylvania  be  re- 
quelled  to  employ  fome  trufty  perfons,  in  each  county,  to  purchafe 
as  many  good  mulkets  as  will  be  iufficient  to  arm  the  battalions 
raifedin  laid  colony;  and  that  they  exert  their  utmoft  diligence  in 
procuring  the  faid  arms  fp'eedily,  and  on  the  mod'  reasonable  terms; 
that  an  order  for  12,000  dollars  be  drawn  on  the  treafurers,  in  fa¬ 
vour  of  faid  committee,  to  pay  for  the  arms,  the  faid  committee  to 
be  accountable. 

Resolved ,  That  the  fum  of  600  dollars  be  fent  to  colonel  Charles 
Stuart,  and  that  he  be  defired  to  muller  captain  Woolverton’s 
company  ;  and  when  he  finds  them  properly  armed,  accoutred,  and 
ready  to  march,  to  furnifh  them  with  neceffaries,  and  expedite 
their  march  to  "New-York,  agreeable  to  the  orders  oi  Cong  refs  ; 
Mr.  Stuart  to  be  accountable  for  the  money  put  into  his  hancls.^ 

Resolved ,  That  Monfieur  le  chevalier  de  St.  Aulaire  be  permit¬ 
ted  to  raife  an  independent  company  of  rangers  in  Canada,  with 
the  pay  of  a  captain  ;  or,  in  cafe  he  fhall  not  be  able  to  raife  fuch 
a  company,  that  he  be  recommended  to  the  commanding  officer  in 
Canada,  to  be  employed  in  fuch  fervice  there,  as  may  be  thought 
fuitable  to  his  genius  and  ability. 

Resolved ,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  feveral  affemblies,  con¬ 
ventions,  and  councils  or  committees  of  fafety,  and  committees  of 
correfpondence  and  infpe&ion,  that  they  exert  their  utmoft  endea¬ 
vours  to  promote  the  culture  ot  hemp,  flax,  and  cotton,  and  the 
growth  of  wool  in  thefe  United  Colonies. 

Resolved ,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  faid  affemblies,  con¬ 
ventions,  and  councils  or  committees  of  fafety,  that  they  take  the 
earlieft  meafures  for  ere&ing  and  eftablifhing,  in  each  and  every  co¬ 
lony,  a  fociety  for  the  improvement  of  agriculture,  arts,  manufac¬ 
tures  and  commerce,  and  to  maintain  a  correfpondence  between 
fuch  focieties,  that  the  rich  and  numerous  natural  advantages  of 
this  country,  for  fupporting  its  inhabitants,  may  not  be  negie&ed  : 

That  it  be  recommended  to  the  faid  affemblies,  conventions,  and 
councils  or  committees  of  fafety,  that  they  forthwith  confider  of 
ways  and  means  of  introducing  the  manufactures  of  duck  and  fail- 
cloth,  and  fteel  into  fuch  colonies,  where  they  are  not  now  under- 
ftood,  and  of  encouraging,  encreafmg,  and  improving  them,  where 
they  are. 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  fuperin- 
tend  the  printing  the  journals  of  Congrefs  ;  and  that,  if  the  prefent 
printer  cannot  .execute  the  work  with  fufficient  expedition,  they  be 
empowered  to  employ  another  printer. 

The  members  chofen,  Mr.  Wilfon,  Mr.  Harrifon,  and  Mr.  Allen. 

The  matters  to  this  day  referred,  being  poftponed. 

Adjourned  to  ten  o’clock  to-morrow.

Instructions  to  the  commanders  of  private  ships  or  vessels  of  war) 
which  shall  have  commissions  or  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal , 
authorizing  them  to  make  captures  of  British  vessels  and  cargoes* 

1.  You  may,  by  force  of  arms,  attack,  fubdue,  and  take  all  drips 
and  other  veffels  belonging  to  the  inhabitants  of  Great-Britain,  on 
the  high  Teas,  or  between  high  water  and  low  water  marks,  except 
/hips  and  veffels  bringing  perfons  who  intend  to  fettle  and  refide  in 
the  United  Colonies  ;  or  bringing  arms,  ammunition,  or  war-like 
ftoies,  to  the  laid  colonies,  for  the  ufe  of  fuch  inhabitants  thereof 
as  ai  e  fiiends  to  the  American  caufe,  which  you  fir  all  luffer  to  pafs 
unmolefted,  the  commanders  thereof  permitting  a  peaceable  fearch, 
and  giving  fatisfa&ory  information  of  the  contents  of  the  ladings, 
and  deffinations  of  the  voyages. 

2.  You  may,  by  force  of  arms,  attack,  fubdue,  and  take  all  drips 
and  other  veffels  whatfoever,  carrying  foldiers,  arms,  gunpowder, 
ammunition,  provifions,  or  any  other  contraband  goods,  to  any  of 
the  Britifh  armies  or  diips  of  war  employed  againft  thefe  colonies. 

3.  You  dr  all  bring  fuch  diips  and  veffels,  as  you  drall  take,  with 
their  guns,  rigging,  tackle,  apparel,  furniture,  and  ladings,  to  fonre 
convenient  port  or  ports  of  the  United  Colonies,  that  proceedings 
may  thereupon  be  had,  indue  form,  before  the  courts,  which  are  or 
Ihall  be  there  appointed  to  hear  and  determine  caufes  civil  and  ma¬ 
ritime. 

4.  You,  or  one  of  your  chief  officers,  drall  bring  or  fend  the  nraf- 
ter  and  pilot,  and  one  or  more  principal  perfon  or  perfons  of  the 
company  of  every  diip  or  veffel  by  you  taken,  as  foon  after  the 
capture  as  may  be,  to  the  judge  or  judges  of  fuch  court  as  afore- 
faid,  to  be  examined  upon  oath,  and  make  anfwer  to  the  interroga^ 
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tones  which  may  be  propounded,  touching  the  intereft  or  property 
of  the  (hip  or  veffel,  and  her  lading*  ;  and,  at  the  fame  time,  you 
fhall  deliver,  or  caufe  to  be  delivered,  to  the  judge  or  judges,  all 
paffes,  fea-briefs,  charter-parties,  bills  of  lading,  cockets,  letters, 
and  other  documents  and  writings  found  on  board,  proving  the  faid 
papers,  by  the  affidavit  of  yourfelf,  or  of  feme  other  perfon  prefent 
at  the  capture,  to  be  produced  as  they  were  received,  without  fraud, 
addition,  fubdudlion  or  embezzlement. 

5.  You  fhall  keep  and  preferve  every  {hip  or  veffel,  and  cargo,  by 
you  taken,  until  they  fhall,  by  a  fentence  of  a  court  properly  au¬ 
thorized,  be  adjudged  lawful  prizes  ;  not  felling,  fpoiling,  wafting, 
or  diminifhing  the  fame,  or  breaking  the  bulk  thereof,  nor  fuffering* 
any  fuch  thing  to  be  done. 

6.  If  you,  or  any  of  your  officers  or  crew,  fhall,  in  cold  blood, 
kill  or  maim,  or  by  torture  or  otherwife,  cruelly,  inhumanly,  and, 
contrary  to  common  ufage,  and  the  practice  of  civilized  nations  in 
war,  treat  any  perfon  or  perfons  furprized  in  the  fhip  or  veffel  you 
fhall  take,  the  offender  fhall  be  feverely  punifhed. 

7.  You  fhall,  by  all  convenient  opportunities,  fend  to  Congrefs 
written  accounts  of  the  captures  you  fhall  make,  with  the  number 
and  names  of  the  captives,  copies  of  your  journal  from  time  to  time, 
and  intelligence  of  what  may  occur  or  be  difeovered  concerning  the 
deligns  of  the  enemy,  and  the  deftination,  motions,  and  operations 
of  their  fleets  and  armies. 

8*  One-third,  at  leaft,  of  your  whole  company  fhall  be  landfmen. 

9.  You  fhall  not  ranfom  any  prifoners  or  captives,  but  fhall  dif- 
pofe  of  them  in  fuch  manner,  as  the  Congrefs,  or,  if  that  be  not  fit¬ 
ting,  in  the  colony  whither  they  fhall  be  brought,  as  the  general  af- 
fembly,  convention,  or  council,  or  committee  of  fafety,  of  fuch  co¬ 
lony,  {hall  diredt. 

10.  You  fhall  obferve  all  fuch  further  inftrudtions  as  Congrefs 
fhall  hereafter  give  in  the  premifes,  when  you  fhall  have  notice 
thereof. 

11.  If  you  fhall  do  any  thing  contrary  to  thefe  inftrufftions,  or 
to  others  hereafter  to  be  given,  or  willingly  fuffer  fuch  thing  to  be 
done,  you  fhall  not  only  forfeit  your  commifhon,  and  be  liable  to 
an  action  for  the  breach  of  the  condition  of  your  bond,  but  be  re- 
fponfible  to  the  party  grieved  for  damages  fuftained  by  fuch  mal- 
verfatiori. 

Resolved ,  That  an  order  for  20,000  dollars  be  drawn  on  the  trea- 
furers  in  favour  of  James  Meafe,  commiffary,  for  the  ufe  of  the 
Pennfylvania  battalions,  he  to  be  accountable. 

Resolved ,  That  the  pay  of  the  auditor  off  accounts  be  at  the  rate 
of  one  thoufand  and  fixty-fix  dollars  and  two-thirds  of  a  dollar  per 
arinum. 

Resolved ,  That  this  Congrefs  will  to-morrow  morning  refolve  it- 
lelf  into  a  committee  of  the  whole,  to  take  into  confideration  the

vation  of  fuch  parts  of  the  affociation,  as  are  not  inconfiftent  there¬ 
with  ;  and  that  the  obligor  (hall,  within  eighteen  months  after  the 
departure  of  the  veffel,  produce  to  fuch  officers,  a  certificate,  under 
the  hands  and  feals  of  three  or  more  reputable  merchants,  refiding

Bernard  Gratz  and  Michael  Gratz  ;  and  that  the 
aibitiatoi  s,  in  cafe  eitner  or  the  parties  to  whom  it  is  recommended 
to  Submit  to  their  award,  Shall  refufe  to  abide  thereby,  report  the 
reafons  of  Such  refufal,  with  a  hate  of  the  cafe,  and  any  other  mat¬ 
ters  they  Shall  think  fit,  to  Congrefs.

f  At  the  council-fire,  at  Pittfburgh,  laft  fall,  and  ftnce  by  our  bro- 
tnei  captain  White-Eyes,  who  hath  been  all  the  winter  with  us, 
you  requefted  our  affiftance  to  promote  peace  and  ufeful  knowledge 
among  you,  particularly  the  knowledge  of  the  Chriftian  religion. 
We  rejoice,  brothers,  to  find  you  thus  difpofed,  and  will,  as  early 
as  we  can,  provide  a  fuitable  mimfter  and  fchoolmafter,  and  a  fo~ 
0.1  man  to  inftrudt  you  m  agriculture.  I  heie  things  we  agree  to 
do,  brothers,  at  your  requeft,  and  to  convince  you  that  w^e  wifti  to 
acn  ance  your  happinefs,  and  that  there  may  be  a  laftmg'  union  be- 
tween  us,  and  that,  as  you  exprefs  it,  we  may  become  one  people. 
The  introdu&ion  of  ufeful  arts  among  you  will  be  effected,  we  ap¬ 
prehend,  by  encouraging  handicraft  men  to  fettle  and  refide  in 
your  country.  The  method  of  doing  this,  muft  be  left  to  your  own 
difcretion. 

Brothers , 

We  defire  you  will  make  it  known  among  all  the  Indian  nations 
to  the  we  ft.  ward,  that  we  are  determined  to  cultivate  peace  and 
friendlhip  with  them,  and  that  we  will  endeavour,  by  making  the 
belt  regulations  in  our  power,  to  prevent  any  of  our  people  wrong¬ 
ing  them  in  any  manner,  or  taking  their  lands  ;  and  that  we  will 
ft  rive  to  put  the  trade  between  us  on  luch  a  footing,  as  will  fecure 
the  peace,  and  promote  the  intereft  of  all  parties  ;  and  we  expect, 
that  all  the  wife  men,  of  every  Indian  nation,  will  ufe  their  influ¬ 
ence  for  the  fame  purpofe.

We  have  named  George  Morgan,  Efq;  as  agent  under  our  com- 
jniflioners  for  Indian  affairs  in  the  middle  department,  and  we  de¬ 
lire  you  will  confer  with  him  on  whatever  bufmefs  you  may  have 
with  us.  We  hope  you  will  inform  him  of  all  public  matters.  We 
recommend  him  to  your  friendlhip. 

Brothers , 

You  tell  us,  that  your  uncles,  our  brothers,  the  Wiandots,  have 
given  your  nation  a  large  trad  of  country,  comprehended  between 
the  river  Ohio  on  the  fouth,  the  weft  branch  of  the  river  Muf- 
kingham  and  Sandufky  on  the  weft,  Lake  Erie  on  the  north,  and 
Prefque-Ifle  on  the  eaft  : 
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Brothers , 

Hearken  to  our  advice.  As  we  are  informed  that  your  uncles* 
our  brothers,  the  Six  Nations,  claim  mod  of  thofe  lands,  we  recom¬ 
mend  it  to  you  to  obtain  their  approbation  of  this  grant  to  you  from 
the  Wiandots  in  public  council,  and  have  it  put  on  record.  Such 
a  hep  will  prevent  uneafmefs  and  jealoufy  on  their  part,  and  conti¬ 
nue  the  confidence  and  friendfhip  which  fubiifts  between  you  and 
them.  We  wifh  to  promote  the  lafting  peace  and  happinefs  of  all 
our  brothers,  the  Indian  nations,  who  Jive  with  us  on  this  great 
illand.  As  far  as  your  fettlement  and  fecurity  may  depend  upon 
us,  you  may  be  allured  of  our  protection.  We  fit  all  take  all  the 
care  in  our  power,  that  no  interruption  or  difturbance  be  given  you 
by  our  people,  nor  {hall  any  of  them  be  fullered,  by  force  or  fraud,  to 
deprive  you  of  any  of  your  lands,  or  to  fettle  them  without  a  fair 
purchafe  from  you,  and  your  free  confent.  If,  contrary  to  our  in¬ 
tention,  any  injury  (hould  be  offered  to  you  by  any  of  our  people, 
inform  us  of  it,  and  we  {hall  be  always  ready  to  procure  you  fatif» 
faction  and  redrefs. 

Brother  captain  TVhite-Eyes, 

We  deli  re  you  will  inform  your  nation,  your  uncles  the  Six  Na¬ 
tions,  and  Wiandots,  your  grand  children  the  Shawanefe,  and  all 
the  other  nations,  what  you  have  feen  and  heard  among  us,  and  ex¬ 
hort  them  to  keep  faff  hold  of  the  covenant-chain  of  friendfhip, 
which  we  have  lo  lately  repaired  and  {Lengthened.  As  you  are 
now  about  to  depart,  w?e  prefent  you  with  fome  money  to  buy  clothes 
and  neceffaries,  and  pay  your  expenfes,  and  we  wifh  you  a  good 
journey,  and  bid  you  farewell.

!  he  committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  refolution  for  the  fale  and 
conlumption  ol  the  teas  now  in  thele  colonies,  brought  in  the  fame, 
which  was  read  and  agreed  to  as  follows  : 

Whereas,  by  the  third  article  of  the  affociation  entered  into  by 
the  late  continental  Congrefs,  at  Philadelphia,  on  the  24th  day  of 
-October,  in  trie  year  oi  our  Lord  1774,  it  was  agreed,  that,  from 
that  day,  tire  inhabitants  oi  the  United  Colonies  would  not  pur- 
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chafe  nor  ufe  any  tea  imported  on  account  of  the  Eaft-India  com¬ 
pany,  or  any  on  which  a  duty  had  been  or  fhould  be  paid,  and  from 
and  after  the  firft  day  of  March  then  next  following,  they  would 
not  ptirchafe  or  ufe  any  Eaft-India  tea  whatever:”  And  whereas, 
it  has  been  reprefented  to  this  Congrefs,  that  the  time,  as  aforefaid 
limited  for  the  confumption  of  the  tea  then  on  hand,  was  too  fhort ; 
whereby  many  zealous  friends  to  the  American  caufe,  who  had  im¬ 
ported  large  quantities  of  that  commodity,  with  defign  not  merely 
to  advance  their  fortunes,  but  to  counteract  the  plan  then  purfued 
by  the  miniftry,  and  India  company,  to  introduce  and  fell  in  thefe 
cdonies  tea  InbjeCt  to  duty,  are  likely  to  become  great  fufferers;  the 
greater  part  of  the  eftates  of  many  of  them  being  veiled  in  that  ar¬ 
ticle,  and  they,  by  that  means,  rendered  incapable  not  only  of  pay¬ 
ing  their  debts  and  maintaining  their  families,  but  alfp  of  vigorous¬ 
ly  exerting  themfelves  in  the  fervice  of  their  country :  And  where¬ 
as,  it  was  originally  the  defign  of  Congrefs,  that  all  India  tea, 
which  had  been  imported  agreeable  to  the  tenor  of  the  fald  affocia- 
tion,  might  be  fold  and  confumed,  but  the  time  limited  for  thati 
purpofe  proving  too  fhort;

And  whereas,  from  the  future  importation  of  tea  being  prohibi¬ 
ted,  fome  tea-holders  may  be  tempted  to  avail  themfelves  of  the 
fcarcity  which  will  be  occalioned  by  it,  and  exaCt  exorbitant  pri¬ 
ces  for  an  article  of  little  real  value  in  itfelf,  and  which  owes  its 
worth  to  an  habit,  in  many  refpeCls,  pernicious  to  the  inhabitants  of 
thefe  colonies  ; 

Resolved ,  therefore,  That  Bohea  tea  ought  not  to  be  fold  by  re¬ 
tail  in  the  fmalleft  quantities,  at  a  higher  price,  in  any  colony,  than 
at  the  rate  of  three-fourth  parts  of  a  dollar  per  pound  ;  and  other 
teas  at  fuch  a  price  as  fhall  be  regulated  by  the  committees  of  the 
town  or  county  where  the  tea  is  fold  ;  and  that  all  perfons,  who 
fhall  either  give  or  take  a  greater  price  for  it,  ought  to  be  confider- 
cd  as  enemies  to  the  American  caufe,  and  treated  accordingly. 
And  it  is  earneftiy  recommended  to  all  committees  of  infpeeftion 
and  obfervation,  as  well  to  be  vigilant  in  carrying  this  refolve  in¬ 
to  execution,  as  thofe  which  prohibit  the  importation  of  India  tea 
from  any  part  of  the  world,  it  being  the  defire  of  Congrefs  to  ex¬ 
clude  all  teas,  except  fuch  as  may  make  part  of  the  cargoes  of  pri¬ 
zes  taken  by  ftnps  of  war  or  privateers  belonging  to  thefe  colonies.;

You  are  required  to  provide,  that  the  great  belt  presented  to  the 
Indians  lad  fall  at  Pittsburgh,  be  forwarded,  with  all  convenient  ex¬ 
pedition^  to  the  fachems  and  warriors  of  the  weftern  nations  ;  and 
endeavour,  to  the  utmoft  of  your  power,  to  convince  them  of  the.

and  to  cultivate  harmony  and  friendship  between  them  and  the  white 
people  ;  and  to  give  Congrefs  the  moft  early  intelligence  o(  any  in¬ 
terruption  thereof,  or  of  any  disturbance  which  lhall  arife,  and  which 
you  cannot  quiet. 

Acquaint  the  Indians,  that  Congrefs  have  formed  the  bell  plan 
they  could  devile,  to  import  foreign  goods  for  their  ufe  ;  and  have, 
neglected  no  probable  means  to  procure  them  in  time  ;  and  if  they 
Should  not  be  Supplied  fo  foon  as  they  may  be  wanted,  the  misfor¬ 
tune  is  to  be  aferibed  to  the  common  enemies  of  them  and  us,  who, 
by  obstructing  our  trade,  as  well  as  in  numberlefs  other  inftances, 
are  daily  injuring  and  diltreiTmg  both  ;  but  that  we  have  well- 
grounded  hopes  of  fpeedy  relief,  in  expectation  of  which,  and  of 
greater  advantages  in  profpedt,  the  prefent  inconveniencies  are 
born  more  patiently. 

All  differences  and  difpntes  that  lhall  happen  between  the  Indi¬ 
ans  and  white  people,  you  will  have  adj ulled  and  determined  in  the 
mode  preferibed  by  a  refolve  of  Congrefs,  of  which  you  have  a  co¬ 
py  :  And  you  are  directed,  in  a  particular  manner,  to  prevent,  a?

Treat  all  thofe  people,  with  whom  you  may 
meet,  kindly  and  hofpitably.  Infpire  them  with  fentiments  of  juf- 
tice  and  humanity,  and  difpofe  them  to  introduce  the  arts  of  civil 
*and  focial  life,  and  to  encourage  the  refidence  of  hufbandmen  and 
handicraft  men  among  them.  Advife  Congrefs,  from  time  to  time, 
of  all  occurrences  that  may,  in  your  opinion,  deferve  their  attention.

officer  in  Virginia,  tranfmit  to  Congrefs,  as  early  as  poffible,  an  ac¬ 
count  of  the  expenfe  which  fliall  be  incurred  in  confequence  of  this 
refolution  : 

That  general  Lee,  or  the  commanding  officer  in  Virginia,  be  di¬ 
rected  to  let  on  foot  the  railing  of  two  companies  of  carpenters,  to 
con  lift  of  houfe  and  flip  builders  : 

That  general  Lee  be  permitted  to  order  rations  and  forage  for 
fuch  volunteers  of  horfe,  not  exceeding  500,  as  fliall  think  proper 
to  attend  the  fervice  of  their  country  in  the  continental  army,  agree¬ 
able  to  general  Lee’s  requefl:  and  propofal  : 

That  captain  Dohicky  Arundel’s  journey,  to  Virginia,  be  at  his 
own,  not  continental  expenfe  : 

That  the  pay  of  the  deputy-engineers  be  raifed  to  30  dollars  & 
month,  and  that  they  be  allowed  rations  for  themfelves,  and  forage 
for  their  horfes,  when  in  camp,  or  neceffanly  abfent  on  continental 
duty  : 

That  a  continental  hofpital  be  eftablifhed  in  Virginia,  and  a  di- 
reftor  to  the  fame  immediately  appointed  by  Congrefs  : 

That  the  fcheme  of  adding  two  lubalterns  and  forty  privates  to 
the  company  of  artillery,  be  adopted  : 

That  the  circumflances  of  all  airs  in  the  middle  and  eaflern  de¬ 
partment  will  not  admit  of  Mr.  Smith  being  lent  to  general  Lee  : 

That  Thomas  Bullet,  Efq;  the  deputy  adjutant-general  in  Virgi¬ 
nia,  be  advanced  to  the  rank  of  colonel  : 

That  from  the  uncertainty  of  the  enemy’s  deflgn,  and  the  num¬ 
ber  of  regiments  already  fent  into  Canada,  it  will  be  inexpedient, 
at  prefent,  to  order  any  of  the  troops,  raifed  in  Pennfylvania,  or 
the  colonies  eaflward  thereof,  to  the  fouthern  department  ;  nor, 
can  Congrefs,  at  prefent,  fupply  fuch  troops  as  are  raifed  in  Virgi¬ 
nia,  with  fire  arms  ;  but,  that  general  Lee’s  application,  on  this 
fubjedl,  be  attended  to  fo  foon  as  an  importation,  fufficiently  confi- 
durable,  will  admit  of  his  being  fupplied  ;  and,  that  he  be  allured* 
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Congrefs  will  co-operate  and  aid  him  with  their  power,  to  renoei 
effectual  his  laudable  endeavours  to  effablilh  the  rights  and  liber¬ 
ties  of  the  good  people  ol  this  continent. 

The  Gone’ refs  then  proceeded  to  the  ele&ion  of  a  director  of  the 
hofpital  in  Virginia  ;  and,  the  ballots  being  taken, 

William  Rickman  was  elected. 

Resolved,  That  the  hofpital  in  Virginia  be  on  the  fame  eftablifh- 
ment,  and  the  pay  of  the  officers  thereof,  the  fame,  as  the  hofpita 

eftablifhed  in  the  eaftern  department  : 

That  two  furgeons,  one  apothecary,  fix  mates,  one  clerk,  one 
ftore-keeper,  and  a  nurfe  to  every  ten  lick,  with  labourers  cccafion- 
ally,  when  neceffary,  be  allowed  to  the  hofpital  in  \  irginia  : 

That  the  dire  dor  be  empowered  to  nominate  the  furgeons  and 
apothecary  : 

That  the  mates  be  appointed  by  the  furgeons,  and  that  the  num¬ 
ber  of  the  mates  be  diminiihed  as  circumftances  will  admit;  for 
which  reafon,  the  pay  is  fixed  by  the  day,  that  they  may  only  re¬ 
ceive  pay  for  adtual  lervice. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  convention  of  Virgi¬ 
nia,  to  raife  a  battalion  of  riflemen,  on  the  fame  terms  as  the  other 
battalions  raifed  in  that  colony  ;  to  be  taken  into  the  pay  oi  the 
continent,  when  armed  and  muftered. 

Resolved,  That  general  Walhington  be  directed,  if  the  fervice 
will  permit,  to  flation  a  battalion  at  Amboy. 

A  petition  from  Jof.  Trumbull,  commiffary-general,  was  pre- 
fented  to  Congrefs,  and  read  : 

Resolved,'  That  it  be  referred  to  the  committee  for  fuperinten- 
ding  the  treafury. 

The  fecret  committee  having  informed  Congrefs  of  the  arrival 
of  one  of  the  veffcls  fitted  out  at  the  expenfe  of  the  continent,  and 
that  flie  has  brought  her  returns  in  cafh, 

Resolved ,  That  the  fecret  committee  be  directed  to  give  orders 
for  fending  the  faid  cafh,  with  all  convenient  difpatch,  to  the  com- 
miffioners  in  Canada  : 

That  the  hard  money  in  the  treafury  be  immediately  forwarded 
to  general  Schuyler. 

The  fecret  committee  laid  before  Congrefs  a  letter  from  Mr. 
Langdon  ;  and,  the  fame  being  read, 

Resolved ,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  committee  of  fecret  cor- 
rcfpondence,  and  that  the  faid  committee  be  directed  to  apply  to 
the  marine  committee  for  the  ufe  of  one  or  more  of  the  continen¬ 
tal  fleet  ;  and  that  they  fend  the  fame  to  the  French  Weft-India 
illands,  in  order  to  procure,  if  poffible,  a  number  of  mufkets,  not 
exceeding  10,000. 

A  petition  from  Ignace  Labal  was  prefented  to  Congrefs,  and 
read  : 


Resolved ,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  commiffioners  for  Indian 
affairs  in  the  middle  department,  who  are  directed  to  examine  his 
cl  aim,  and  pay  him  out  of  the  money  put  into  their  hands,  what 
they  lhall  judge  juftly  due  to  him. 
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Resolved,  That  Mrs.  Connolly  be  directed  not  to  leave  Phila« 
delphia  till  farther  orders  of  Congrefs. 

The  feveral  matters  to  this  day  referred,  being  poftponed, 

Adjourned  to  ten  o’clock  on  Monday. 

Monday,  May  20,  1776. 

Lyman  Hall  and  Button  Gwinnet,  Efqrs;  two  of  the  delegates 
from  Georgia,  attended,  and  produced  their  credentials  ;  which 
were  read  as  follows  : 

“•In  Congrefs,  Savannah,  February  2,  1776.  Resolved,  That 
five  perfons  be  elected  to  reprefent  this  province  in  the  continental 
Congrefs,  lor  the  term  of  nine  months.  Resolved ,  That  it  be  re¬ 
commended,  that  three  of  the  delegates  do  proceed,  with  all  pohible 
cliipatch,  to  I  lnladelphia,  and  that  they  be  a  quorum  i  Provided, 
nevertbelefs,  that  in  cafe  three  fhall  not  attend,  by  ficknefs  or  other- 
wile,  one  or  more  of  the  delegates  being  prefent,  lhall  be  compe¬ 
tent  to  reprefent  this  province,  notwithftanding.  The  Congrefs 
proceeded  to  ballot  for  the  eledlion  of  delegates,  when,  on  clofmg 
the  poll,  it  appeared  that  Archibald  Bullock,  John  Houftoun, 
Lyman  Hall,  Button  Gwinnet,  and  George  Walton,  Efqrs;  were 
duly  elected,  and  w'ere  accordingly  declared  as  fit  perfons  to  repre- 
lent  this  province  in  the  grand  continental  Congrefs.

Certain  refolutions  of  the  convention  of  South-Carolina,  reflec¬ 
ting  the  battalions  railed  in  that  colony  ;  alfo,  certain  refolutions 
palled  by  the  general  alfembly  of  the  faid  colony,  refpedting  the 
manner  in  which  commiflioners,  coming  from  England,  are  to  bo 
received  and  treated  in  that  colony,  were  laid  before  Congrefs,  and 
read.

Resolved ,  1  hat  the  inftruciions  given  to  Mr.  Price  by  major-ge¬ 
neral  Schuyler  be  approved  :  That  general  Schuyler  be  diredeefto 
take  any  farther  meafures  ior  fupplying  the  army  in  Canada  with 
provisions,  which  his  prudence  may  lugged,  in  which  Congrefs  place 
the  higheft  confidence  :

or  councils  of  war,  governing  themfelves  by  events  and  their  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  country  : 

That  general  Wafhinton,  or  the  commanding  officer  at  New- 
York,  be  directed  to  fend  from  thence  to  Ticonderoga,  fo  many- 
light  cannon  as  will  be  fufficient  to  arm  the  veffels  now  in  lake 
Champlain : 

That  the  attention  of  the  com miffi oners  in  Canada  to  the  redo- 
ration  of  order  and  difeipline,  and  to  the  punilhment  of  thofe  by 
whom  they  are  violated,  delerves  the  approbation  of  Congrefs: 

That  the  fpecie  now  in  the  treafury,  and  as  much  more  as  can 
be  procured,  not  exceeding  the  dim  of  one  hundred  thoufand  dol¬ 
lars,  to  be  immediately  remitted  to  the  commidioners  for  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  debts  due  from  thefe  colonies  in  Canada,  and  for  the  pre- 
fervation  of  public  credit : 

That  the  commiffioners  in  Canada  be  dire&ed,  if  neceffary,  to 
appoint  proper  perfons  to  colled  and  audit  the  public  accounts  in 
£hat  province  : 

That  the  commiffioners  in  Canada,  and  general  Schuyler,  be  in- 
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formed,  that  we  cannot  give  them  any  affurance  of  maintaining 
our  army  there  by  hard  money;  but,  that  this  ought  not  to  difcon- 
rage  our  operations,  Gongrefs  being  determined  to  fend,  from  thefe 
colonies,  fupplies  of  provifions  and  all  other  neceffaries,  if  hard  mo¬ 
ney  cannot  be  obtained  ;  and  that,  in  the  mean  time,  the  bed  en¬ 
deavours  fliall  be  tiled  to  procure  the  fum  of  one  hundred  thoufand 
dollars  :

“  ftate  of  Great-Britain  is,  and  ought  to  be,  totally  diffolved.” 

The  feveral  matters  to  this  day  referred,  being  poftponed, 
Adjourned  to  ten  o’clock  to-morrow.

Two  letters,  of  the  9th  and  10th,  from  general  Walhington, 
■weie  read  and  referred,  to  the  committee  appointed  on  the  6th. 

A  letter  from  rl.  E.  Stanhope,  of  the  1  1th,  and  one  from  E. 
Webb,  of  the  12th  of  May,  both  dated  from  Northampton  g'aol  ; 
alio,  one  from  Mrs.  Connolly,  were  read  : 

Resolved ,  1  hat  thele  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  prifoners. 

Resolved ,  i  hat  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  confider  of 
a  compenfation  to  the  fecretary  for  his  fervices  : 

1  he-  membeis  choien,  Mr.  J«  Adams,  Mr.  Rutledg'e,  and  Mr. 
Hewes. 

Resolved ,  That  an  order  for  10,000  dollars  be  drawrn  on  the 
treafurer,  in  favour  of  Carpenter  Wharton,  for  the  ufe  of  the 
Pennfyl vania  battalions,  he  to  be  accountable. 

Resolved ,  That  the  lum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  be  paid 
the  Indian  interpreter  for  his  fervices,  and  to  defray  his  expenfes. 

The  prefen t  for  the  Indians  being  provided,  they  Avere  called  in, 
and  the  fpeech  agreed  to,  was  delivered  as  follows  : 

u  Brothers,  We  hope  the  friendfhip  that  is  between  you  and  us 
will  be  firm,  and  continue  as  long  as  the  fun  fiiall  fliine,  and  the 
waters  run,  that  we  and  you  may  be  as  one  people,  and  have  but 
one  heart,  and  be  kind  to  one  another  as  brethren. 

Brothers,  The  king  of  Great-Britain,  hearkening  to  the  evil 
council  of  fome  of  his  foolilh  young  men,  is  angry  with  us,  be" 
caufe  we  will  not  let  him  take  away  from  us  our  land,  and  all  that 
we  have,  and  give  it  to  them,  and  becaufe  we  will  not  do  every 
thing  that  he  bids  us  ;  and  hath  hindered  his  people  from  bringing 
goods  to  us ;  but,  we  have  made  provifion  for  getting  fuch  a  quanti- 
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ty  of  them,  that  we  hope  we  fhall  be  able  to  fupply  your  wants  as 
formerly. 

Brothers,  We  fhall  order  all  our  warriors  and  young  men  not  to 
hurt  you  or  any  of  your  kindred,  and  we  hope  you  will  not  fuffer 
any  of  your  young  men  to  join  with  our  enemies,  or  to  do  any  wrong 
to  us,  that  nothing  may  happen  to  make  any  quarrel  between  us. 

Brothers,  We  defire  you  to  accept  a  few  neceffaries,  which  we 
prefent  you  with,  as  tokens  of  our  good-will  towards  you.” 

The  prefents  being  delivered,  the  Indian  chief  begged  leave  to 
give  a  name  to  the  prefident ;  the  fame  being  granted,  an  Qnonda- 
go  chief  arofe,  and  fainted  the  prefident  by  the  name  of  Karan- 
duaan,  or  the  Great  Tree,  by  which  name  he  informed  him  the 
prefident  will  be  known  among  the  Six  Nations. 

After  which  the  Indians  took  their  leave  and  withdrew. 

A  letter  from  brigadier-general  Sullivan,  dated  at  St.  John’s, 
June  1,  was  laid  before  Congrefs,  and  read. 

Resolved ,  That  colonel  Shee  and  colonel  Magaw,  be  ordered 
immediately  to  march  with  their  regiments  to  New-York. 

Resolved ,  That  the  fecret  committee  be  directed  to  lend  the 
committee  of  fafety  of  Pennfylvania,  four  tons  of  powder. 

Resolved ,  That  letters  be  lent,  by  exprefs,  to  the  feveral  colo¬ 
nies  who  are  to  furnifh  militia  for  the  defence  of  New-York,  ac¬ 
quainting  them  of  the  necelhty  of  forwarding  the  fupplies  with  all 
poffible  difpatch. 

Resolved ,  That  the  committee,  for  preparing  the  declaration, 
confift  of  five  : 

The  members  chofen,  Mr.  Jefferfon,  Mr.  J.  Adams,  Mr.  Frank¬ 
lin,  Mr.  Sherman,  and  Mr.  R.  R.  Livingfton. 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  and  digeff 
the  form  of  a  confederation  to  be  entered  into  between  thefe  colo¬ 
nies  : 

That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  a  plan  of  treaties  to 
be  propofed  to  foreign  powers. 

Mr.  Chafe,  and  Mr.  Carroll,  of  Carrollton,  two  of  the  commif- 
iioners,  being  arrived  from  Canada,  attended,  and  gave  an  account 
of  their  proceedings,  and  the  hate  of  the  army  in  that  country. 

The  feveral  matters  to  this  day  referred,  being  poftponed, 

Adjourned  to  ten  o’clock  to-morrow. 

Wednesday  June  12,  1776. 

Colonel  Roberdeau,  on  behalf  of  the  owners  of  the  privateers 
which  have  taken  forne  prizes,  on  board  of  which  was  a  quantity 
of  dollars  to  the  amount  of  22,000,  having  tendered  to  Congrefs

Resolved ,  That  the  committee  to  prepare  a  plan  of  treaties  to 
be  propofed  to  foreign  powers,  conftft  of  five  : 

The  members  chofen,  Mr.  Dickinfon,  Mr.  Franklin,  Mr.  T, 
Adams,  Mr.  Harrifon,  and  Mr.  R.  Morris. 

Congrefs  took  into  confideration  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
a  war-office  ;  whereupon, 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  Congrefs  be  appointed  by  the 
name  of  the  board  of  war  and  ordinance,  to  conftft  of  five  members. 

’  hat  a  fecretary,  and  one  or  more  clerks,  be  appointed  by  Con¬ 
grefs,  with  competent  lalaries,  to  aflift  the  faid  board  in  executing 
the  bufinefs  of  their  department : 

That  it  fhall  be  the  duty  of  the  faid  board,  to  obtain  and  keep 
an  alphabetical  and  accurate  regifter  of  the  names  of  all  officers  of 
the  land-forces  in  the  fervice  of  the  United  Colonies,  with  their 
rank  and  the  dates  of  their  refpedtive  commiffions;  and  alfo  regu¬ 
lar  accounts  of  the  ftate  and  difpofttion  of  the  troops  in  the  reflec¬ 
tive  colonies  ;  for  which  purpofe,  the  generals  and  officers  command¬ 
ing  in  the  different  departments  and  polls,  are  to  caufe  regular  re¬ 
turns  to  be  made  in  the  faid  war-office : 
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That  they  {hall  obtain  and  keep  exacl  accounts  of  all  the  artil¬ 
lery,  arms,  ammunition  and  war-like  {lores,  belonging  to  the  Uni¬ 
ted  Colonies,  and  of  the  manner  in  which,  and  the  places  where,  the 
fame  fhall,  from  time  to  time,  be  lodged  and  employed;  and  that 
they  {hall  have  the  immediate  care  of  all  fuch  artillery,  arms,  am¬ 
munition,  and  war-like  {lores,  as  {hall  not  be  employed  in  adlual 
fervice ;  for  preferving  whereof,  they  (hall  have  power  to  hire  proper 
magazines  at  the  public  expenfe  : 

That  they  {hall  have  the  care  of  forwarding  all  difpatches  from 
Congrefs  to  the  colonies  and  armies,  and  all  monies  to  be  tranfmit- 
ted  for  the  public  fervice  by  order  of  Congrefs  ;  and  of  providing  fui- 
table  efcorts  and  guards  for  the  iafe-conveyance  of  fuch  difpatches 
and  monies,  when  it  {hall  appear  to  them  to  be  neceffary: 

That  they  lhall  fuperintend  the  railing,  fitting  out,  and  difpatch- 
ing  all  fuch  land-forces  as  may  be  ordered  for  the  fervice  of  the 
United  Colonies  : 

That  they  {hall  have  the  care  and  direction  of  all  prifoners  of  war, 
agreeable  to  the  orders  and  regulations  of  Congrefs  : 

That  they  lhall  keep  and  preferve,  in  the  faid  office,  in  regular  or¬ 
der,  all  original  letters  and  papers,  which  fhall  come  into  the  faid 
office  by  order  of  Congrefs,  or  otherwife,  and  fnall  alfo  caufe  all 
draughts  of  letters  and  di {patches  to  be  made  or  transcribed  in 
books  to  be  fet  apart  for  that  purpofe,  and  lhall  caufe  fair  entries, 
in  like  manner,  to  be  made,  and  regifters  preferved,  of  all  other  bu- 
fmefs  which  {ball  be  tranfadled  in  the  faid  office  : 

That  before  the  fecretary,  or  any  clerk  of  the  war-office  fhall  en¬ 
ter  on  his  office,  they  lhall  refpedtively  take  and  fubfcribe  the  fol¬ 
lowing  oath,  a  certificate  whereof  fhall  be  filed  in  the  faid  office: 

u  I,  A.  B.  do  folemnly  fwear,  that  I  will  not  diredtly  or  indirectly, 
divulge  any  matter  or  thing,  which  fhall  come  to  my  knowledge, 
as  fecretary  of  the  board  of  war  and  ordinance,  (or  clerk  of  the 
board  of  war  and  ordinance)  eflablifhed  by  Congrefs,  without  the 
leave  of  the  faid  board  of  war  and  ordinance,  and  that  I  will  faith¬ 
fully  execute  my  faid  office,  according  to  the  bed  of  my  fkill  and 
judgment.  So  help  me  God.” 

That  the  faid  board  of  war  be  authorized  to  hire  fuitable  apart¬ 
ments,  and  provide  books,  papers,  and  other  neceffaries,  at  the  con¬ 
tinental  expenfe,  for  carrying  on  the  bufmefs  of  the  faid  office. 

The  committee  to  whom  the  feveral  letters  from  the  commiffion- 
ers  in  Canada,  and  major-general  Schuyler,  with  the  papers  enclo¬ 
sed  therein,  were  referred,  brought  in  their  report,  which  was  read : 

The  commiffioners  to  Canada  alfo  brought  in  a  report  in 'writing;, 
which  was  read  : 

Resolved ,  That  the  faid  two  reports  be  referred  to  the  committee 
of  the  whole  Congrefs. 

Congrefs  then  refolved  itfelf  into  a  committee  of  the  whole,  to 
take  into  confideration  the  reports  to  them  referred ;  and,  after  feme 
time  fpent  thereon,  the  prefident  refumed  the  chair,  and  Mr.  Har- 
rifon  reported,  that  the  committee  have  made  fome  progrels  in  the 
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matters  referred  to  them  ;  but,  not  having  finifted,  directed  him  to 
move  for  leave  to  lit  again. 

.  ri  hat  this  Congrefs  will,  to-morrow,  again  refolve  itfelf 

into  a  committee  of  the  whole,  to  take  into  their  farther  confider- 
ation  the  reports  referred  to  them. 

Adjourned  to  ten  o’clock  to-morrow.

ather  obtlrudions  fixed  in  the  channel  ;  and  praying,  as  the  place 
For  the  redoubt  is  out  of  their  government,  and  as  their  colony  has 
expended  a  very  large  fum  for  the  defence  of  the  ri\ei,  that  the 
Gongrefs  would  dired  the  works  to  be  done  at  the  continental  ex¬ 
penfe  ;  whereupon, 

Resolved ,  That  the  committee  of  fafety  of  Pennfylvania  be  em¬ 
powered,  at  the  continental  expenfe,  to  ered  the  redoubt,  anc»  to 
fix  the. boom,  or  other  obflrudions,  at  the  places  aiorefaid.

culed  of  cowardice,  plundering,  embezzlement  of  public  monies, 
and  other  mifdemeanors,  be  immediately  brought  to  trial  :  And, 
whereas,  Congrefs  is  informed,  that  an  opinion  has  prevailed,  that 
officers  refigning  their  commiffions  are  not  fubjeft  to  trial  by  a 
court-martial  for  offences  committed  previous  to  fuch  refjgnation, 
whereby  fome  have  evaded  the  punifhments,  to  which  they  were 
liable,  it  is  hereby  declared  that  fuch  opinion  is  not  juft.

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Resolved,  That  Mr.  Meafe  be  dl reded  to  advance  to  captain 
Matthew  Smith,  of  the  rifle-battalion,  one  thoufand  and  forty  dol¬ 
lars,  for  the  purpofe  of  recruiting  his  company  ;  the  faid  captain 
Smith  to  be  accountable. 

Resolved ,  That  Mr.  Meafe,  and  the  committee  of  claims,  be 
direded  to  forward  to  the  pay-malter-general,  an  account  of  the 
monies  advanced  and  ordered  to  be  charged  to  the  rifle-battalion, 
or  the  refpedive  rifle-companies,  in  order  that  the  lame  may  be  de- 
duded,  and  flopped  from  their  pay.

The  members  chofen,  Mr.  Whipple,  Mr.  Paine,  Mr.  Hopkins, 
Mr.  Sherman,  Mr.  Clinton,  Mr.  Wilfon,  Mr.  Paca,  Mr.  Jeffer- 
fon,  Mr.  Hewes,  Mr.  Middleton  and  Mr.  Hall. 

The  committee  of  claims  reported,  that  there  is  due,

That  all  perfons,  members  of,  or  owing  allegiance  to  any  of  the 
United  Colonies,  as  before  deferibed,  who  fhall  levy  war  againlt  any 
of  the  faid  colonies  within  the  fame,  or  be  adherent  to  the  kina'  of 
Great-Britam,  or  other  enemies  of  the  faid  colonies,  or  any  of 
them,  within  the  fame,  giving  to  him  or  them  aid  and  comfort,  are 
guilty  of  treafon  againlt  fuch  colony  : 

That  it  be  recommended  to  the  legillatures  of  the  feveral  United 
Colonies,  to  pafs  laws  for  punllhing,  in  fuch  manner  as  to  then* 
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fliall  feem  fit,  fuch  perfons  before  defcribed,  as  fhall  be  proveably 
attainted  of  open  deed,  by  people  of  their  condition,  of  any  of  the 
treafons  before  defcribed. 

Resolved ,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  feveral  legiflatures  of 
the  United  Colonies,  to  pafs  laws  for  punifliing,  in  fuch  manner  as 
they  fliall  think  lit,  perfons  who  fliall  counterfeit,  or  aid  or  abet 
in  counterfeiting,  the  continental  bills  of  credit,  or  who  fliall  pafs 
any  luch  bill  in  payment,  knowing  the  fame  to  be  counterfeit. 

Resolved ,  That  the  remainder  of  the  faid  report  be  recommitted. 

A  petition  from  Antoine  Felix  Wiebert  was  prefented  to  Con* 
grefs,  and  read  : 

Resolved ,  That  the  fame,  together  with  the  papers  accompany* 
ing  it,  be  referred  to  the  board  of  war  and  ordinance.

A  DECLARATION  by  the  Reprefentatives  of  the  UNITED 
STATES  of  AMERICA,  in  Congrefs  affembled. 

WHEN,  in  the  courfe  of  human  events,  it  becomes  neceffary 
for  one  people  to  diffolve  the  political  bands  which  have  connedted 
th^m  with  another,  and  to  affume,  among  the  powers  of  the  earth, 
the  feparate  and  equal  ftation  to  which  the  laws  of  nature,  and,  of 
nature’s  God,  entitle  them,  a  decent  refpect  to  the  opinions  of  man¬ 
kind,  requires,  that  they  fhould  declare  the  caules  which  impel  them 
to  the  feparation. 

We  hold  thefe  truths  to  be  felf-evident,  that  all  men  are  cre¬ 
ated  equal  ;  that  they  are  endowed,  by  their  Creator,  with  certain 
unalienable  rights  ;  that  among  thefe,  are  life,  liberty,  and  the 
purfuit  of  happinefs.  That,  to  fecure  thefe  rights,  governments 
are  inftituted  among  men,  deriving  their  juft  powers  from  the  con- 
lent  of  the  governed  ;  that,  whenever  any  form  of  government  be¬ 
comes  deftruaive  of  thefe  ends,  it  is  the  right  of  the  people  to 
alter  or  to  abolilh  it,  and  to  inflitute  new  government,  laying  its 
foundation  on  fuch  principles,  and  organizing  its  powers  in  fuch 
form,  as  to  them  fhall  feem  mod  likely  to  effed  their  fafety  an<J 
happinefs.  Prudence,  indeed,  will  diftate,  that  governments  long 
eftablifhed,  fhould  not  be  changed  for  light  and  tranfient  caufes  ; 
and,  accordingly,  all  experience  hath  fliewn,  that  mankind  are  more 
dilpofed  to  fuller,  while  evils  are  fufferable,  than  to  right  them- 
felves  by  abolifhing  the  forms  to  which  they  are  accuftomed.  But, 
when  a  long  train  of  abufes  and  ufurpations,  purfuing  invariably 
the  fame  objedl,  evinces  a  defign  to  reduce  them  under  abfolute 
defpotifm,  it  is  their  right,  it  is  their  duty,  to  throw  off  fuch  go¬ 
vernment,  and  to  provide  new  guards  for  their  future  fecurity? 
'Such  has  been  the  patient  fufferance  of  thefe  colonies  ;  and  fuch 
is  now  the  neceftity  which  conflrains  them  to  alter  their  former 
fyftems  of  government.  The  hiftory  of  the  prefent  king  of  Great- 
Britain  is  a  hiftory  of  repeated  injuries  and  ufurpations,  all  having, 
in  direct  objedt,  the  eftablilhment  of  an  abfolute  tyranny  over  thefe 
dates.  To  prove  this,  let  fadts  be  fubmitted  to  a  candid  world. 

Pie  has  refufed  his  alfent,to  laws  the  molt  wholefome  and  necef¬ 
fary  for  the  public  good. 

He  has  forbidden  his  governors  to  pafs  laws  of  immediate  and 
prefling  importance,  unlefs  fufpended  in  their  operation  till  his 
affent  fhould  be  obtained  ;  and,  when  fo  fufpended,  he  has  utterly 
negledted  to  attend  to  them. 

He  has  refufed  to  pafs  other  laws  for  the  accommodation  of  large 
diftridls  of  people,  unlefs  thole  people  would  relinquifh  the  right  of 
reprefentation  in  the  legiftature  :  a  right  inedimable  to  them,  and 
formidable  to  tyrants  only. 
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Fie  has  called  together  legiflative  bodies  at  places  unufual,  un- 
comtot  table,  and  diftant  from  the  depofitory  of  their  public  records, 
foi  the  lole  purpofe  of  fatiguing  them  into  compliance  with  his 

He  has  diffolyed  representative  houfes  repeatedly,  for  oppoW 
^uh  manly  firmnefs,  his  invafions  on  the  rights  of  the  people. 

He  has  refufed,  for  a  long  time,  after  fuch  didolutions,  to  caufe 
0  1C1.S  t0.  e  HeCted  ;  whereby  the  legiflative  powers,  incapable  of 
annihilation,  have  returned  to  the  people  at  large  for  their  exer- 
ciie  ;  the  date  remaining,  in  the  mean  time,  expofed  to  all  thev 
dangers  of  invahon  from  without,  and  convulfions  within. 

He  has  endeavoured  to  prevent  the  population  of  thefe  dates ; 
for  that  purpofe,  obdruelmg  the  laws  for  naturalization  of  foreign- 
ers  ;  refuting  to  pafs  others  to  encourage  their  migrations  hither, 
anu  i  ailing  the  conditions  of  new  appropriations  of  lands. 

He  has  obdruded  the  adminidration  of  judice,  by  refufiim'  his 
silent  to  laws  tor  edablifhmg  judiciary  powers. 

He  has  made  judges  dependent  on  his  will  alone,  for  the  tenure 
of  their  offices,  and  the  amount  and  payment  of  their  falaries. 

He  has  eredted  a  multitude  of  new  offices,  and  fent  hither  fwarms 
of  officers  to  harrafs  our  people,  and  eat  out  their  fubdance. 

He  has  kept  among  us,  in  time  of  peace,  banding  armies,  with-* 
out  the  confent  of  our  legidatures. 

He  has  affected  to  render  the  military  independent  of,  and  fu-» 
perior  to,  the  civil  power. 

He  has  combined,  with  others,  to  fubjeH  us  to  a  jurifdi&ioit 
foreign  to  our  contiitution,  and  unacknowledged  by  our  laws  • 
giving  his  affent  to  their  acts  of  pretended  legidation  : 

Foi  quai  tei  ing  larg'e  bodies  of  armed  troops  among  us  : 

For  protecting  them,  by  a  mock-trial,  from  punifhment,  for 
any  murders  which  they  diould  commit  on  the  inhabitants  of  thefe 
dates  : 

For  cutting  off  our  trade  with  all  parts  of  the  world  : 

For  impofing  taxes  on  us  without  our  confent  : 

For  depriving  us,  in  many  cafes,  of  the  benefits  of  trial  by  jury  : 
For  tranfporting  us  beyond  feas  to  be  tried  for  pretended  offences  i 
for  abol  idling  the  free  fydem  of  Englifh  laws  in  a  neighbouring 
province,  edablilhing  therein  an  arbitrary  government,  and  enlar- 
ging  its  boundar  les,  fo  as  to  rendei  it,  at  once,  an  example  and  fit 
mdrument  for  introducing  the  fame  abfolute  rule  into  thefe  colonies : 

Foi  taking  away  our  charters,  abolilhing  our  mod  valuable  laws, 
Am!  alter  ing,  fundamentally,  the  forms  of  our  governments  r 
For  fu  fpending  our  own  legidatures,  and  declaring  themfelves 
inveded  with  power  to  legidate  for  us  in  all  cafes  whatfoever. 

He  has  abdicated  government  here,  by  declaring  us  out  of  his 
protection,  and  waging  war  againd  us. 

He  has  plundered  our  feas,  ravaged  our  coads,  burnt  our  towns, 
and  dedroyed  the  lives  of  our  people. 

He  is,  at  this  time,  tranfporting  large  armies  of  foreign  merce* 
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paries  to  complete  the  works  of  death,  deflation,  and  tyranny, 
already  begun  with  circumftances  of  cruelty,  and  perfidy,  lcarcely 
paralleled  in  the  mod  barbarous  ages,  and  totally  unworthy  the 
head  of  a  civilized  nation. 

He  has  contained  our  fellow-citizens,  taken  captive  on  the  high 
leas,  to  bear  arms  againft  their  country,  to  become  the  execution¬ 
ers  of  their  friends  and  brethren,  or  to  fall  themfelves  by  their  hands. 

He  has  excited  domeftic  infurredions  amongft  us,  and  has  en¬ 
deavoured  to  bring  on  the  inhabitants  oi  our  frontiers,  the  merci- 
}efs  Indian  favages,  whole  known  rule  cl  warfare  is  an  undifHn- 
guifhed  deftrudion,  of  all  ages,  fexes,  and  conditions. 

In  every  ftage  of  thele  oppreffions,  we  have  petitioned  for  redrefs, 
in  the  mod  humble  terms  :  Our  repeated  petitions,  haves  been  an- 
fwered  only  by  repeated  injury.  A  prince,  whole  character  is  thus 
marked  by  every  ad  which  may  define  a  tyrant,  is  unnt  to  be  tne 
ruler  of  a  free  people. 

Nor  have  we  been  wanting  in  attentions  to  our  Britilh  brethren. 
We  have  warned  them,  from  time  to  time,  of  attempts,  by  their 
leg'iflature,  to  extend  an  unwarrantable  juniciidion  ovei  us.  We 
have  reminded  them  of  the  circumftances  ol  our  emigration  and 
fettlement  here.  We  have  appealed  to  their  native  jultice  and 
magnanimity,  and  we  have  conjured  them,  by  the  ties  ol  oui  com¬ 
mon  kindred,  to  difavow  thefe  ufurpations,  which  would  inevitably 
interrupt  our  connexions  and  correlpondence.  i  hey,  too,  have  Hen 
deaf  to  the  voice  of  juftice  and  of  confangumity.  We  muft,  there¬ 
fore,  acquiefce  in  the  neceffity,  which  denounces  our  reparation, 
and  hold  them,  as  we  hold  the  reft  of  mankind,  enemies  in  war,  in. 
peace  friends. 

We,  therefore,  the  reprefentatives  of  the  UNITED  STATES 
of  AMERICA,  in  GENERAL  CONGRESS  afle  mb  led,  appeal¬ 
ing  to  the  fupreme  Judge  of  the  World  for  the  reditude  of  our 
intentions,  do,  in  the  name,  and  by  authority  of  the  good  people  of 
thefe  colonies,  folemnly  publdh  and  declare.  That  thefe  United 
Colonies  are,  and  of  right,  ought  to  be,  FR.EE  and  INDEPEN¬ 
DENT  STATES  ;  that  they  are  abfolved  from  all  allegiance  to 
the  Britifh  crown,  and  that  all  political  connexion  between  them 
and  the  (late  of  Great-Britain,  is,  and  ought  to  be,  totally  diffolved  ; 
and  that,  as  FREE  and  INDEPENDENT  STATES,  they  have 
full  power  to  levy  war,  conclude  peace,  contrad  alliances,  eliablifh 
commerce,  and  to  do  all  other  ads  and  things  which  INDEPEN¬ 
DENT  STATES  may  of  right  do.  And,  for  the  fupport  of  this 
declaration,  with  a  firm  reliance  on  the  protedion  of  DIVINE 
PROVIDENCE,  we  mutually  pledge  to  each  other,  our  lives,  our 
fortunes,  and  our  facred  honour. 

The  foregoing  declaration  was.  by  order  of  Congrefs,  engrofifed, 
and  figned  by  the  following  members  :

Resolved ,  That  the  delegates  of  New- York,  New-Jerfey  and 
Pennfylvania,  be  a  committee  to  confer  with  the  committee  of  fafe¬ 
ty  of  Pennfylvania,  and  the  committee  of  infpedtion  and  observa¬ 
tion  for  the  city  and  liberties  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  field-officers 
of  the  battalions  of  the  faid  city  and  liberties,  on  the  beff  means 
of  defending  the  colonies  of  New-Jerfey  and  Pennfylvania;  and  that 
they  be  empowered  to  fend  expreffes  where  neceffary  ; 

That  the  fecret  committee  be  inftrudled  to  order  the  flints  be¬ 
longing  to  the  continent,  and  now  at  Rhode-Ifland,  to  be  fent  to 
the  general  at  New- York. 

Resolved ,  That  Mr.  Wifner  be  empowered  to  fend  a  man,  at  the 
public  expenfe,  to  Orange  county,  for  a  fample  of  flint -ftone. 

The  Congrefs  proceeded  to  the  appointment  of  two  commiffion- 
ers  for  Indian  affairs,  in  the  middle  department  ;  and,  the  ballots 
being  taken, 

Jafper  Yates  and  John  Montgomery,  Efqrs;  were  eledled. 

Ordered ,  That  Doclor  Franklin  and  Mr.  Wilfon  inform  the 
above-named  gentlemen  of  their  appointment,  and  defire  them  to 
attend  the  treaty  with  the  Indians  at  Pittlburgh,  on  the  day  ap¬ 
pointed  ;  and  alfo  to  appoint  fome  perfons  to  procure  goods  necef¬ 
fary  for  the  Indians. 

Resolved ,  That  to-morrow  be  affigned  for  filling  up  the  vacan¬ 
cies  in  the  committee  for  Indian  affairs. 


Resolved ,  That  the  prefident  be  empowered  to  employ  another 
private  fecretary. 

Resolved ,  That  the  board  of  war  be  empowered  to  employ  fuch 
a  number  of  perfons,  as  they  fhall  find  neceffary,  to  manufacture 
flints  for  the  continent  ;  and,  for  this  purpofe,  to  apply  to  the  ref- 
pedfive  affemblies,  conventions  and  councils,  or  committees  of  fafe¬ 
ty  of  the  United  American  States,  or  committees  of  infpedlion  of 
the  counties  and  towns  thereunto  belonging,  for  the  names  and  pla¬ 
ces  of  abode  of  perfons  fkilled  in  the  manufadlorv  aforefaid,  and  of 
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the  places,  in  their  refpe<Five  Fates,  where  the  beF  ffint-Fones  are 
to  be  obtained,  with  famples  of  the  fame. 

Resolved,  That  an  order  for  3  dollars  and  ff  chs,  be  drawn  on  the 

treaturers,  in  favour  of  the  exprefs,  who  brought  the  difpatches 
trom  1  renton. 

Resolved,  That  Dr.  Franklin,  Mr.  J.  Adams  and  Mr.  Tefferfon, 

be  a  committee,  to  prepare  a  device  for  a  feal  for  the  United  States 
oi  America. 

Resolved ,  That  the  fecret  committee  be  directed  to  fell  25  lb.  of 
powdei  to  John  Garrifon,  of  North-Carolina. 

Adjourned  to  nine  o’clock  to-morrow.

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That  all  the  affociated  militia  of  Pennfylvania,  (excepting  the 
counties  of  Weflmoreland,  Bedford  and  Northumberland)  who 
can  be  furnifhed  with  arms  and  accoutrements,  be  forthwith  requeU 
ted  to  march,  with  the  utmoft  expedition,  to  Trenton,  (except  the 
militia  of  Northampton  county,  who  are  to  march  directly  for  New- 
Brunfwick)  in  New-Jerfey;  and  that  the  faid  militia  continue  in 
fervice,  until  the  flying-camp,  of  ten  thoufand  men,  can  be  collected 
to  relieve  them,  unlefs  they  fhallbe  fooner  discharged  by  Congrefs  :

That  the  faid  militia  be  taken  into  the  continental  pay,  and  re- 
ceive  the  fame  pay,  allowances  and  rations, as  the  continental  tioops, 
from  the  time  they  begin  their  march,  until  they  return  to  their 
refpe&ive  homes  : 

That  thofe  of  the  three  battalions  of  the  Pennfylvania  troops, 
now  remaining  in  the  province,  be  ordered  to  march  immediately 
for  New-Brunlwick,  in  New-Jerfey  : 

That  the  committee  of  fafety  of  Pennfylvania  provide  as  many 
tents  as  they  can  for  faid  militia  : 

That  the  committees  of  inlpedfion  and  obfervation,  in  the  feye- 
r,al  counties,  furnifh  a  good  kettle  to  every  lix  men,  and  give  all 
the  afliftance  in  their  power,  that  the  laid  militia  be  well  armed 
and  equipped,  and  march  with  the  greateft  expedition  : 

That  the  committees  of  infpecfion  for  the  feveral  counties  of 
Pennfylvania,  be  defired  to  order  fuch  troops  as  they  may  raife  for 
the  flying-camp,  to.be  marched  to  Trenton  ;  the  refolve  of  Con¬ 
grefs  pafied  yefterday  notwithftanding  ;  whereupon, 

Resolved ,  That  this  Congrefs  highly  approve  the  foregoing  re- 
folutions,  and  recommend  it  to  the  good  people  of  Pennfylvania,  to 
carry  the  fame  into  execution  with  the  fame  laudable  readinefs, 
which  they  have  hitherto  manifefted  in  fupporting  the  injured  rights 
of  their  country.

Jhatit  be  recommended  to  the  affemblies,  conventions  or  coun- 
ci  s  ot  lafety  of  Virginia,  North  and  South-Carolina,  to  permit  the 
railing  troops,  for  the  purpofe  aforefaid,  within  their  refpedive 
ates  ,  and,  if  requeued,  to  afford  their  advice  and  affidance,  with 
regard  to  fuitable  perfons  for  captains  and  fubalterns,  and  that  blank 
commiffions  be  delivered  to  the  delegates  : 

That  four  gallies  be  built  at  the  expenfe  of  the  United  States, 
under  the  aiiection  of  the  convention  of  Georgia,  for  the  farther 
defence  of  the  faid  Rate  : 

And  whereas  the  delegates  of  Georgia  have  reprefented  the  ne- 

ceffity  of  ere&ing  twTo  forts,  one  at  Savannah  and  the  other  at  Sunf- 
bury  : 

Resolved ,  That  two  companies  of  artillery  be  raifed,  confiding  of 
nrty  men  each,  officers  included,  for  the  purpofe  of  garrifoning 
fuch  forts,  in  cafe  they  fhall  be  erebfed,  by  and  at  the  expenfe  of 
Geoigia  ;  and  that  blank  commiffions  be  delivered  to  the  delegates 

foi  the  officers,  to  be  filled  up  by  the  alfembly  or  convention  of  the 
faid  date. 

Resolved ,  That  general  Wafhington  be  empowered,  if  he  fhall 
judge  it  advifeable,  to  order  three  of  the  fulled  regiments,  dationed 
in  MalTachufetts-Bay,  to  be  immediately  marched  to  Ticonderoga  ; 
and  that  an  equal  number  of  the  militia  of  that  date,  be  taken  into’ 
pay,  and  embodied  for  its  defence,  if  the  government  of  MafTachu- 
fetts-Bay  judge  it  neceflary. 

I  he  board  of  war  brought  in  a  report,  which  was  taken  into  con- 
fideration  ;  whereupon, 

Resolved ,  That  Mr.  John  Coburne,who  has  a£ted  as  an  affidant- 
condubtor  of  military  dores  in  Canada,  and  has  produced  certificates 
of  his  having  done  his  duty  in  that  dation,  be  allowed  lieutenant’s 
pay,  from  the  firff  day  of  March  to  fird  day  of  June  lad  : 

That  a  chaplain  be  appointed  to  each  regiment  in  the  continental 
army,  and  that  their  allowance  be  encreafed  to  thirty-three  dollars 
and  one-third  of  a  dollar  a-month  :

That  the  fecret  committee  be  directed  to  fend  forthwith  to  gene¬ 
ral  Lewis,  at  Williamfburgh,  five  tons  of  powder,  for  the  ufe  of  the 
troops  in  the  fouthern  department,  part  of  which  is  to  be  forward¬ 
ed  to  South-Carolina; 

1  hat  the  Rritifh  officers  and  foldiers  who  are  prifoners,  and  now 
in  New-Jerfey,  be  fent  from  thence  to  the  town  of  York,  in  Penn- 
fylvania,  and  that  the  convention,  or  committee  of  lafety  of  NeW“ 
Jerfey,  be  requeded  to  carry  this  refolve  into  execution  :

Resolved ,  That  the  committee  for  providing  medicines,  be  di¬ 
reded  to  furnifh  Dr.  Allifon  with  a  fet  of  inftruments,  and  that  the 
diredor-general  fupply  him  with  proper  medicines. 

The  committee,  to  whom  the  cartel,  between  brigadier-general 
Arnold  and  captain  Forfter,  and  the  feveral  papers  thereto  relating, 
were  recommitted,  brought  in  their  report,  which  was  read  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

That,  having  made  diligent  enquiry  into  the  fads,  they  find, 
that  a  party  of  390  continental  troops,  under  the  command  of  co- 
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lonel  Bedel,  was  polled  at  the  Cedars,  about  forty-three  miles  above 
Montreal  ;  that  they  had  there  formed  fome  works  of  defence,  the 
greater  part  of  them  picketed  lines,  the  reft  a  breaft-work  of  earth, 
with  two  field-pieces  mounted  : 

ft  hat,  on  Wednefday,  the  15th  of  May,  colonel  Bedel  received 
intelligence,  that  a  party  of  the  enemy,  confiding  of  about  600  re¬ 
gulars,  Canadians  and  Indians,  were  on  their  way  to  attack  his  poll, 
and  were  then  within  nine  miles  of  it :  that  colonel  Bedel,  thereon, 
fet  out  himfelf  for  Montreal,  to  procure  a  reinforcement  ;  where¬ 
upon,  the  command  at  the  Cedars  devolved  on  major  Butterfield  : 

ft  hat,  on  1  hurlday,  a  reinforcement,  under  the  command  of  ma¬ 
jor  Sherburne,  marched  from  Montreal  for  the  Cedars,  while  a  lar¬ 
ger  detachment  fiiould  be  getting  ready  to  proceed  thither  with 
brigadier-general  Arnold  : 


1  hat,  on  Friday  the  17th,  the  enemy,  under  the  command  of  cap¬ 
tain  Forfter,  inverted  the  port  at  the  Cedars,  and,  for  two  days,  kept 
up  a  looie,  fcattering  fire  ;  that  Major  Butterfield  propofed,  from 
the  very  firft,  to  furrender  the  port,  and  refufed  repeated  folicita- 
tions  from  his  officers  and  men,  to  permit  them  to  faily  out  on 
the  enemy  : 

That,  on  Sunday  afternoon,  a  flag  being  fent  in  by  the  enemy, 
major  Butterfield  agreed  to  furrender  the  fort  and  garrifon  to  cap¬ 
tain  Forfter,  capitulating  with  him,  whether  verbally  or  in  writing 
does  not  appear,  that  the  garrifon  fhould  not  be  put  into  the  hands 
of  the  lavages,  and  that  their  baggage  fhould  not  be  plundered  : 

1  hat,  at  the  time  of  the.  furrender,  the  enemy  conftfted  of  about 
40  regulars,  one  hundred  Canadians,  and  five  hundred  Indians, 
and  no  cannon  ;  the  garrifon  had  fuftained  no  injury  from  their 
fire,  but  the  having  one  man  wounded  ;  they  had  twenty  rounds  of 
cartridges  a  man,  thirty  rounds  for  one  field-piece,  five  for  another, 
half  a  barrel  of  gun-powder,  fifteen  pounds  of  muiket-ball,  and 
provifions  lufficient  to  have  lafted  them  twenty  or  thirty  days  : 
major  Butterfield  knew  that  a  reinforcement  was  on  its  way,  and, 
moreover,  was  fo  near  the  main  body  of  the  army,  that  he  could 
not  doubt  of  being  fupported  by  that  : 

That,  immediately  on  the  furrender,  the  garrifon  was  put  into 
the  cuftody  of  the  favages,  who  plundered  them  of  their  baggage, 
and  even  ftripped  them  of  their  clothes  : 

That  major  Sherburne,  having  landed  on  Monday  the  20th,  at 
Ouinze  Chenes,  about  nine  miles  from  the  Cedars,  and  marched  on 
with  his  party,  confiding  then  of  one  hundred  men,  to  within  four 
miles  thereof,  was  there  attacked  by  about  five  hundred  of  the 
enemy  :  that  he  maintained  his  ground  about  an  hour,  and  then, 
being  conftrained  to  retreat,  performed  the  fame  in  good  order, 
receiving  and  returning  a  conftant  fire  for  about  forty  minutes  ; 
when  the  enemy,  finding  means  to  poll  advanced  parties  in  fuch  a 
manner  as  to  intercept  his  farter  retreat,  they  alfo  were  made  pri- 
foners  of  war  : 

ftftiat  they  were  immc4iately  put  into  the  cuftody  of  the  favages^ 
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carried  to  where  major  Butterfield  and  his  party  were,  and  dripped 
of  their  baggage  and  wearing  apparel  : 

That  two  of  them  were  put  to  death  that  evening,  four  or  five 
others,  at  different  times,  afterwards  ;  one  of  whom  was  of  thofe 
who  iurrendered  on  capitulation  at  the  Ledars,  and  was  killed  on 
the  8th  day  after  that  furrender  :  that  one  was  fir  ft  {hot,  and  while 
retaining  life  and  fenfation,  was  roafted,  as  was  related  by  his  com¬ 
panion,  now  in  poffeffion  of  the  favages,  who  himfelf  faw  the  fact ; 
and,  that  feveral  others,  being  worn  down  by  famine  and  cruelty, 
w  ere  left  expo  fed  in  an  ifland  naked,  and  perifhing  with  cold  and 
hunger : 

That,  while  major  Sherburne  was  in  cuftody  of  the  enemy,  captain 
Forfter  required  of  him,  and  the  other  officers,  to  fign  a  cartel, 
ftipulating  the  exchange  of  themfelves  and  their  men  for  as  many 
of  equal  condition  of  the  Britifh  troops  in  our  poffeffion  :  farther, 
that  notwithftanding  the  exchange,  neither  themfelves  nor  men 
fhould  ever  again  bear  arms  againft  the  Britifh  government  ;  and, 
for  the  performance  of  this,  four  hoftages  were  to  be  delivered, 
which,  they  being  under  the  abfolute  power  of  the  enemy,  did  fign  : 

That  on  Sunday,  the  26th,  the  prifoners  were  carried  to  Quinze 
Chenes,  when  it  was  difcovered  that  general  Arnold  was  approach¬ 
ing,  and  making  difpofitions  to  attack  them  : 

That  captain  Forfter  having  delired  major  Sherburne  to  attend 
a  flag,  which  he  was  about  to  fend  to  general  Arnold,  for  confir¬ 
mation  of  the  cartel,  carried  him  into  the  council  of  Indians,  then 
fitting,  who  told  him,  that  it  was  a  mercy  never  before  fhewn  in 
their  wars,  that  they  had  put  to  death  fo  few  of  the  prifoners  ; 
but,  that  he  muft  expedt,  and  fo  inform  general  Arnold,  that  they 
fhould  certainly  kill  every  man,  who  fhould  thereafter  fall  into 
their  hands  : 

That  captain  Forfter  joined  in  defiring  that  this  bloody  meffage 
fhould  be  delivered  to  general  Arnold ;  and,  moreover,  that  he 
fhould  be  notified,  that  if  he  rejedled  the  cartel,  and  attacked  him, 
every  man  of  the  prifoners  would  be  put  to  inftant  death  : 

That  general  Arnold  was  extremely  averfe  from  entering  into 
any  agreement,  and  was,  at  length,  induced  to  do  it  by  no  other 
motive,  than  that  of  faving  the  prifoners  from  cruel  and  inhuman 
death,  threatened  in  fuch  terms  as  left  no  doubt  it  was  to  be  per¬ 
petrated,  and  that  he  did,  at  length,  conclude  it,  after  feveral  flags 
received  from  captain  Forfter,  and  a  relinquifhment  by  him  of  the 
unequal  article  reftraining  our  foldiers  from  again  bearing  arms  : 

That  the  prifoners,  fo  ftipulated  to  be  given  up  to  the  enemy, 
were  not  in  the  poffeffion  of  general  Arnold,  nor  under  his  direc¬ 
tion  ;  but  wrere,  at  that  time,  diftributed  in  various  parts  of  the 
continent,  under  the  orders  of  this  houfe  : 

That  four  hoftages  were  accordingly  delivered  to  captain  Forfter, 
who  were  immediately  plundered  and  ftripped  by  the  favages  ;  and, 
on  his  part,  were  delivered,  one  major,  four  captains,  fixteen  fubal- 
terns,  and  three  hundred  and  fifty-five  privates,  as  fpecified  in  a 
Vol.  II.  I  2 
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certificate  of  captain  James  Ofgood  and  others,  of  whom  no  fpecifN 
cation  by  their  names  or  numbers  has  yet  been  tranfmitted  :  that  he 
retained  twelve  Canadians,  alleging,  in  his  juftification,  exprefs 
oiders  lo  to  do  ;  and  that,  living  in  a  military  government,  they 
were  to  be  confidered  even  in  a  worfe  light  than  deferters  from  his 
majefty’s  armies  :  thefe  he  carried  away  in  irons,  but  afterwards  re¬ 
leafed  :  That  he  permitted  the  Indians  to  carry  into  their  countries, 
feveial  other  natives  of  the  United  States,  for  purpofes  unknown  : 

That,  during  the  time  of  their  captivity,  not  half  food  was  allow¬ 
ed  the  prifoners  :  they  were  continually  infulted,  buffetted,  and  ill 
treated  by  the  lavages  ;  and,  when  the  firft  parties  of  them  were 
carried  off  from  the  lliore  to  be  delivered  to  general  Arnold,  balls 
of  ^  mud  were  fired  at  them,  and,  at  the  laft  parties,  mulket-balls. 

1  he  Congrefs,  taking  into  conlideration  the  foregoing  report, 
came  to  the  following  refolutions  : 

Resolved^  That  all  acts  contrary  to  good  faith,  the  laws  of  na- 
ture,  01  the  cuftoms  of  civilized  nations,  done  by  the  officers  or 
foldiers  of  his  Britannic  majefty,  or  by  foreigners  or  favages  taken 
into  his  fervice,  are  to  be  confidered  as  done  by  his  orders,  unlefs 
indemnification  be  made,  in  cafes  which  admit  indemnification,  and, 
in  all  other  cafes,  unlefs  immediate  and  effective  meafures  be  taken 
by  him,  or  by  his  officers,  for  bringing  to  condign  puniffiment  the 
authors,  abettors  and  perpetrators  of  the  aft  : 

That  the  plundering  the  baggage  of  the  garrifon  at  the  Cedars, 
Gripping  them  of  their  clothes,  and  delivering  them  into  the  hands 
of  the  lavages,  was  a  breach  of  the  capitulation  on  the  part  of  the 
enemy,  for  which  indemnification  ought  to  be  demanded: 

That  the  murder  of  the  prifoners  of  war,  was  a  grofs  and  inhu¬ 
man  violation  of  the  laws  of  nature  and  nations  :  that  condign  pu- 
nifhment  ffiould  be  inflicted  on  the  authors,  abettors  and  perpe¬ 
trators  of  the  fame  ;  and  that,  for  this  purpofe,  it  be  required, 
that  they  be  delivered  into  our  hands  : 

That  the  agreement  entered  into  by  general  Arnold,  was  a  mere 
fponfion  on  his  part  ;  he  not  being  inverted  with  powers  for  the 
difpofal  of  prifoners  not  in  his  poffeffion,  nor  under  his  direftion  ; 
and  that,  therefore,  it  is  fubjeft  to  be  ratified  or  annulled,  at  the 
difcretion  of  this  houfe  : 

That  the  rtiameful  furrender  of  the  port  at  the  Cedars,  is  charge¬ 
able  on  the  commanding  officer  :  that  fuch  other  of  the  prifoners, 
as  were  taken  there,  fhewed  a  willingnefs  and  defire  to  fight  the 
enemy  ;  and  that  major  Sherburne  and  the  prifoners  taken  with 
him,  though  their  difparity  of  numbers  was  great,  fought  the  enemy 
bravely  for  a  confiderable  time,  and  furrendered  at  laft,  but  on  ab- 
l’olute  neceffity  :  on  which  confideration,  and  on  which  alone  it  is 
refolved,  that  the  faid  fponfion  be  ratified  ;  and  that  an  equal 
number  of  captives  from  the  enemy,  of  the  fame  rank  and  condi¬ 
tion,  be  reftored  to  them,  as  ftipulated  by  the  faid  fponfion  : 

That,  previous  to  the  delivery  of  the  prifoners  to  be  returned  on 
purpart,  the  Britilh  commander  in  Canada  be  required  to  deliver 
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into  our  hands,  the  authors,  abettors  and  perpetrators  of  the  horrid 
murder  committed  on  the  prifoners,  to  fuffer  fuch  pumfhment  as 
their  crime  deferves  ;  and  alfo,  to  make  indemnification  lor  the 
plunder  at  the  Cedars,  taken  contrary  to  the  faith  of  the  capitula¬ 
tion  ;  and  that,  until  fuch  delivery  and  indemnification  be  made, 

the  faid  prifoners  be  not  delivered  : 

That,  if  the  enemy  lhall  commit  any  further  violences,  by  put¬ 
ting  to  death,  torturing,  or  otherwife  ill  treating  the  prifoners  re¬ 
tained  by  them,  or  any  of  the  holfages  put  into  the i  1  hands,  ie- 
courfe  be  had  to  retaliation,  as  the  foie  means  of  flopping  the  pio- 
grefs  of  human  butchery  ;  and  that,  for  that  purpofe,  punifhments 
of  the  fame  kind  and  degree  be  indicted  on  an  equal  number  of  the 
captives  from  them  in  our  pofTeflion,  till  they  fhall  be  taught  to 

refpeft  the  violated  rights  of  nations  : 

That  a  copy  of  the  above  report  and  refolutions  be  tranfmitted 
to  the  commander  in  chief  of  the  continental  forces,  to  be  by  him 
fent  to  generals  Howe  and  Burgoyne. 

Adjourned  to  nine  o’clock  to-morrow. 

Thursday^  July  1  1,  1776.

Resolved,  I  hat  a  letter  be  written  to  the  convention  of  New- 
Jerfey,  informing  them, —that,  as  they  have  not  enclofed  to  Con- 
gieis,  copies  or  general  W  a  filing  ton’s  and  brigadier-general  Li- 
vingflon  s  lettei  s,  no  judgment  can  be  formed  by  Congrefs,  con¬ 
cerning  the  contents  of  them,  until  copies  are  fent  ;• _ that  mea- 

fures  are  taking  in  Pennfylvania  and  Maryland,  for  forming  the 
flying-camp  -that,  in  the  mean  while,  the  affociated  militia  are 
marching,  in  great  numbers,  from  Pennfylvania,  for  the  defence  of 
New-Jerfey  ; — that  ammunition  has  been,  and  will  be,  fupplied  by 
this  Congrefs,  for  the  defence  of  New-Jerfey  that,  with  regard 
to  tne  pay  of  the  militia,  Congrefs  will  obferve  the  fame  rule  of 
conduct  towards  New-Jerfey,  as  towards  other  colonies  : 

That  it  be  notified  to  the  convention  of  Virginia,  that  the  Con¬ 
grefs  are  willing  to  take  into  continental  poffeffion,  the  forts  at  the 
mouths  of  Wheeling  and  the  Great  Kanhaway,  and  the  fort  at 
Pittiburgh,  now  in  poffeffion  of  that  colony  ;  and  alfo  to  receive, 
on  the  continental  eftablifhment,  the  garrifons  in  thefe  forts,  if 
the  laid  convention  fhall  defirc  it. 

The  marine  committee  reported,  that,  in  purfuance  of  the  order 
of  Congrefs,  they  have  called  before  them,  divers  of  the  inferior 
officers,  belonging  to  the  (hips  Alfred  and  Columbus,  and  having 
heard  their  complaints  againft  the  captains  Saltonflali  and  Whip- 
pie,  in  their  prefence,  are  of  opinion,  that  the  charge  againft  cap¬ 
tain  Saltonflali  does  not  appear  to  the  committee  to  be  well  foun¬ 
ded,  and  that  the  charge  againft  captain  Whipple  amounts  to  no¬ 
thing  more  than  a  rough,  indelicate  mode  of  behaviour  to  his  ma¬ 
rine  officers  ;  whereupon, 

Resolved,  That  the  marine  committee  be  directed  to  order  the 
captains  Saltonflali  and  Whipple  to  repair  to  their  refpedtive  com? 
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mands  ;  and  that  it  be  recommended  to  captain  Whipple  to  culti¬ 
vate  harmony  with  his  officeis. 

Dr.  Franklin,  one  of  the  commiffioners  to  Canada,  laid  before 
Congrefs  an  account  of  his  expenditures  :

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  live  be  appointed,  and  that  they, 
together  with  the  prefident,  be  directed  to  make  drift  enquiry  into 
the  truth  of  the  matter  ;  and,  if  they  find  the  information  well- 
grounded,  to  take  fuch  heps  as  they  fhall  judge  prudent  and  eftec- 
tual,  for  defeating  the  machinations  of  the  confpirators  ;  and,  in 
cafe  of  neceffity,  to  call  upon  the  brigadier-general,  or  command¬ 
ing  officer  of  the  affociators,  for  the  aid  of  the  military  : 

The  members  chofen,  Mr.  Jeiferfon,  Mr.  Stockton,  Mr.  Gwin¬ 
nett,  Mr.  Morris,  and  Mr.  Wilfon. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  Meafe  was  laid  before  Congrefs  and  read  ; 
whereupon, 

Resolved ,  That  an  order  for  40,000  dollars  be  drawn  on  the 
treafurers,  in  favour  of  Mr.  Meafe,  to  enable  him  to  advance  a 
month’s  pay  to  the  military  affociators  of  Pennfylvania,  ordered 
into  New-Jerfey,  and  to  thole  who  engage  to  form  the  flying-camp  ; 
ire  to  be  accountable.

One  from  brigadier-general  Sullivan,  of  the  2d,  from  Crown- 
point  : 

One  from  the  committee  of  Lancafler,  of  the  13th: 

One  from  Samuel  Blackden,  of  the  16th  : 

Resolved ,  That  the  letter  from  general  W afhington  be  referred 
to  the  board  of  war  : 

That  Samuel  Blackden  be  referred  to  the  deputy  pay-mafler  and 
deputy  commiffary-general  in  the  northern  department. 

Resolved ,  That  general  Wafhington  be  defired  to  lodge  powder 
with  fuch  perfons  as  he  may  think  proper,  for  the  ufe  of  fuch  parts 
of  the  Hate  of  New-York,  as  he  may  apprehend  expofed  to  clanger, 
and  that  the  commanding  officer  in  New-Jerfey  do  the  fame  in  that 
colony  ;  and  that  general  W affiington,  and  the  faid  commanding 
officer  in  New-Jerfey,  be  empowered  to  draw,  from  the  mills  of 
Melfrs.  Wifner,  Livingfton  and  Ford,  any  powder  which  may  be 
requifite  for  thefe  purpofes,  or  for  the  ufe  of  their  refpe&ive  camps. 

The  board  of  war  brought  in  a  report,  which  was  taken  into 
confideration  ;  whereupon, 

Resolved ,  That  there  be  appointed  by  the  commanding  officer 
of  each  regiment  in  the  continental  army,  a  ferjeant-major,  quar- 
ter-mafler-ferjeant,  drum-major  and  life-major,  who  ffiall  refpec- 
tively  hold  no  other  appointment  but  thofe  before  mentioned,  and 
that  their  pay  be  one  dollar  a-month  each,  more  than  that  allowed 
to  a  ferjeant,  drum  or  fife  in  fakl  regiment : 

That  a  warrant  be  made  out  to  John  Doyle,  to  be  a  captain  of 
a  company  of  rifle-men  to  be  raifed  for  three  years,  unlefs  fooner 
difcharged  by  Congrefs;  his  commiffion  to  be  given  him  as  foon  as 
his  company  is  full  : 

That  a  pay-mafler  be  appointed  to  each  regiment  in  the  army  of 
the  United  States,  with  a  falary  of  26  dollars  and  -|ds  a-month: 

That  the  application  to  Congrefs  from  Mr.  Rowland  Chambers, 
defiring  to  be  appointed  pay-mafler  to  the  New-Jerfey  troops  at 
New-York,  cannot  be  complied  with,  as  fuch  an  appointment 
would  interfere  with  the  duty  of  the  pay-mafter-general,  within 
whofe  department  it  properly  lies  : 

That  h  df  a  dollar  a-week  be  allowed  to  each  of  the  Connecticut 
light-horfe,  who  have  joined  the  army  at  New-York,  for  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  his  horfe,  for  fo  long  time,  only,  as  the  general  fhall 
think  it  necelTary  for  fuch  horfe  to  continue  in  the  fervice  : 
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That  general  Schuyler  be  directed  to  take  every  poffible  precau¬ 
tion  to  cleanfe  the  army,  under  his  command,  from  the  infedion  of 
the  fm all-pox. 

That  it  be  recommended  to  the  convention  of  Pennfylvania,  now- 
fitting,  to  take  fuch  meafures  as  they  may  judge  proper  and  neceffa- 
j*y,  for  procuring  as  much  lead,  within  that  flute,  as  can  be  obtained 

for  the  fupply  of  the  flying-camp  : 

That  three  commiffioners  be  appointed  by  Congrefs,  to  repair,  as 
foon  as  may  be,  to  New-\  ork,  tnere  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the 
commiffary-general,  quarter-maher-general,  and  dire  dor- general  of 
the  hofpital,  and  all  other  accounts  of  the  army  ;  the  faid  commif¬ 
fioners  to  take  an  oath  for  the  faithful  execution  of  their  truh  : 

That  three  commiffioners  be  appointed,  for  the  like  purpofes,  in 
the  northern  army  : 

That  general  Waffiington  be  informed,  that  the  bounty  granted 
by  the  refolution  of  Congrefs  of  the  26th  of  June,  was  intended  as  a 
general  regulation,  and  to  extend  to  all  fuch  men,  now  in  the  conti¬ 
nental  fervice,  and  all  others,  who  will  enlih  for  the  term  of  three 
years,  to  be  computed  from  and  after  the  expiration  of  the  term  of 
their  prefent  enliffment. 

Resolved ,  That  Monfieur  Kirmovan  be  appointed  an  engineer  in 
the  continental  fervice,  with  the  pay  of  60  dollars  a-month,  and  the 
rank  of  lieutenant-colonel  : 

That  he  be  ordered  immediately  to  repair  to  New-Jerfey,  and  put 
himfelf  under  the  command  of  the  officer  commanding  the  flying- 
camp. 

Resolved ,  That  Richard  Humpton  be  employed  in  the  continen¬ 
tal  fervice,  with  the  rank  and  pay  of  lieutenant-colonel : 

That  Samuel  Dawfon  be  employed  in  the  continental  fervice, 
with  the  rank  and  pay  of  captain  : 

That  they  be  ordered  to  repair  immediately  to  New-Jerfey,  and 
put  themfelves  under  the  command  of  the  officer  commanding  the 
dying-camp. 

Resolved ,  That  general  Waffiington  be  defired  to  call  to  his  af- 
fiftance,  at  New- York,  two  thoufand  of  the  men  who  have  marched 
into  New-Jerfey  to  form  the  flying-camp;  and  that  the  convention 
of  New-Jerfey  be  requeued  immediately  to  fupply  their  places  with 
an  equal  number  of  the  militia  of  that  hate  :  that  letters  be  written 
to  the  hates  of  Maffachufetts-Bay,  Connecticut  and  New-Jerfey, 
fetting  forth  the  fituation  of  our  affairs  in  the  New-York  depart¬ 
ment,  and  preffing  them  immediately  to  comply  with  the  requifi- 
tion  of  Congrefs  of  the  3d  of  June  : 

That  the  fituation  of  our  army  at  New-York  be  pointed  out  to 
the  (late  of  Connecticut  ;  and  that  it  be  earnehly  recommended  to 
that  ftate,  immediately  to  fend  all  the  militia  thereof,  which  can  be 
fpared,  into  New-York,  to  reinforce  the  army  there,  and  continue 
in  fervice  until  the  proportions  requeued  of  the  feveral  hates  ffiall 
arrive. 

The  Congrefs  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  commiffary  of  mili- 
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tary  Fores  for  the  flying-camp  ;  and,  the  ballots  being  taken,  Ben¬ 
jamin  Flower,  Efq;  was  eledted. 

A  letter  from  S.  Chafe,  Efq;  of  the  8th,  was  laid  before  Con- 
grefs,  and  read ; 

Resolved ,  That  the  fame,  together  with  the  petition  of  Mr. 
Mentges,  read  the  12th,  be  referred  to  the  delegates  of  Pennfylva- 
nia  and  Maryland. 

A  petition  from  captain  Benedict  was  prefented  to  Congrefs,  and 
read  ;  whereupon, 

Resolved ,  That  a  copy  of  faid  petition  be  fent  to  general  Schuy¬ 
ler,  and  that  he  be  defired  to  order  the  accounts  of  captain  Benedict 
to  be  fettled  and  paid,  or  to  inform  Congrefs  of  the  reafons  why 
payment  ought  to  be  withheld. 

Resolved ’,  That  Mr.  Wifner  be  empowered  to  employ  a  proper 
perfon  to  manufacture  gun-flints. 

Adjourned  to  nine  o’clock  to-morrow. 

Wednesday ,  July  17,  1776. 

Resolved ,  That  the  fecret  committee  be  directed  immediately  to 
deliver  to  Mr.  J.  Meafe,  half  a  ton  of  faltpetre,  to  be  by  him  for¬ 
warded  to  colonel  Moylan,  quarter-mafler-general. 

Sundry  letters  were  laid  before  Congrefs,  and  read,  viz. 

One  from  the  convention  of  New- York,  dated  the  12th,  with 
fundry  papers  enclofed,  which  were  referred  to  the  board  of  war: 

One  from  brigadier-general  Woofter  ; 

One,  of  the  1 1th,  from  Richard  Ellis  ;  and, 

One  of  the  15th,  from  Carpenter  Wharton. 

Resolved ,  That  an  order  for  15,000  dollars  be  drawn  on  the  trea- 
furers,  in  favour  of  Carpenter  Wharton  ;  he  to  be  accountable. 

The  board  of  war,  to  whom  the  letter  of  general  Walhington, 
of  the  14th,  was  referred,  brought  in  their  report,  which  v7as  taken 
into  conlideration  ;  whereupon, 

Resolved ,  That  general  W afliington,  in  refufing  to  receive  a  let¬ 
ter  faid  to  be  fent  from  lord  Howe,  addreffed  to  u  George  Wafhing- 
ton,  Efq;”acled  with  a  dignity  becoming  his  flation  ;  and,  therefore, 
this  Congrefs  do  highly  approve  the  fame  ;  and  do  direct,  that  no 
letter  or  meffage  be  received,  on  any  occafion  wTatfoever,  from  the 
enemy,  by  the  commander  in  chief,  or  others,  the  commanders  of 
the  American  army,  but  fuch  as  fhall  be  directed  to  them  in  the 
characters  they  refpedtively  fuftain. 

The  prefident  informed  Congrefs,  that  he  had  been  under  the  dif- 
agreeable  neceffity  of  committing  captain  Gamble  to  prifon,  on  ac¬ 
count  of  his  ill-behaviour  ;  whereupon, 

Resolved ,  That  the  board  of  war  be  directed  to  enquire  into  the 
condudt  of  captain  Gamble,  fmce  he  was  made  prifoner  of  war,  and 
report  fpecially  to  Congrefs. 

d’he  Congrefs  took  into  confederation  the  report  of  the  commit¬ 
tee  on  the  memorial  of  the  director-general  of  the  American  hof- 
pital  ;  whereupon, 
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Resolved ,  That  the  number  of  hofpital-furgeons  and  mates  be 
encreafed,  in  proportion  to  the  augmentation  of  the  army,  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  one  furgeon  and  five  mates,  to  every  five  thoufand  men,  to 
be  reduced  when  the  army  is  reduced,  or  when  there  is  no  farther 
occafton  for  fuch  a  number  : 

That  as  many  perfons  be  employed  in  the  feveral  hofpitals  in  qua¬ 
lity  of  (lore-keepers,  he  wards,  managers  and  nurfes,  as  are  neceffary 
for  the  fervice,  for  the  time  being,  to  be  appointed  by  the  directors 
of  the  refpedive  hofpitals  : 

That  the  feveral  regimental  chefts  of  medicines,  and  chirurgical 
inftruments,  which  now  are,  or  hereafter  fhall  be,  in  the  pofleftion 
of  the  regimental  furgeons,  be  fubjed  to  the  inlpeclion  and  enqui¬ 
ry  of  the  refpedive  directors  of  hofpitals  and  the  diredor-general  ; 
and  that  the  faid  regimental  furgeons  fhall,  from  time  to  time, 
when  thereto  required,  render  account  of  the  faid  medicines  and  in¬ 
ftruments  to  the  faid  director,  or,  if  there  be  no  director  in  any  par¬ 
ticular  department,  to  the  director-general  :  The  faid  accounts  to 
be  tranfmitted  to  the  diredor-general,  and  by  him  to  this  Congrefs: 
And  the  medicines  and  inftruments  not  ufed  by  any  regimental 
furgeon,  to  be  returned,  when  the  regiment  is  reduced,  to  the  ref¬ 
pedive  directors,  and  an  account  thereof  by  them  rendered  to  the 
diredor-general,  and  by  him  to  this  Congrefs  : 

That  the  feveral  directors  of  hofpitals,  in  the  feveral  departments, 
and  the  regimental  furgeons,  where  there  is  no  director,  ihall  tranf- 
mit  to  the  director-general,  regular  returns  of  the  number  of  fur¬ 
geons’  mates,  and  other  officers  employed  under  them,  their  names 
and  pay  :  Alfo,  an  account  of  the  expenfes  and  furniture  of  the 
hofpital  under  their  direction;  and  that  the  diredor-general  make 
report  of  the  fame,  from  time  to  time,  to  the  commander  in  chief, 
and  this  Congrefs  : 

That  the  feveral  regimental  and  hofpital-furgeons,  in  the  feve¬ 
ral  departments,  make  weekly  returns  of  the  Tick  to  the  refpedive 
directors  in  their  departments  : 

That  no  regimental  furgeon  be  allowed  to  draw  upon  the  hofpi¬ 
tal  of  his  department,  for  any  (lores,  except  medicines  and  inftru¬ 
ments  ;  and,  that  when  any  ftck  perfon  fhall  require  other  (lores, 
they  (hall  be  received  into  the  faid  hofpital,  and  the  rations  of  the 
faid  fick  perfons  be  Hopped,  fo  long  as  they  are  in  the  faid  hofpi¬ 
tal  ;  and,  that  the  dircdors  of  the  feveral  hofpitals  report  to  the 
commiffary,  the  names  of  the  ftck,  when  received  into,  and  when 
difcharged  from  the  hofpital,  and  make  a  like  return  to  the  board 
of  treafury  : 

That  all  extra-expenfes  for  bandages,  old  linen,,  and  other  arti¬ 
cles  neceftary  for  the  fervice,  incurred  by  any  regimental  furgeon, 
be  paid  by  the  diredor  of  that  department,  with  the  approbation 
of  the  commander  thereof  : 

That  no  more  medicines  belonging  to  the  continent  be  difpofed 
of,  till  further  order  of  Congrefs  : 

That  the  pay  of  the  hofpital-furgeons  be  encreafed  to  one  dollar, 
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and  two-thirds  of  a  dollar  by  the  day,  the  pay  of  the  hofpital  mate? 
to  one  dollar  by  the  day,  and  the  pay  of  the  hofpital  apothecary, 
to  one  dollar  and  two-thirds  of  a  dollar,  by  the  day  :  And  that 
the  hofpital  furgeons  and  mates  take  rank  of  regimental  furgeons 
and  mates  : 

That  the  direClor-general,  and  the  feveral  directors  of  hofpitals, 
be  empowered  to  purchafe,  with  the  approbation  of  the  commander 
of  the  refpective  departments,  medicines  and  inftruments  for  the 
life  of  their  refpective  hofpitals,  and  draw  upon  the  pay-m  after  for 
the  lame,  and  make  report  of  fuch  purchafes  to  Congrefs. 

Resolved,  I  hat  Nicholas  Haufeigger  be  colonel  : 

George  Strieker,  lieutenant-colonel  : 

Ludewick  Wiltner,  major  of  the  German  battalion  : 

Resolved ,  That  another  company  be  added  to  the  German  bat¬ 
talion  : 

That  David  Welper  be  appointed  captain  of  faid  company. 

Resolved ,  That  Samuel  Brady  be  firft-lieutenant,  William 
M^Murray,  fecond-lieutenant,  Henry  Fortney,  third-lieutenant,  of 
captain  Doyle’s  independent  ride  company. 

The  Congrefs  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  deputy  pay-mafter- 
general,  for  the  dying-camp  ;  and,  the  ballots  being  taken, 

Richard  Dallam,  Efq;  was  eleCted. 

Resolved ,  That  colonel  Smallwood,  from  Maryland,  be  ordered 
to  repair,  as  foon  as  poffible,  with  the  troops  under  his  command, 
to  New-York,  and  put  himfelf  under  the  command  of  the  general : 

That  the  general  be  informed,  that  thefe  troops  are  to  be  confi- 
dered  as  part  of  the  rwo  thoufand,  which  he  wTas  empowered  to 
call  to  his  afliltance  from  the  flying-camp,  by  the  refolution  palled 
yefterday. 

Resolved ,  That  it  be  earneltly  recommended  to  the  convention 
of  New-Jerfey,  to  caufe  all  the  flock  on  the  fea-coaft,  which  they 
fhal)  apprehend  to  be  in  danger  of  falling  into  the  hands  of  the 
enemy,  to  be  immediately  removed,  and  driven  back  into  the  coun¬ 
try,  to  a  place  of  fecurity. 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  revife  the 
journals,  and  direCt  what  parts  ought  to  be  publifhed  : 

The  members  chofen,  Mr.  Jefferfon,  Mr.  Lynch,  jun.  and  Mr. 
Hopkinfon. 

A  petition  from  Jean  Baptifla  de  Vidal,  of  Canada,  was  prefen- 
ted  to  Congrefs,  and  read  : 

Resolved ,  That  it  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  five  ;  and  that 
they  be  direCled  to  enquire  into  the  character  of  the  petitioner, 
and  all  others  in  fimilar  circumltances  applying  for  relief,  and  re¬ 
port  thereon  to  Congrefs  : 

The  members  chofen,  Mr.  Rufh,  Mr.  Paca,  Mr.  Heyward,  Air. 
Chafe,  and  Mr.  Walton. 

Resolved ,  That  Mr.  }.  Adams,  Mr.  Harrifon  and  Air.  Alorris, 
be  a  committee  to  bring  in  a  refolution,  for  fubjeCting  to  confifca- 
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lion,  the  property  of  the  fubje&s  of  the  crown  of  Great-Rritain, 
and  particularly  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Britifh  Weft-Indies,  ta¬ 
ken  on  the  high  feas,  or  between  high  and  low-water  mark. 

The  Congrefs  took  into  confideration  the  report  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  on  the  rules  and  orders  for  the  government  of  the  lioufe  ; 
whereupon, 

Resolved,  That  the  following  rules  be  obferved  : 

1.  So  foon  as  nine  ftates  are  prefent,  that  the  Congrefs  proceed 

to  bufinefs. 

2.  No  member  fhall  depart  from  the  fervice  of  the  houfe,  with¬ 
out  permiftion  of  the  Congrefs,  or  order  from  his  conftituents. 

3.  No  member  fhall  read  any  printed  paper  in  the  houfe  during 
the  fitting  thereof,  without  leave  of  the  Congrefs. 

4.  When  the  houfe  is  fitting,  no  member  fhall  fpeak  to  another,  fo 
as  to  interrupt  any  member  who  may  be  fpeaking  in  the  debate. 

5.  Every  member,  when  he  fpeaks,  fhall  rife  from  his  feat,  and 
addrefs  himfelf  to  the  chair,  and  when  he  has  finilhed,  fhall  ft 
down  again. 

6.  No  member  fhall  fpeak  more  than  twice  in  any  one  debate, 
without  leave  of  the  houfe. 

7.  When  two  members  rife  together,  the  prefident  fhall  name 
:he  perfon  to  fpeak. 

8.  No  motion  fhall  be  debated,  until  the  fame  be  feconded. 

9.  When  a  motion  fhall  be  made,  and  feconded,  it  fhall  be  re¬ 
duced  to  writing,  if  defired  by  the  prefident  or  any  member,  deli¬ 
vered  in  at  the  table,  and  read  by  the  prefident,  before  the  fame 
[hall  be  allowed  to  be  debated. 

10.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  feconded,  the  matter  of  the 
motion  fhall  receive  a  determination  by  the  queftion,  or  be  laid 
afide,  by  general  confent,  or  poftponed  by  the  previous  queftion, 
before  any  other  motion  be  received. 

1 1.  If  a  queftion  in  a  debate  contain  more  parts  than  one,  any 
member  may  have  the  fame  divided  into  as  many  queftions  as 
parts. 

12.  No  perfon  fhall  be  appointed  to  any  office  of  profit,  unlefs 
he  fhall  have  the  confent  of  feven  ftates,  nor  fhall  any  ballots  be 
counted,  unlefs  the  perfon,  for  whom  the  ballots  fhall  be  given,  be 
frrft  named  to  the  houfe,  before  the  balloting  be  gone  into. 

Adjourned  to  nine  o’clock  to-morrow.

The  ballots  being  taken,  Jofeph  Wood,  Efq;  was  elected. 

Congrefs  then  refolved  itfelf  into  a  committee  of  the  whole,  to 
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take  into  their  confideration,  the  articles  of  confederation  ;  and  af¬ 
ter  fome  time,  the  prefident  refumed  the  chair,  and  Mr.  Morton  re- 
p()i  ted,  that  the  committee  have  made  farther  progrefs  in  the  articles 
cl  confederation  ;  but,  not  having  finillied,  defire  leave  to  fit  again. 

A  petition  from  Samuel  Morris  was  prefented  to  Congrefs,  and 
read. 

1  he  committee  on  {pies  brought  in  a  farther  report,  which  was 
read  : 

Ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Resolved ,  i  hat  the  gaoler  be  directed  to  allow  the  prifoners, 
from  North-Carolina,  the  ufe  and  benefit  of  the  yard,  under  the 
infpection  ol  the  guard,  provided  it  may  be  done  with  fafety. 

Resolved ,  1  hat  this  Congrefs  will,  to-morrow,  refolve  itfelf  into 
a  committee  of  the  whole,  to  take  into  farther  confideration  the 
articles  of  confederation. 

Adjourned  to  nine  o’clock  to-morrow. 

Tuesday  July  30,  1776. 

A  letter  of  the  28th,  from  brigadier-general  Mercer,  was  laid 
before  Congrefs,  and  read,  requehing  fix  light-horfe  may  be  fent  to 
him  ;  whereupon,

that  hate,  and  that  he  has  ordered  a  body  of  men  to  march  againfl 
them,  and  has  applied  for  afliflance  to  the  neighbouring  hates  of 
North-Carolina  and  Virginia,. 

Resolved ,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  hates  of  Virginia, 
North-Carolina  and  Georgia,  to  afford  all  neceffary  affihance  to 
the  hate  of  South-Carolina,  and  co-operate,  with  that  hate,  in  pro- 
fecuting  the  war  againh  the  Indians  with  the  utmoh  vigour  ; 

That  the  prefident  write  to  the  governor  and  council  of  Virgi¬ 
nia,  the  council  of  fafety  of  North-Carolina,  and  the  prefident  of 
Georgia,  relative  to  the  above  fubje£ls. 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  take  into 
confideration  the  hate  of  North-Carolina,  and  report  thereon  to 
Congrefs  : 

The  members  chofen,  Mr.  Harrifon,  Mr.  S.  Adams,  and  Mr. 
Lynch. 

Congrefs  took  into  confideration  the  report  of  the  committee 
appointed  to  enquire  into  the  caufes  of  the  mifcarriages  in  Canada, 
wherein  they  reprefent,  as  their  opinion, 

u  That  the  lliort  enlihments  of  the  continental  troops,  in  Cana¬ 
da,  have  been  one  great  caufe  of  the  mifcarriages  there,  by  render¬ 
ing  unhable  the  number  of  men  engaged  in  military  enterprizes, 
by  making  them  diforderly  and  difobedient  to  their  officers,  and 
by  precipitating  the  commanding  officers  into  meafures,  which  their 
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prudence  might  have  pollponed,  could  they  have  relied  on  a  longer 
continuance  of  their  troops  in  fervice  : 

«  That  the  want  of  hard  money  has  been  one  other  great  fourcc 
of  the  mifcarriages  in  Canada,  rendering  the  fupplies  of  neceffaries 
difficult  and  precarious,  the  eflablilhment  of  proper  magazines  ab- 
folutely  impra&icable,  and  the  pay  of  the  troops  of  little  ufe  to 
them  : 

a  That  a  hill  greater,  and  more  fatal,  fource  of  misfortunes  has 
been,  the  prevalence  of  the  fmall-pox  in  that  army  ;  a  great  pro¬ 
portion  whereof  has  thereby  been  ufually  kept  unfit  for  duty.” 

With  this,  Congrefs  concurred. 

On  the  farther  confideration  of  the  report,  Congrefs  came  to  the 
following  refolutions  : 

That  colonel  Beadle  be  tried  by  a  court-martial  for  leaving  his 
command  at  the  Cedars,  and  for  declining  to  return  to  the  fame 
with  major  Sherburne’s  reinforcement  : 

That  major  Butterfield  be  tried  by  a  court-martial  for  furren¬ 
dering  to  the  enemy  the  poll  at  the  Cedars,  and  alfo  fuch  other 
officers  as  were  with  him,  and  conlented  to  that  furrender. 

The  faid  committee  having  farther  reported,  that,  in  the  courfe 
of  their  enquiries,  they  had  reafon  to  believe,  that  general  Pref- 
cott’s  baggage  was  plundered  by  fome  licentious  perfons,  in  viola¬ 
tion  of  the  faith  of  the  capitulation  ;  whereupon, 

Resolved ,  That  general  Schuyler  be  defired  to  make  drift  enquiry 
into  the  fame,  that  the  perfon  guilty  thereof  may  receive  due  pu- 
niffiment,  and  ample  indemnification  be  made  to  general  Prefcott. 

That  colonel  Beadle,  Doftor  Pay,  and  lieutenant  Houfe,  be 
fubjefted  to  this  enquiry. 

Resolved ,  That  fo  much  of  the  petitions  of  col.  Eafton  and  major 
Brown,  as  prays,  that  the  charges  againil  them,  of  having  been  con¬ 
cerned  in  plundering  the  officers’  baggage,  taken  at  Sorrel,  be  fub- 
mitted  to  a  court  of  enquiry,  is  reafonable,  and  that  general  Schuy¬ 
ler  be  defired  to  order  courts  of  enquiry  on  them  as  foon  as  poffible. 

Resolved ,  That  general  Montgomery’s  promife  to  give  to  the 
troops  concerned  in  taking  the  velfels  on  the  Sorrel,  u  all  the  public 
(lores,  except  ammunition  and  provifions,  on  board  thereof,”  be  con¬ 
firmed  ;  and  that  general  Schuyler  be  directed  to  caufe  an  enquiry 
to  be  made  into  the  particulars  and  value  of  the  faid  public  (lores, 
(ammunition  and  provifion  excepted)  and  to  certify  the  fame  to 
Congrefs,  with  the  names  of  the  officers  and  foldiers  entitled  thereto  : 

That  fo  much  of  major  Brown’s  petition,  as  prays,  that  an  al¬ 
lowance  be  made  to  him  for  extraordinary  fervices,  be  referred  t® 
general  Schuyler,  who  is  defired  to  certify  to  Congrefs,  whether 
any  and  what  reward  may,  with  judice,  be  demanded  by  him  : 

That  major  Brown’s  accounts  be  fettled  by  the  commidioners 
appointed  to  adjufl  accounts  in  the  northern  department. 

Resolved ,  That  the  committee  be  difeharged  from  proceeding 
on  fo  much  of  the  petition  of  colonel  Eaflon,  as  prays  a  continu¬ 
ance  of  his  rank  and  pay,  and  fo  much  of  major  Brown’s  petition, 
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as  prays  an  examination  into  his  rank  ancl  pay,  and  that  they  he 
referred  to  the  board  of  war  :  7 

I  hat  general  Schuyler  be  defired  to  enquire  into  the  conduct  of 
colonel  Hazen,  who  is  charged  with  having  beaten  and  ill  treated 
Francois  Cuillot  de  la  Rofe,  a  continental  captain  of  Canadian, 
militia,  and  alfo  to  have  ill  treated  Charles  Robert  de  la  Fontaine, 
a  Canadian,  at  Chamble',  and  put  fuch  conduct  into  a  proper  chan¬ 
nel  tor  trial  and  punifhment :

Resolved ,  d  hat  general  Woofter  adted  properly  in  hopping  the 
goods  of  Bernard  and  W adden,  who  were  carrying  the  fame,  with¬ 
out  permiffion,  to  the  Indians  in  the  upper  country. 

Resolved r,  I  hat  the  committee  have  leave  to  lit  again,  and  that 
they  be  inftru&ed  to  enquire  in  what  manner  the  goods  of  Bernard 
and  Wadden  were  difpofed  of. 

Resolved ,  I  hat  the  fecret  committee  be  directed  to  fupply  the 
three  rifle  companies,  now  in  town  from  Lancaher,  with  11  lb.  of 
powder  and  44  lb.  of  lead. 


Resolved ,  That  500,000 dollars  be  fent  to  the  pay-maher-general : 

!  lint  60,000  dollais  be  fent  to  R.  Dallam,  deputy  pay-maher- 
general,  for  the  ufe  of  the  flying-camp. 

Congrefs  proceeded  to  the  ele&ion  of  a  clerk,  or  affihant,  to  the 
auditor-general  ;  when, 

William  Govet  was  eledted* 

Resolved ,  That  William  Govet  be  allowed  the  falary  of  5  33  dol¬ 
lars  and  Jd  per  annum. 

Resolved ,  That  all  public  claims  and  accounts,  that  are,  at  this 
time,  unlettled,  be  referred  to  the  committee  of  treafury,  and  that 
the  committee  of  claims  be  difeharged  from  proceeding  further 
upon  any  claims  or  accounts  ;  and  that  all  the  books  and  papers, 
in  the  hands  of  the  committee  of  claims,  be  delivered  to  the  audi¬ 


tor-general. 


The  board  of  war  brought  in  a  report,  which  was  taken  into 
conhderation  ;  whereupon,

1  he  committee  appointed  to  devife  a  plan  for  encouraging  the 
Heflians,  and  other  foreigners,  to  quit  the  Britifh  fervice,  brought 
in  a  report,  which  was  taken  into  confideration  ;  whereupon,  Con- 
grefs  came  to  the  following  refolution  : 

Whereas  it  has  been  the  wife  policy  of  thefe  hates  to  extend  the 
protection  of  their  laws  to  all  thofe  who  fhould  fettle  among  them, 
of  whatever  nation  or  religion  they  might  be,  and  to  admit  them 
to  a  participation  of  the  benefits  of  civil  and  religious  freedom  ; 
and,  the  benevolence  of  this  practice,  as  well  as  its  falutary  effeds, 
have  rendered  it  worthy  of  being  continued  in  future  times. 

And  whereas,  his  Britannic  majefty,  in  order  to  deftroy  our  free¬ 
dom  and  happinefs,  has  commenced  againft  us  a  cruel  and  unpro¬ 
voked  war  ;  and,  unable  to  engage  Britons  fufficient  to  execute 
his  fanguinary  meafures,  has  applied  for  aid  to  foreign  princes,  who 
are  in  the  habit  of  felling  the  blood  of  their  people  for  money,  and 
from  them  has  procured  and  tranfported  hither  confiderable  num¬ 
bers  of  foreigners.  And  it  is  conceived,  that  fuch  foreigners,  if 
apprifed  of  the  pradice  of  thefe  hates,  would  choofe  to  accept  of 
lands,  liberty,  fafety  and  a  communion  of  good  laws,  and  mild  go¬ 
vernment,  in  a  country  where  many  of  their  friends  and  relations 
are  already  happily  fettled,  rather  than  continue  expofed  to  the 
toils  and  dangers  of  a  long  and  bloody  war,  waged  againh  a  people, 
guilty  of  no  other  crime,  than  that  of  refilling  to  exchange  free¬ 
dom  tor  flavery  ;  and  that  they  will  do  this  the  more  efpeciallv 
when  they  refled,  that  after  they  have  violated  every  Chrihian  and 
moral  precept,  by  invading,  and  attempting  to  dehroy,  thofe  who 
have  never  injured  them  or  their  country,  their  only  reward,  if 
they  efcape  death  and  captivity,  will  be  a  return  to  the  defpotifm 
of  their  prince,  to  be  by  him  again  fold  to  do  the  drudgery  of  fome 
other  enemy  to  the  rights  of  mankind.

over,  that  this  Congrefs  will  provide,  for  every  fuch  perfon,  fifty 
acres  of  unappropriated  lands  in  fome  of  thefe  ftates,  to  be  held  by 
him  and  his  heirs  in  abfolute  property.

No  officer 
is  permitted  to  hold  two  commiffions  ;  confequently,  is  not  to  re¬ 
ceive  pay  for  two. 

Every  colonel  of  a  battalion  ought  to  produce  mutter- rolls,  cer¬ 
tified  by  the  mutter-matter,  or  fuch  other  perfon  as  may  have  been 
appointed  by  the  commanding  officer,  to  mutter  the  men,  of  the 
number  his  battalion,  from  time  to  time,  confifted  of. 

No  allowane  of  pay,  or  rations,  is  to  be  made  to  any  officer  for 
men  who  have  not  been  actually  in  the  continental  fervice. 

If,  in  the  fettlement  of  thele  accounts,  you  /hall  difcovef  any 
frauds  to  have  been  pradtifed,  or  abufes  committed  by  mifapplica- 
tion  of  public  monies,  you  fhall  take  particular  notice  of  them,  and 
make  efpecial  report  to  the  committee  of  treafury.  When  you 
have  completed  this  buflnefs,  you  are  to  tranfmit  a  copy  of  your 
proceedings,  with  accounts,  to  .the  committee  of  treafury,  to  be  by 
them  finally  adjufted  and  difcharged.

Resolved ,  That  the  board  of  treafury  be  empowered  to  employ 
another  prefs  to  print  the  bills  of  credit,  and  that  Matthew  Clark- 
fon  and  Walter  Shee,  Efqrs;  be  appointed  fuperintendants  of  the 
prefs,  in  addition  to  thofe  already  appointed  for  that  fervice.

and  that,  if,  by  continuing  at  Pittfburgh  in  the  mean  while,  they 
are  of  opinion  they  ffiall  be  able  to  bring  the  Indians  into  a  friendly 
difpofition,  and  to  render  the  treaty  more  general,  they  be  defired 
to  continue  there  : 

That  the  invitation  given  by  the  faid  commiffioners  to  fuch  of 
the  Six  Nations  of  Indians,  as  live  on  the  waters  of  the  Ohio,  to 
attend  the  faid  treaty,  be  approved  : 

That  the  faid  commiffioners  be  inffrudted  to  make  diligent  enqui¬ 
ry  into  the  murder  lately  committed  by  Indians,  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood  of  Pittfburgh,  on  one  Crawford  ;  and  that,  as  foon  as  they  dif~ 
cover  by  whom  the  fame  was  committed,  they  demand  due  puniffi- 
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merit  on  the  offender  or  offenders,  which  being  granted,  this  Con- 
grcis  will  not  confider  the  fame  as  a  national  aft : 

i  hat  the  fa'id  commiffioners  invite  fuch  of  the  Indian  chiefs  and 
warriors  ol  their  department,  as  they  think  beft,  to  vifit  Congrefs 
at  Philadelphia,  after  the  conclufion  of  the  treaty  with  them : 

That  the  following  extraT  from  the  fpeech  of  Logan,  an  Indian 
chief,  be  tranfmitted  to  the  commiffioners  for  the  middle  depart¬ 
ment,  viz,  “  We  ftill  hear  bad  news.  Connefdico  and  fome  of  ns 
are  conftantly  threatened.  And  the  Bear-lkin,  a  trader  from  Penn- 
fylvania,  amongft  others,  fays,  a  great  reward  is  offered  to  any 
perfon,  who  will  take  or  entice  either  of  us  to  Pittfburgh,  where 
we  are  to  be  hanged  up  like  dogs  by  the  Big-knife.  This  being 
true,  how  can  we  think  of  what  is  good.  That  it  is  true  we  have 
no  doubt,  and  you  may  depend  on  it,  that  the  Bear-ikiil  told  Me- 
topffca  every  word  of  what  I  have  mentioned.”  And  that  they  be 
directed  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  remove  every  jealoufy  of  the 
United  States,  or  either  of  them,  from  the  minds  of  the  Indians. 
And,  as  it  may  poffibly  happen,  that  the  perfons  concerned  in  the 
Indian  trade,  in  order  to  engrofs  to  themfelves  or  to  the  traders  of 
their  Own  Rate,  the  whole  of  the  faid  Indian  trade,  may,  by  falfe 
fuggeftions,  endeavour  to  poifon  the  minds  of  the  faid  Indians,  and 
render  them  inimical  to  any  other  Rate,  and  to  involve  fuch  ftate 
in  an  Indian  war,  that  it  be  therefore  recommended  to  the  affem- 
bl  ies  and  conventions  of  the  leveral  Rates,  from  which  trade  is  car¬ 
ried  on  with  the  Indians,  that  they  take  the  moR  effectual  mea- 
fcres  to  prevent  the  traders  of  their  refpeclive  Rates  from  pur fuing 
a  practice  fo  dangerous  to  the  peace  of  the  United.  States  : 

That  fo  much  of  the  Indian  fpeech  as  relates  to  the  Nantikokes, 
be  lent  to  the  convention  of  Maryland,  and  that  they  be  requefted 
to  give  Congrefs  fuch  information  upon  the  fubjedl  as  they  can 
obtain  : 

That  agreeable  to  the  propofition  from  the  commiffioners  for 
Indian  affairs  in  the  fouthern  department,  Mr.  Galphin  and  Mr. 
Rav  be  de fired  to  invite  fuch  of  the  head  men  of  the  Creeks,  as 
they  {hall  think  expedient,  to  vifit  Congrefs  at  Philadelphia,  and 
that  Mr.  Galphin  or  Mr.  Ray  be  requeued  to  attend  them  hither, 
and  that  Congrefs  will  defray  the  expenfes  of  fuch  journey. 

Res  dived.  That  the  part  of  the  report  refpedting  the  neutrality 
of  the  Indians  be  poRponed.

The  members  chofen,Mr.  Hooper,  Mr.  Heyward* and  Mr.  Stone. 
Resolved, ,  That  an  order  for  30,000  dollars  be  drawn  on  the 
treafurer,  in  favour  of  Mr.  James  Meafe,  for  the  public  fervice; 
he  to  he  accountable. 

Congrefs  refumed  the  confideration  of  the  report  from  the  marine 
committee  ;  whereupon,

er'd  to  pnrehafe  materials,  in  all  fuch  parts  of  America  as  they  may 
think  proper,  for  building  more  fhips  of  war,  and  that  the  faid  com¬ 
mittee  lepoit  to  Congreis  a  plan  of  the  Ihips  that  fhould  be  built 
in  addition  to  the  prefent  navy.

and  Matthew  Plollomback,  enfigns  of  the  faid  companies.

A  petition  from  fundry  paper-makers,  wasprefented  to  Congrefs 
and  read,  praying,  that  Nathan  Sellers,  an  affociator  in  colonel  Paf- 
chall’s  battalion,  may.  be  ordered  back  from  New-Jerfey,  to  make 
and  prepare  moulds,  wafhers  and  utenftls  for  carrying  on  the  paper 
manufabtory  : 

Resolved ,  1  hat  the  prayer  of  the  petition  be  granted. 

Congreis  refumed  the  report  of  the  committee  on  difabled  foldiers 
and  feamen,  and  came  to  the  following  refolutions  : 

Whereas,  in  the  courfe  of  the  prefent  war,  fome  commiffioned 
and  non-commiflioned  officers  of  the  army  and  navy,  as  alfo  private 
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foldiers,  marines  and  Teamen,  may  lofe  a  limb,  or  be  otherwife  To 
dilabled,  as  to  prevent  their  lerving  in  the  army  or  navy,  or  getting 
their  livelihood,  and  may  (land  in  need  of  relief  : 

Resolved ,  That  every  commilhoned  officer,  non-commiffioned  of- 
beer,  and  private  foldier,  who  ffiall  lofe  a  limb,  in  any  engagement, 
or  be  io  dilabled  in  the  lervice  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
as  to  render  him  incapable  afterwards  of  getting  a  livelihood,  ffiall 
receive,  during  his  life,  or  the  continuance  of,  fuch  difability,  the 
one-half  of  his  monthly  pay  from  and  after  the  time  that  his  pay  as 
an  officer  or  foldier  ceales  ;  to  be  paid  by  the  committee  as  here¬ 
after  mentioned  : 

That  every  commander  of  any  {hip  of  war  or  armed  veffel,  com- 
miffioned  officer,  warrant  officer,  marine  or  Teaman  belonging  to 
the  United  States  of  America,  who  ffiall  lofe  a  limb  in  any  engage¬ 
ment  in  which  no  prize  ffiall  be  taken,  or  be  therein  otherwife°fo 
dilabled  as  to  be  rendered  incapable  of  getting  a  livelihood,  (hall 
receive,  during  his  life,  or  the  continuance  of  fuch  difability,  the 
cne-half  of  his  monthly  pay  from  and  after  the  time  that  his  pay 
as  an  officer  or  marine,  or  Teaman,  ceafes  ;  to  be  paid  as  hereafter 
mentioned.  But,  in  cafe  a  prize  ffiall  be  taken  at  the  time  fuch  lofs 
of  limb  or  other  difability  ffiall  happen,  then  fuch  Turn,  as  he  may 
receive  out  of  the  net  profits  of  fuch  prize,  before  a  dividend  is 
made  of  the  fame,  agreeable  to  former  orders  of  Congrefs,  ffiall  be 
conlidered  as  part  of  his  half-pay,  and  computed  accordingly  : 

I  hat  every  commiffioned  officer,  non-commiffioned  officer,  and 
private  foldier,  in  the  army,  and  every  commander,  commiffion  offi¬ 
cer,  warrant  officer,  marine  or  feaman  of  any  of  the  ffiips  of  war, 
or  armed  veffels  belonging  to  the  United  States  of  America,  who 
ffiall  be  wounded  in  any  engagement,  fo  as  to  be  rendered  incapable 
of  fer  ving  in  the  army  or  navy,  though  not  totally  dilabled  from 
getting  a  livelihood,  ffiall  receive  fuch  monthly  fum  as  ffiall  be  judg¬ 
ed  adequate  by  the  alfembly  or  other  reprelentative  body  of  the 
hate  where  he  belongs  or  relides,  upon  application  to  them  for  that 
purpofe,  provided  the  fame  doth  not  exceed  his  half-pay. 

Provided  that  no  commiffioned  officer,  non-commiffioned  officer 
and  private  foldier,  in  the  army,  commander,  commiffion  officer, 
warrant  officer,  marine  or  feaman  of  any  of  the  ffiips  of  war  or 
armed  veffels  belonging  to  the  United  States  of  America,  who 
ffiall  be  wounded  or  dilabled  as  aforefaid,  ffiall  be  entitled  to  his 
half-pay  or  other  allowance,  unlels  he  produce  to  the  committee  or 
officer  appointed  to  receive  the  fame,  in  the  hate  where  he  refides  or 
belongs,  or  to  the  alfembly  or  legillative  body  of  fuch  hate,  a  cer¬ 
tificate  from  the  commanding  officer,  who  tvas  in  the  fame  engage¬ 
ment  in  which  lie  was  fo  wounded,  or  in  cafe  of  his  death,  from 
Tome  other  officer  of  the  fame  corps,  and  the  furgeon  that  attend¬ 
ed  him,  or  a  certificate  from  the  commander  of  the  ffiip  of  war  or 
armed  veffel  engaged  in  the  adlion,  in  which  any  officer,  marine  or 
feaman  received  his  -wound,  and  from  the  furgeon  who  attended 
him,  of  the  name  of  the  perfon  fo  wounded,  his  office,  rank,  de- 
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partment,  regiment,  company,  fliip  of  war,  or  armed  veffel  to  which 
he  belonged,'  his  office  or  rank  therein,  the  nature  ot  his  wound, 

and  in  what  aftion  or  engagement  he  received  il  :  .  . 

That  it  be  recommended  to  the  feveral  allembhes  or  Iegiilative 
bodies  of  the  United  States  of  America,  to  appoint  feme  perfon  or 
perfons  in  their  refpeaive  dates,  who  lhall  receive  and  examine  all 
fuch  certificates,  as  may  be  prefented  to  them,  and  reg.fter  the  fame 
in  a  book,  and  all'o  what  fupport  is  adjudged  by  the  allembly  or  le- 
ffiflative  body  of  their  hate,  to  thofe,  wliofe  cale  requires  but  a  par¬ 
tial  fupport,  and  alfo  of  the  payment  from  time  to  time  of  every 
lialf-pay  and  other  allowance,  and  of  the  death  of  fuch  difahled  pei- 
fon,  or  ceafmg  of  fuch  allowance,  and  fhall  make  a  fair  and  iegu- 
lar  report  of  the  fame  quarterly  to  the  fecretary  of  Congrels  or 
board  of  war,  where  a  feparate  record  fhall  be  kept  of  the  fame  :

Provided,  that  all  fuch  officers  and  foldiers  that  may  be  entitled 
to  the  aforefaid  penlion,  and  are  found  to  be  capable  of  doing  guard 
or  garrifon-duty,  fhall  be  formed  into  a  corps  of  invalids,  and  iuo- 
jea  to  the  faid  duty  ;  and  all  officers,  marines  and  feamen  of  the 
navy  who  fhall  be  entitled  to  the  penfion  aforefaid,  and  fhall  be 
found  capable  of  doing  any  duty  on  board  the  navy  or  any  depart¬ 
ment  thereof,  fhall  be  liable, to  be  io  employed  : 

Ordered ,  That  the  above  be  publilhed. 

The  medical  committee,  to  whom  Dr.  MTTenry’s  petition  was 

referred,  brought  in  a  report  ;  whereupon, 

Resolved,  That  Congrefs  have  a  proper  fenfe  of  the  merit  and 
fervices  of  Dr.  M‘Henry,  and  recommend  to  the  directors  of  the 
different  hofpitals  belonging  to  the  United  States,  to  appoint  Dr. 
M 4 Henry  to  the  firfl  vacancy  that  fhall  happen,  of  a  furgeon’s 

birth  in  any  of  the  faid  hofpitals. 

A  letter,  of  the  22d,  from  colonel  James  Wilfon,  was  read,  and 
referred  to  Mr.  Jefferfon,  Mr.  Franklin  and  Mr.  j.  Adams.

“  The  convention  proceeded,  according  to  the  order  of  the  day, 
to  the  appointment  of  delegates  to  reprefent  this  colony  in  general 
Congrefs,  and,  the  members  having  prepared  tickets,  and  put  the 
fame  into  the  ballot-box,  Mr.  Treafurer,  Mr.  George  Malon,  Mr.

Raler,  one  trip  each,  and  David  Boxe,  William  Park  and  Alexarw 
der  Miller,  two  trips  each,  making  twelve  trips,  allowing  five  days 
to  each,  at  4  dollars  a-day,  240  dollars  : 

lo  capt.  James  Sterling,  664  dollars  and  44ths,  being  the  ba¬ 
lance  of  his  account  for  the  expenfe  of  a  guard  appointed  to  convey 
a  number  of  Britifh  prifoners  from  Burlington  to  Lancafter,  and 
Frederick  county  in  Maryland,  with  waggon  and  horfe-hire,  amount¬ 
ing  to  1464  dollars  and  -ITths,  of  which  fum  he  received  from  the 
committee  of  iaiety  of  Pennfylvania  ;  and  for  which  they  are  to  be 
credited,  July  16th,  1776,  100  dollars;  July  17th,  1 776,  700  dob, 
lars,  and  there  remains  664  dollars  and  14th  : 

Ordered ,  That  the  laid  accounts  be  paid.

A  memorial  from  colonel  Mofes  Hazen  was  read  and  referred  to 
the  committee  appointed  to  enquire  into  the  caufes  of  the  mifcar- 
riages  in  Canada. 

General  Sullivan  having*  reduced  to  writing  the  verbal  meffage 
from  lord  Howe,  the  fame  was  read  as  follows  : 

u  The  following  is  the  purport  of  the  message  from  lord  Howe  to 

Congress ,  by  general  Sullivan  : 

That,  though  he  could  not  at  prefent  treat  with  Congrefs  as 
fuch,  yet  he  was  very  defirous  of  having  a  conference  with  fome 
of  the  members,  whom  he  would  confider  for  the  prefent  only  as 
private  gentlemen,  and  meet  them  himfelf  as  fuch,  at  fuch  place 
as  they  fhould  appoint: 

That  he,  in  conjunction  with  general  Howe,  had  full  powers  to 
compromife  the  dilpute  between  Great-Britain  and  America,  upon 
terms  advantageous  to  both  ;  the  obtaining  of  which  delayed  him 
near  two  months  in  England,  and  prevented  his  arrival  at  this 
place  before  the  declaration  of  independency  took  place  : 

That  he  wifhed  a  compact  might  be  fettled  at  this  time,  when 
no  decifive  blow  was  If  ruck,  and  neither  party  could  fay,  that  they 
were  compelled  to  enter  into  fuch  agreement  : 

That,  in  cafe  Congrefs  were  difpofed  to  treat,  many  things, 
which  they  had  not  as  yet  afked,  might  and  ought  to  be  granted 
them  ;  and  that,  if,  upon  the  conference,  they  found  any  probable 
ground  of  an  accommodation,  the  authority  of  Congrefs  muff  be 
afterwards  acknowledged,  otherwife  the  compact  would  not  be  com¬ 
plete.”

Resolved,  That  Jeduthun  Baldwin,  Efq;  be  appointed  an  engi¬ 
neer  in  the  continental  army,  with  the  rank  of  colonel,  and  pay  of 
60  dollars  a-month. 

A  letter  from  a  number  of  officers  who  are  pmoners  at  CarUile, 
was  read,  complaining  of  feme  ill  treatment  they  have  received, 
and  of  their  baggage  having  been  plundered,  contrary  to  the  capi¬ 
tulation,  upon  which  they  furrendered. 

General  Woolter,  who  happened  to  be  in  the  outer  room,  being' 
examined  touching  the  facts  Hated  in  the  faid  letter  ; 

Resolved ,  That  a  letter  be  written  to  general  Schuyler,  direcTing 
him  to  make  particular  enquiry  whether  the  baggage  of  the  officers 
taken  at  St.  John’s  and  Ghamblee  was  plundered,  and  by  whom,' 
and  report  to  Congrefs  : 

That  the  fecretary  of  the  board  of  war  be  direded  to  inform  the 
officers,  that  enquiry  has  been  made  of  gen.  Vs7  oofler,  to  whom  they 
refer,  refpeding  the  plunder  of  their  baggage,  and  that  he  lays  he 
knows  nothing  of  the  matter,  and  that  no  information  or  complaint 
■was  ever  made  to  him  refpeding  that  matter :  And  farther,  to  inform 
them,  that  Congrefs  have  given  orders  to  general  Schuyler  to  caufe 
flrict  enquiry  to  be  made  into  this  affair,  and  report  thereon. 

A  letter,  of  the  2d,  from  general  Walhington,  and  one  from 
William  Palfrey,  pay-mafter-general,  were  read. 

Resolved ,  That  the  letter  from  general  Walhington  be  referred 
to  a  committee  of  the  whole  Congrefs  : 

Congrefs  then  refolved  itfelf  into  a  committee  of  the  whole  ;

Resolved,  That  three  more  battalions  be  ordered  from  Virginia, 
of  which  that  commanded  by  colonel  Stephen  to  be  one,  to  rein¬ 
force  the  army  at  New-York  : 

That  for  the  fame  purpofe,  two  of  the  North-Garolma  battalions 
be  ordered  to  march,  with  all-poffible  expedition,  to  New-York, 
under  the  command  of  brigadier-general  Moore 

That  it  be  recommended  to  the  affemblies  2nd  conventions  of  the 
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feveral  Fates  to  the  northward  of  Virginia,  immediately  to  fend  all 
the  aid  in  their  power  to  the  army  at  New-York  : 

l  hat  one  ol  the  continental  battalions  in  Rhode-Ifland  be  order- 
ed  immediately  to  march,  to  reinforce  the  army  at  New-York  : 

1  hat  it  be  recommended  to  the  affembly  of  Maflachufetts-Bay, 
to  fend  to  Rhode-Ifland  a  battalion  of  their  militia,  to  Ripply  the 
place  of  the  continental  battalion  ordered  from  thence. 

The  feveral  matters  to  this  day  referred,  being  poflponed, 

Adjourned  to  ten  o’clock  to-morrow. 

Wednesday  September  4,  1776. 

Resohed ,  That  Mr.  J.  Meafe  be  directed  to  pay  the  Virginia 
battalion,  now  on  their  march  to  New-York,  one  month’s  pay,  and 
to  fupply  them  with  fuch  neceffary  clothing  as  they  may  hand  in 
need  of.

Cotigrefs  took  into  confideration  the  report  of  the  board  of  war  ; 
and,  after  fome  time  fpent  thereon, 

Resolved,  That  the  farther  confideration  thereof  be  poflponed 
till  to-morrow. 

The  feveral  matters  to  this  day  referred,  being  poflponed, 

Adjourned  to  ten  o’clock  to-morrow.

I  hat  twenty  dollars  be  given  as  a  bounty  to  each  non-commif- 
fioned  officer  and  private  foldier,  who  fhall  enlift  to  ferve  during 
the  prelent  war,  unlefs  fooner  difcharged  by  Congrefs  : 

1  hat  Congrefs  make  proviiion  for  granting  lands,  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  proportions  :  to  the  officers  and  foldiers  who  fhall  fo  engage  in 
the  fervice,  and  continue  therein  to  the  clofe  of  the  war,  or  until 
difcharged  by  Congrefs,  and  to  the  reprefentatives  of  fuch  officers 
and  foldiers  as  fhall  be  flain  by  the  enemy  : 

Such  lands  to  be  provided  by  the  United  States,  and  whatever 
expenfe  fhall  be  neceffary  to  procure  fuch  land,  the  faid  expenfe 
fliall  be  paid  and  borne  by  the  hates  in  the  fame  proportion  as  the 
other  expenfes  of  the  war,  viz. 

To  a  colonel,  500  acres  ;  to  a  lieutenant-colonel,  450  ;  to  a 
major,  400  ;  to  a  captain,  300  ;  to  a  lieutenant,  200  ;  to  an  enfign, 
150;  each  non-commiffioned  officer  and  foldier,  100. 

That  the  appointment  of  all  officers,  and  filling  up  vacancies, 
(except  general  officers)  be  left  to  the  governments  of  the  feveral 
hates,  and  that  every  hate  provide  arms,  clothing,  and  every  ne¬ 
ceffary  for  its  quota  of  troops,  according  to  the  foregoing  ehimate. 
The  expenfe  of  the  clothing  to  be  deducted  from  the  pay  of  the 
foldiers  as  ufual  : 

That  all  officers  be  commiffioned  by  Congrefs  : 

That  i'c  be  recommended  to  the  feveral  hates,  that  they  take  the 
moh  fpeedy  and  effectual  meafures  for  enlihing  their  feveral  quotas  : 

That  the  money  to  be  given  for  bounties  be  paid  by  the  pay- 
maher  in  the  department  where  the  foldier  fhall  enlih  : 

That  each  foldier  receive  pay  and  fubhhence  from  the  time  of 
enlihment.

Tuesdat,  September  17,  1776. 

A  letter  of  the  23d  of  Auguft,  from  V.  De  Coetery  Prejent, 
was  read,  and  referred  to  the  marine  committee. 

The  date  of  Maryland  having  recommended  Thomas  Beale,  Efq; 
to  be  captain;  Peter  Conter  Hanfon,  flrft-lieutenant ;  James  Lingar, 
fe con d-lieute nan t ,  and  Richard  Dorfey,  third-lieutenant,  in  colonel 
Stevenfon’s  battalion ;  and  Elijah  Evans  to  be  a  third-lieutenant 
in  the  faid  battalion,  in  the  room  of  Elenry  Hardman,  who  has  re- 
ligned, 

Resolved ,  That  they  be  accepted,  and  commiiTxons  granted  to 
them  accordingly. 

The  committee  appointed  to  confer  with  lord  Howe,  agreeable 
to  the  order  of  Congrefs,  brought  in  a  report  in  writing,  which  was 
read  as  follows  : 

“  In  obedience  to  the  orders  of  Congrefs,  we  have  had  a  meet¬ 
ing  with  lord  Ho  we.  It  was  on  W ednefday  lad,  upon  Staten-Ifland, 
oppodte  to  Amboy,  where  his  iorddiip  received  and  entertained  us 
with  the  utmod  politenefs. 

His  lordfhip  opened  the  converfation,  by  acquainting  us,  that, 
though  he  could  not  treat  with  us  as  a  committee  o!  Gongrels,  yet, 
as  his  powers  enabled  him  to  confer  and  confuit  with  any  private 
gentlemen  of  influence  in  the  colonies,  on  the  means  of  reboring 
peace  between  the  two  countries,  he  was  glad  ot  this  opportunity 
of  conferring  with  us  on  that  lubjecb,  if  we  thought  ourfelves  at 
liberty  to  enter  into  a  conference  with  him  in  that  character.  We 
obferved  to  his  iorddiip,  that,  as  our  btviinefs  was  to  hear,  he  might 
conlider  us  in  what  light  he  pleafed,  and  communicate  to  us  any 
propofitions  he  might  be  authorized  to  make  for  the  purpofe  men¬ 
tioned;  but,  that  we  could  conlider  ourfelves  in  no  other  character 
than  that  in  which  we  were  placed,  by  order  of  Congrefs.  His  lord- 
(bip  then  entered  into  a  difeourfe  of  a  confiderable  length,  which 
Contained  no  explicit  proportion  of  peace,  except  one,  namely. 
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that  the  colonies  fhould  return  to  their  allegiance  and  obedience 
the  government  of  Great-Britain.  The  reft  confided  principally  of 
a ITu ranees,  that  there  was  an  exceeding  good  difpofttion  in  the  king 
and  his  minifters  to  make  that  government  eafy  to  us,  with  intima¬ 
tions,  that,  in  cafe  of  our  fubmilfion,  they  would  canfe  the  offen- 
five  adds  of  parliament  to  be  reviled,  and  the  inftrudtions  to  gover¬ 
nors  to  be  re-confidered ;  that  fo,  if  any  juft  caufes  of  complaint 
were  found  in  the  a£ts,  or  any  errors  in  government  were  perceived 

to  have  crept  into  the  inftruclions,  they  might  be  amended  or  with¬ 
drawn. 

We  gave  it  as  our  opinion  to  his  lordfhip,  that  a  return  to  the 
domination  of  Great-Britain  was  not  now  to  be  expected.  We 
mentioned  tne  repeated  humble  petitions  of  the  colonies  to  the  king 
and  parliament,  which  had  been  treated  with  contempt  and  an- 
fwered  only  by  additional  injuries;  the  unexampled  patience  we  had 
fhewn  under  their  tyrannical  government,  and  that  it  was  not  till 
the  late  act  of  parliament  which  denounced  war  againft  us,  and  put 
lis  out  of  the  king’s  protection,  that  we  declared  our  independence  ; 
that  this  declaration  had  been  called  for  by  the  people  of  the  colo¬ 
nies  in  general ;  that  every  colony  had  approved  of  it,  when  made, 
and  all  now  confidered  themlelves  as  independent  ftates,  and  were 
fettling,  or  had  fettled, 'their  governments  accordingly;  fo,  that  it 
was  not  in  the  power  of  Congrefs  to  agree  for  them,  that  they  fhould 
return  to  their  former  dependent  ftate  ;  that  there  was  no  doubt 
of  their  inclination  to  peace,  and  their  willingnefs  to  enter  into  a 
treaty  with  Britain,  that  might  be  advantageous  to  both  countries; 
that,  though  his  lorcUhip  had,  at  prefent,  no  power  to  treat  with 
them  as  independent  ftates,  he  might,  if  there  was  the  fame  good 
difpofttion  in  Britain,  much  fooner  obtain  frefh  powers  from  thence, 
for  that  purpofe,  than  powers  could  be  obtained  by  Congrefs,  from 
the  feveral  colonies,  to  confent  to  a  fubmiffion. 

His  lordfhip  then  faying,  that  he  was  forry  to  find,  that  no  ac¬ 
commodation  was  like  to  take  place,  put  an  end  to  the  conference. 

Upon  the  whole,  it  did  not  appear  to  your  committee,  that  his 
lordfhip’s  commiftion  contained  any  other  authority  than  that  ex- 
preffed  in  the  act  of  parliament,  namely,  that  of  granting  pardons, 
with  fuch  exceptions  as  the  cominiffioners  jfhall  think  proper  to 
make,  and  of  declaring  America,  or  any  part  of  it,  to  be  in  the 
king’s  peace,  upon  iubmiftion  :  For,  as  to  the  power  of  enquiring 
into  the  ftate  of  America,  which  his  lordfhip  mentioned  to  us,  and 
of  conferring  and  confulting  with  any  perfons  the  commiftioners 
might  think  proper,  and  reprefenting  the  refult  of  fuch  converfa- 
tion  to  the  miniftry,  who,  provided  the  colonies  would  fubjeCt  them- 
felves,  might,  after  all,  or  might  not,  at  their  pleafure,  make  any 
alterations  in  the  former  inftnnftidns  to  governors,  or  propole,  in 
parliament,  any  amendment  of  the  a£ts  complained  of,  we  appre¬ 
hended  any  expectation  from  the  effeCt  of  fuch  a  power  would  have 
been  too  uncertain  and  precarious  to  be  relied  on  by  America,  had 
fhe  ftill  continued  in  her  ftate  of  dependence.” 
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Ordered ,  That  the  foregoing  report,  and  alfo  the  meffage  from 
lord  Elowe,  as  delivered  by  general  Sullivan,  and  the  refolution  of 
Congrefs  in  confequence  thereof,  be  publilhed  by  the  committee, 
who  brought  in  the  foregoing  report. 

Ordered ,  That  the  faid  committee  publifh  lord  Drummond’s  let- 
ters  to  general  Wafhington,  and  the  general’s  anfwers. 

Sundry  refolutions  being  moved  and  feconded,  in  addition  to 
thofe  paffed  yefterday,  relative  to  the  new  army  :  After  debate, 

Resolved ,  That  they  be  referred  to  the  board  of  war. 

A  letter  of  the  10th,  from  brigadier-general  Lewis,  was  read; 
alfo,  a  letter  from  James  Forreft  was  read,  and  referred  to  the  board 
of  war.  _ 

Congrefs  took  into  confideration  the  plan  of  treaties  to  be  pro¬ 
posed  to  foreign  nations,  with  the  amendments  agreed  to  by  the 
committee  of  the  whole  ;  and,  the  fame  was  ag'reed  to.

The  committee  for  Indian  affairs  brought  in  a  report,  which  was 
taken  into  confideration  j  whereupon, 

^solved,  That  66  dollars  and  f°ths  be  paid  to  Tacob  Fo-ler, 
oi  the  Montauk  tribe  of  Indians  on  Long-Ifland,  for  his  trouble 
ingoing  to  the  Mohawk  and  Oneida  nations  of  Indians,  and  for  his 
lervices  whilft  he  remained  amongft  them  : 

.  Tha!  fle  commanding  officers'  of  the  feveral  pods,  on  the  fron¬ 
tiers  of  Virginia  and  Pennfylvania,  be  defired  to  give  the  earlieft 
intelligence  they  can  of  every  important  occurrence  they  may  have 
notice  of,  refpeftmg  the  Indians,  to  the  commiffioners,  or,  when 
they  are  not  in  the  way,  to  the  agent  for  Indian  affairs  : 

That  it  be  recommended  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  frontiers  and 
to  the  officers  at  all  the  pods  there,  to  treat  the  Indians,  who  be¬ 
have  peaceably  and  inoffenfively,  with  kindnefs  and  civility,  and 
not  to  fuffer  them  to  be  ill-ufcd  or  infulted  :  J 

That  400  dollars  be  paid  to  the  agent  for  Indian  affairs,  in  the 
middle  department,  for  expenditures,  and  be  accounted  for,  by  him : 

I  hat  the  orders  drawn  by  the  commiffioners  for  Indian  affairs  iii 
the  middle  department,  on  the  committee  for  Indian  affairs,  for 
£.  \  104  :  17  :  7|  Pennfylvania  currency,  and  for  £.  73  ;  o  •  9  of 
like  money,  being  3141  dollars  and  |»ths,  the  colt  of  fundry  mer¬ 
chandize  bought  by  the  agent  for  the  Indians;  the  former  payable 
to  James  Heron,  and  the  other  to  James  Heron  and  James  Bavard^ 
be  accepted,  and  that  the  money  be  paid  by  the  treafurer  of  the  Uni- 
ted  States  : 

I  hat  a  talk  be  delivered  to  the  chiefs  and  warriors  of  the  Shaw- 
nnefe  Indians,  now  in  Philadelphia,  to  be  communicated  by  them 
to  their  nation,  in  thefe  words  :  } 

The  United  States  of  America ,  to  their  Brethren,  the  Chiefs  and 

Warriors  of  the  Shawanefe  Nation . 

“  We  have  heard  from  you  by  Mr.  Morgan,  our  agent,  and  are 
much  pleafed  with  your  reception  of  him  into  your  towns,  and  with 
youi  anfwers  to  our  meHagcs  by  him.  We  expedl  that  you  and  our 
commiffioners  will  Ihortly  meet  in  council  at  Pittfburgh,  when  we 
hope  our  old  friend/hip  will  be  renewed,  and  fucb  a  peace  eftablilM 
cd  between  us,  as  will  laft  for  ever. 

“  Our  young  brothers,  Wenthifficia  and  Pellawa,  have  vifited 
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their  white  brethren  here  in  company  with  Mr.  Morgan.  They  can 
tell  you,  that  we  keep  our  roads  clear  of  thorns  and  briars,  and 
open  for  all  our  Indian  brethren,  who  think  proper  to  vifit  us.  We 
fhall  always  be  pleafed  to  fee  our  brothers,  the  Shawanefe,  and  our 
brothers  of  every  other  Indian  nation.  We  wilh  to  fee  fome  of  their 
wife  men  at  our  great  council-lire,  which  we  preierve  bright  and 
clear  for  all  nations.” 

As  it  may  be  a  means  of  conciliating  the  friendfhip  of  the  Cana¬ 
dian  Indians,  or,  at  leaf!,  of  preventing  hoftilities  from  them,  in 
fome  meafure,  to  affift  the  prefident  of  Dartmouth  college,  in  New- 
Hampfhire,  in  maintaining  their  youth,  who  are  now  there,  under 
his  tuition,  and  whom  the  revenues  of  the  college  are  not,  at  this 
time,  fufficient  to  fupport  ;  that,  for  this  pnrpofe,  500  dollars  be 
paid  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Eleazer  Wheelock,  prefident  of  the  faid  college. 

Resolved ,  That  the  adjutants  of  regiments,  in  the  continental 
army,  be  allowed  the  pay  and  rations  of  captains,  and  have  the  rank 
of  firfl-lieutenants. 

Congrefs  refumed  the  confideration  of  the  articles  of  war  ;  and, 
after  fome  time,  the  farther  confideration  thereof  was  pofcponed. 

Ordered ,  That  the  fecret  committee  fupply  the  (late  of  New-Jer- 
fey  with  one  ton  of  powder  ;  the  faid  (late  to  be  accountable.

Adjourned  to  ten  o’clock  to-morrow. 

Fridat ,  September  20,  1776. 

A  letter,  of  the  18th,  from  general  Wafnington,  and  one,  of  the 
13th,  from  the  general  affembly  of  Maffachufetts-Bay,  enclofmg 
fun  dry  papers,  were  read. 

Ordered ,  That  the  letter  from  the  affembly  of  Maffachufetts-Bay, 
be  referred  to  the  marine  committee. 

In  order  to  prevent  the  officers  and  foldiers,  who  f hall  be  enti¬ 
tled  to  the  lands,  hereafter  to  be  granted  by  the  refolution  of  Con¬ 
grefs  of  the  16th,  from  difpofing  of  the  fame,  during  the  war, 

Resolved ,  That  Congrefs  will  not  grant  lands  to  any  perfon  or 
perfons,  claiming  under  the  affignment  of  an  officer  or  foldier. 

Ordered ,  that  the  medical  committee  forward  300  lb.  of  Peru¬ 
vian  bark  to  the  fou them  department,  for  the  ufe  of  the  troops 
there. 

Congrefs  refumed  the  confideration  of  the  articles  of  war,  which, 
being  debated  by  paragraphs,  were  agreed  to,  as  follows  : 

Resolved ,  That  from  and  after  the  publication  of  the  following 
articles,  in  the  refpedfive  armies  of  the  United  States,  the  rules 
and  articles  by  which  the  faid  armies  have  heretofore  been  govern¬ 
ed,  fhall  be,  and  they  are,  hereby  repealed. 

SECTION  I. 

Art .  1.  That  every  officer  who  (hall  be  retained  in  the  army  of 
the  United  States,  fhall,  at  the  time  of  his  acceptance  of  his  com- 
miffion,  fubfcribe  thefe  rules  and  regulations. 

Art.  2.  It  is  earneflly  recommended  to  all  officers  and  foldiers 
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diligently  to  attend  divine  fervice  :  And  all  officers  and  foldiers  wh? 
ffiall  behave  indecently,  or  irreverently,  at  any  place  of  divine  wor 
{hip,  (hall,  if  commiffioned  officers,  be  brought  before  a  genera 
court-martial,  there  to  be  publicly  and  feverely  reprimanded  by  th< 
prefident  ;  if  non-commiffioned  officers  or  foldiers,  every  perfoi 
lo  offending  ffiall,  for  his  fir  ft  offence,  forfeit  J-th  of  a  dollar,  to  b< 
deduced  out  of  his  next  pay  ;  for  the  fecond  offence,  he  {hall  no 
only  forfeit  a  like  a  fum,  but  be  confined  for  twenty-four  hours  ;  and 
for  every  like  offence,  fliail  fuffer  and  pay  in  like  manner  ;  whicl 
money,  fo  forfeited,  fliail  be  applied  to  the  ufe  of  the  fick  foldiers  o 
the  troop  or  company  to  which  the  offender  belongs. 

Art .  3.  Whatfoever  non-commiffioned  officer  or  foldier  fliail  uf 
anyprophane  oath  or  execration,  fliail  incur  the  penalties  expreffe< 
in  the  foregoing  article  ;  and  if  a  commiffioned  officer  be  thu 
guilty  of  prophane  curling  or  fwearing,  he  fliail  forfeit  and  pay,  fo 
each  and  every  fuch  offence,  two-thirds  of  a  dollar. 

Art .  4.  Every  chaplain  who  is  commiffioned  to  a  regiment,  com 
pany,  trooop  or  garrifon,  and  fliail  abfent  himfelf  from  the  faid  re 
giment,  company,  troop  or  garrifon,  (excepting  in  cafe  of  ficknef 
or  leave  of  abfence)  fliail  be  brought  to  a  court-martial,  and  b< 
lined  not  exceeding  one  month’s  pay,  befides  the  lofs  of  his  pay  dur 
ing  his  abfence,  or  be  difcharged,  as  the  faid  court-martial  fiial 
judge  m oft  proper. 

SECTION  II. 

Art,  1.  Whatfoever  officer  or  foldier  fliail  prefume  to  ufe  trai 
terous  or  difrefpedtful  words  againft  the  authority  of  the  Unitec 
States  in  Congrefs  affembled,  or  the  legiflature  of  any  of  the  Unitec 
States  in  which  he  may  be  quartered,  if  a  commiffioned  officer,  In 
{hall  be  cafliiered  ;  if  a  non-commiffioned  officer  or  foldier,  he  ftial 
fuffer  fuch  punifliment  as  fliail  be  inffidted  upon  him  by  the  fentenc< 
of  a  court-martial. 

Art .  2.  Any  officer  or  foldier  who  fliail  behave  himfelf  with  con 
tempt  or  difrefpedt  towards  the  general,  or  other  commander  ii 
chief  of  the  forces  of  the  United  States,  or  fliail  fpeak  words  ten< 
ding  to  his  hurt  or  diflionour,  ffiall  be  punillied  according  to  the  na¬ 
ture  of  his  offence,  by  the  judgment  of  a  court-martial. 

Art .  3.  Any  officer  or  foldier  who  fliail  begin,  excite,  caufe  oi 
join  in  any  mutiny  or  fedition,  in  the  troop,  company  or  regimeni 
to  which  he  belongs,  or  in  any  other  troop  or  company,  in  the  fer¬ 
vice  of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  part,  poft,  detachment,  oi 
guard,  on  any  pretence  whatfoever,  ffiall  fuffer  death,  or  fuch  othei 
punifliment,  as  by  a  court-martial,  fliail  be  inflidted. 

Art .  4.  Any  officer,  non-commiffioned  officer  or  foldier,  who, 
being  prefent  at  any  mutiny  or  fedition,  does  not  ufe  his  utmoft  en¬ 
deavour  to  fupprefs  the  fame,  or  coming  to  the  knowledge  of  any 
intended  mutiny,  does  not,  without  delay,  give  information  thereof 
to  his  commanding  officer,  fliail  be  punillied  by  a  court-martial 
with  death,  or  othenvife,  according  to  the  nature  ot  the  offence. 

Art.  5.  Any  officer  or  foldier  who  fliail  ftrike  his  fuperior  offi- 
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ccr,  or  draw,  or  fhall  lift  up  any  weapon,  or  offer  any  violence 
ao-ainft  him,  being  in  the  execution  of  his  office,  on  any  pretence 
whatfoever,  or  fhall  difobey  any  lawful  command  of  his  fupenor 
officer,  fhall  fuffer  death,  or  fuch  other  pumfhment  as  fhall,  accor¬ 
ding  to  the  nature  of  his  offence,  be  inflided  upon  him  by  the  fen- 
tence  of  a  court-martial. 

SECTION  HI. 

Art  1.  Every  non-commiffioned  officer  and  foldier,  who  fhall 
enlift  himfelf  in  the  fervice  of  the  United  States,  {hall,  at  the  time 
of  his  fo  enlifting,  or  within  fix  days  afterwards,  have  the  articles 
for  the  government  of  the  forces  oi  the  United  States  read  to  him, 
and  fhall,  by  the  officer  who  enlifted  him,  or  by  the  commanding 
officer  of  the  troop  or  company  into  which  he  was  enlifted,  be  taken 
before  the  next  juftice  oi  the  peace,  or  chief-magifti  ate  of  an\ 
city  or  town-corporate,  not  being  an  officer  of  the  army,  oi,  wheie 
recourfe  cannot  be  had  to  the  civil-magiftrate,  befoie  the  judge  ad¬ 
vocate,  and,  in  his  prefence,  fhall  take  the  following  oath,  or  affir¬ 
mation,  if  confcienciouily  fcrupulous  about  taking  an  oath  : 

I  fwear  or  affirm  [as  the  caie  may  bed  be  true  to  the  United 
States  of  America,  and  to  ferve  them  honeftty  and  faithfully  againfl 
all  their  enemies  or  oppofers  whatfoever  ;  and  to  oofei  ve  and  obey 
the  orders  of  the  continental  Gongrefs,  aud  the  oideis  of  the  gene¬ 
rals  and  officers  fet  over  me  by  them. 

Which  juftice  or  magiftrate  is  to  give  the  officer  a  certificate, 
fignifying  that  the  man  enlifted,  did  take  the  faid  oath  or  affirmation. 

Art .  2.  After  a  non-commiffioned  officer  or  foldier  {hall  have 
been  duly  enlifted  and  fworn,  he  fhall  not  be  difmiffed  the  fervice 
without  a  difcharge  m  writing  \  and  no  difcharg'e,  gi  anted  to  him, 
fhall  be  allowed  of  as  fufficient,  which  is  not  figned  by  a  field-offi¬ 
cer  of  the  regiment  into  which  he  was  enlifted,  or  commanding 
officer,  where  no  field-officer  of  the  regiment  is  in  the  fame  ftate. 

SECTION  IV. 

Art .  1.  Every  officer  commanding  a  regiment,  troop  or  compa¬ 
ny,  fhall,  upon  the  notice  given  to  him  by  the  commiffary  of  muf- 
ters,  or  from  one  of  his  deputies,  affemble  the  regiment,  troop  or 
company,  under  his  command,  in  the  next  convenient  place  for  their 
being  muftered. 

Art.  2.  Every  colonel,  or  other  field-officer  commanding  the 
regiment,  troop  or  company,  and  acfually  reftding  with  it,  may 
give  furloughs  to  non-commiffioned  officers  and  ioldiers,  in  fuch 
numbers,  and  for  fo  long  a  time,  as  he  fhall  judge  to  be  moft  conftf- 
tent  with  the  good  of  the  fervice  ;  but,  no  non-commiffioned  officer 
or  foldier  fhall,  by  leave  of  his  captain,  or  inferior  officer  command¬ 
ing  the  troop  or  company  (his  field-officer  not  being  prefent)  be 
abfent  above  twenty  days  in  fix  months,  nor  fhall  more  than  two. 
private  men  be  abfent  at  the  fame  time  from  their  troop  or  com¬ 
pany,  excepting  fome  extraordinary  occafton  fhall  require  it,  of 
which  occafton  the  field-officer,  prefent  with,  and  commanding  the 
regiment,  is  to  be  the  judge. 
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Art*  3.  At  every  mufter,  the  commanding  officer  of  each  re  ffi, 
ment’  troop  or  company,  there  prefent,  fhall  give  to  the  commiffary 
certificates  ligned  by  himielt,  fignifying  how  long  fuch  officers 
wno  fhall  not  appear  at  the  laid  m after,  have  been  abfent,  and  th< 
real  on  ol  their  ablence  ;  in  like  manner,  the  commanding  officer  o: 
e,vtiy  V'00P  or  c°mpany  Ida  all  give  certificates,  fignifying  the  rea- 
Ions  or  the  ablence  of  the  non-commiftioned  officers  and  private 
lolcueis  ;  which  realons,  and  time  of  ablence,  fhall  be  inferted  ir 
the  mufter-rolls  oppofite  to  the  names  ol  the  refpedtive  abfent  offi¬ 
cers  and  fioldiers  :  The  faid  certificates  fhall,  together  with  the 
mnftei -rolls,  be  remitted  by  the  commiffary  to  the  Congrefs,  a: 
fpcedily  as  the  diftance  of  place  will  admit. 

Art.  4.  Every  officer  who  fhall  be  conviaed  before  a  genera: 
court-martial  of  having  figned  a  falfe  certificate,  relating  to  the 
ablence  ol  either  officer  or  private  foldier,  fhall  be  cafhiered. 

Art.  5.  Every  officer  who  fhall  knowingly  make  a  falfe  muftei 
of  man  or  horfe,  and  every  officer  or  commiffary  who  fhall  willingly 
lign,  direct,  or  allow  the  ligning  ol  the  mufter-rolls,  wherein  fuel 
lake  niufter  is  contained,  fhall,  upon  proof  made  thereof  by  twe 
witneffes,  before  a  general  court-martial,  be  cafhiered,  and  fhall  be 
thereby  utterly  dilabled  to  have  or  hold  any  office  or  employment 
in  the  lervice  of  the  United  States. 


Art.  6.  Any  commiffary  who  fhall  be  convicted  of  having  taken 
money,  or  any  other  thing,  by  way  of  gratification  on  the  muftering 
any  regiment,  troop  or  company,  or  on  the  ligning  the  mufter-rolls, 
fhall  be  difplaced  from  his  office,  and  fhall  be  thereby  utterly  difa- 
bled  to  have  or  hold  any  office  or  employment  under  the  United 
States. 

Art.  7.  Any  officer  who  fhall  prefume  to  mufter  any  perfon  as 
a  foldier,  who  is,  at  other  times,  accuftomed  to  wear  a  livery,  or 
who  does  not  actually  do  this  duty  as  a  foldier,  fhall  be  deemed 
uilty  of  having  made  a  falfe  mufter,  and  fhall  fuffer  accordingly. 

SECTION  V.

Art.  1.  Every  officer  who  Iliall  knowingly  make  a  falfe  return 
to  the  Congrefs,  or  any  committee  thereof,  to  the  commander  in 
chief  of  the  forces  of  the  United  States,  or  to  any  his  fuperior  offi¬ 
cer  authorized  to  call  for  fuch  returns,  of  the  ftate  of  the  regiment, 
troop  or  company,  or  garrifon,  under  his  command,  or  of  arms, 
ammunition,  clothing,  or  other  ftores  thereunto  belonging,  fhall, 
by  a  court-martial,  be  cafhiered. 

Art .  2.  The  commanding  officer  of  every  regiment,  troop  or 
independent  company,  or  garrifon  of  the  United  States,  fhall,  in 
the  beginning  of  every  month,  remit  to  the  commander  in  chief  of 
the  American  forces  and  to  the  Congrefs,  an  exaft  return  of  the 
ftate  of  the  regiment,  troop,  independent  company,  or  garrifon 
under  his  command,  fpecifying  the  names  of  the  officers  not  then 
re  hiding  at  their  pofts,  and  the  reafon  for,  and  time  of,  their  ab- 
ftnee  :  Whoever  fhall  be  conviffied  of  having,  through  neglect  or 
defign,  omitted  the  lending  fuch  returns,  fftall  be  punifhed  accor- 
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ding  to  the  nature  of  his  crime,  by  the  judgment  of  a  general 
court-martial. 

SECTION  VI. 

Art.  1.  All  officers  and  foldiers,  who  having  received  pay,  or 
havmcr  heen  duly  enlifted  in  the  lervice  of  the  United  States,  fhall 
he  convibled  of  having  deferted  the  lame,  lhall  luffei  cieath,  01  fuch 
other  puniffiment  as,  by  a  court-martial,  fhallbe  inflicted. 

Art.  2.  Any  non-commiffioned  officer  or  foldier,  who  fhall, 
without  leave  from  his  commanding  officer,  abfent  himfelf  110m  his 
troop  or  company,  or  from  any  detachment  with  which  he  hiall  be 
commanded,  lhall,  upon  being  convicted  thereof,  be  pumfhed,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  nature  of  his  offence,  at  the  difcretion  of  a  couit-mar- 
tial. 

Art.  3.  No  non-commiffioned  officer  or  foldier  fhall  enlift  him¬ 
felf  in  any  other  regiment,  troop  or  company,  without  a  regular 
difcharge  from  the  regiment,  troop  or  company,  in  which  he  laft 
ferved,  on  the  penalty  of  being  reputed  a  deferter,  and  buffering 
accordingly:  And  in  cafe  any  officer  fhall,  knowingly,  receive  and 
entertain  fuch  non-commiffioned  officer  or  foldier,  or  lhall  not,  af¬ 
ter  his  being'  difcovered  to  be  a  deferter,  immediately  confine  him, 
and  g'ive  notice  thereof  to  the  corps  in  which  he  lalf  ferved,  he,  the 
faid  officer  fo  offending,  fhall,  by  a  court-martial,  be  cafhiered. 

Art.  4.  Whatfoever  officer  or  foldier  fhall  be  convibfed  of  hav¬ 
ing  advifed  or  perfuaded  any  other  officer  or  foldier  to  defert  the 
fervice  of  the  United  States,  fhall  fuffer  fuch  puniffiment  as  lhall 
be  inflibted  upon  him  by  the  fentence  of  a  court-martial. 

SECTION  VII. 

Art.  1 .  No  officer  or  foldier  fhall  ufe  any  reproachful  or  provok¬ 
ing  fpeeches  or  geflures  to  another,  upon  pain,  iffian  officer,  of  be¬ 
ing  put  in  arreft  ;  if  a  foldier,  imprifoned,  and  of  afking  pardon  of 
the  party  offended,  in  the  prefence  of  his  commanding  officer. 

Art.  2.  No  officer  or  foldier  fhall  prefume  to  fend  a  challenge  to 
any  other  officer  or  foldier,  to  fight  a  duel,  upon  pain,  if  a  commif- 
fioned  officer,  of  being  cafhiered,  if  a  non-commiffioned  officer  or 
foldier,  of  buffering  corporal  puniffiment,  at  the  difcretion  of  a  court- 
martial. 

Art.  3.  If  any  commiffioned  or  non-commiffioned  officer  com¬ 
manding  a  guard,  lhall,  knowingly  and  willingly,  fuffer  any  perfon 
whatfoever  to  go  forth  to  fight  a  duel,  he  fhall  be  puniffied  as  a  chal¬ 
lenger:  And  likewife  all  feconds,  promoters,  and  carriers  of  chal¬ 
lenges,  in  order  to  duels,  fhall  be  deemed  as  principals,  and  be  pu¬ 
niffied  accordingly. 

Art.  4.  All  officers,  of  what  condition  foever,  have  power  to  part 
and  quell  all  quarrels,  frays,  and  diforders,  though  the  perfons  con¬ 
cerned  ffiould  belong  to  another  regiment,  troop  or  company;  and 
either  to  order  officers  into  arreft  or  non-commiffioned  officers  or 
foldiers  to  prifon,  till  their  proper  fuperior  officers  lhall  be  acquain¬ 
ted  therewith ;  andwhofoever  fhall  refufeto  obeyfuch  officer  (though. 
Vol.  II.  Y  2 
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of  an  inferior  rank)  or  (hall  draw  his  fword  upon  him,  {hall  be  mu 
liiflied  at  the  discretion  of  a  general  court-martial. 

Art.  5.  Whatfoever  officer  or  foldier  {hall  upbraid  another  for 
refuting  a  challenge,  {hall  himfelf  be  puniffied  as  a  challenger;  and 
aH.  ^dicers  and  Soldiers  are  hereby  discharged  of  any  difgrace,  or 
opinion  ot  disadvantage,  which  might  arife  from  their  having  re- 
l  ii led  to  accept  of  challenges,  as  they  will  only  have  adted  in  obe- 
c  ience  to  the  orders  of  Congrefs,  and  done  their  duty  as  good  Sol¬ 
diers,  who  fubject  themfelves  to  discipline. 

SECTION  VIII. 

Art.  1.  No  futtler  {hall  be  permitted  to  fell  any  kind  of  liquors 
oi  \ietuals,  oi  to  keep  their  houfes  or  {hops  open,  for  the  entertain¬ 
ment  of  ioldiers,  after  nine  at  night,  or  before  the  beating  of  the 
reveilles,  oi*  upon  Sundays,  during  divine  lervice,  or  Sermon,  on 
the  penalty  of  being  difmiffed  from  all  future  futtling. 

Art.  12.  All  officers,  Soldiers  and  futtlers,  {hall  have  full  liberty 
to  bi  mg  into  any  of  the  forts  or  garrifons  of  the  United  American 
States,  any  quantity  or  fpecies  of  provifions,  eatable  or  drinkable, 
except  where  any  contract  or  contrafts  are,  or  {hall  be  entered  into 
by  Congrefs,  or  by  their  order,  for  furniffiing  Such  provifions,  and 
with  refpedt  only  to  the  fpecies  of  provifions  So  contracted  for. 

Art.  3.  All  officers,  commanding  in  the  forts,  barracks,  or  gar¬ 
rifons  of  the  United  States,  are  hereby  required  to  fee,  that  the  per¬ 
ilous  permitted  to  futtle  fhall  Supply  the  Soldiers  with  good  and 
wholefome  provifions  at  the  market  price,  as  they  Shall  be  anfwer- 
able  for  their  negledt. 

Art.  4.  No  officers,  commanding  in  any  of  the  garrifons,  forts, 
or  barracks  of  the  United  States,  fhall  either  themfelves  exad  ex¬ 
orbitant  prices  for  houfes  or  {falls  let  out  to  futtlers,  or  {hall  connive 
at  the  like  exactions  in  others;  nor,  by  their  own  authority  and  for 
their  private  advantage,  {hall  they  lay  any  duty  or  impofition  upon, 
or  be  interefted  in  the  lale  of  fuch  victuals,  liquors  or  other  necef- 
faries  of  life,  which  are  brought  into  the  garrifon,  fort,  or  barracks, 
for  the  ufe  of  the  Soldiers,  on  the  penalty  of  being  difcharged  from 
the  fervice. 

SECTION  IX, 

Art.  1.  Every  officer  commanding  in  quarters,  garrifons,  or  on 
a  march,  fhall  keep  good  order,  and,  to  the  utmoft  of  his  power,  re- 
drefs  all  fuch  abufes  or  diforders  which  may  be  committed  by  any 
officer  or  foldier  under  his  command;  if,  upon  complaint  made  to 
him  of  officers  or  Soldiers  beating,  or  otherwife  ill-treating  any  per- 
fon  ;  of  difturbing  fairs  or  markets,  or  of  committing  any  kind  of 
riots  to  the  dilquieting  of  the  good  people  of  the  United  States  ;  he 
the  Said  commander,  who  fhall  refufe  or  omit  to  fee  juftice  done  oil 
the  offender  or  offenders,  and  reparation  made  to  the  party  or  par¬ 
ties  injured,  as  far  as.  part  of  the  offender’s  pay  fhall  enable  him  or 
them,  fhall,  upon  proof  thereof,  be  puniffied,  by  a  general  court- 
martial,  as  if  he,  himfelf,  had  committed  the  crimes  or  diforders 
complained  of. 
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SECTION  X. 

Art  1  Whenever  any  officer  or  foldier  Dial]  be  accufed  of  a  ca- 
pital  crime,  or  of  having7  ufed  violence,  or  ..mmtaecl  .ny  offence 
againft  the  perfons  or  property  of  the  good  people  of  any  ot  the 
United  American  States,  fuch  as  is  puniffiable  by  the  known  laws 
of  the  land,  the  commanding  officer  and  officers  of  every  regiment, 
troop,  or  party,  to  which  the  perfon  or  perfons  fo  accufed  fliall  be- 
Iona',  are  hereby  required,  upon  application  duly  made  by  or  m  be¬ 
half  of  the  party  or  parties  injured,  to  ufe  his  utmoft  endeavours  to 
deliver  over  fuch  accufed  perfon  or  perfons  to  the  civil  magistrate  ; 
and  likewife  to  be  aiding  and  affifting  to  the  officers  of  juftice  m  ap¬ 
prehending  and  fecuring  the  perfon  or  perfons  lo  accufed,  m  order 
to  bring  them  to  a  trial.  If  any  commanding  officer  or  officers  fliall 
-wilfully  negleft  or  fliall  refufe,  upon  the  application  aforeiaid,  to 
deliver  over  fuch  accufed  perfon  or  perfons  to  the  civil  magiftrates, 
or  to  be  aiding  and  affifting  to  the  officers  of  juftice  in  apprehending 
fuch  perfon  or  perfons,  the  officer  or  officers  fo  offending  fliall  be 

calhiered. 

Art.  2.  No  officer  fliall  protect  any  perfon  from  his  creditors  on 
the  pretence  of  his  being  a  foldier,  nor  any  non-commiffioned  offi¬ 
cer  or  foldier  who  does  not  aaually  do  ad  duties  as  inch,  and  no  Hi¬ 
ther  than  is  allowed  by  a  refolution  of  Congrefs,  bearing  date  the 
26th  day  of  December,  1775  :  Any  officer  offending  herein,  being 
convicted  thereof  before  a  court-martial,  fliall  be  cafhiei ed. 

S  E  G  T  I  O  N  XI. 

Art.  1.  If  any  officer  fliall  think  himfelf  to  be  wronged  by  his 
colonel  or  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment,  and  mall  upon 
due  application  made  to  him,  be  refufed  to  be  ledieffed,  lie  may  com¬ 
plain  to  the  general,  commanding  in  chief  the  forces  of  the  United 
States,  in  order  to  obtain  juftice,  who  is  hereby  required  to  examine 
into  the  faid  complaint,  and  either  by  himfelf  or  the  board  oi  war, 
to  make  report  to  Congrefs  thereupon,  m  oidei  to  icceive  fuitftei 

directions. 

Art.  2.  If  any  inferior  officer  or  foldier  fliall  think  himfelf 
wronged  by  his  captain,  or  other  officer  commanding  the  troop  or 
company  to  which  he  belongs,  he  is  to  complain  thereof  to  the  com¬ 
manding  officer  of  the  regiment,  who  is  hereby  required  to  fummon 
a  regimental  court-martial,  for  the  doing  juftice  to  the  complai¬ 
nant  ;  from  which  regimental  court-martial  either  party  may,  if  lie 
thinks  himfelf  ftill  aggrieved,  appeal  to  a  general  court-martial  : 
But  if,  upon  a  fecond  hearing,  the  appeal  fliall  appear  to  be  vexa¬ 
tious  and  groundlefs,  the  perfon  fo  appealing  fliall  be  puniflied  at  the 
diferetion  of  the  faid  general  court-martial. 

SECTION  XII. 

Art.  1.  Whatfoever  commiffioned  officer,  ftore-keeper,  or  com- 
miftary,  fliall  be  convicted  at  a  general  court-martial  of  having  fold 
(without  a  proper  order  for  that  purpofe)  embezzled,  mifapplied,  or 
wilfully,  or  through  negledt,  fuffered  any  of  the  proviftons,  forage, 
arms,  clothing,  ammunition,  or  other  military  {lores  belonging  to 
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tne  United  States,  to  be  fpoiled  or  damaged,  the  faid  officer  ftore<B 

keeper,  or  com  miffary  fo  offending,  jfhall,  at  his  own  charge  ’  make 

§'°rocl.  lo^s  01  damage,  fhall  moreover  forfeit  all  his  pay  and  be 
dilmifled  from  the  fervice. 

Art.  2.  Whatfoever  non-commiffioned  officer  or  foldier  (hall  be 
convidted  at  a  regimental  court-martial  of  having  fold,  or  defign- 
edly,  or  through  negleff,  wafted  the  ammunition  delivered  out\o 
him  to  be  employed  in  the  fervice  of  the  United  States,  fhall,  if  a 
non-commiffioned  officer,  be  reduced  to  a  private  centinel,  and  fhall 
jelicles  luffer  corporal  puniftiment,  in  the  fame  manner  as  a  private 
centinel  fo  offending,  at  the  difcretion  of  a  regimental  court-martial. 

Art.  3.  Every  non-commiffioned  officer  or  foldier  who  fhall  be 
convibted  at  a  court-martial  of  having  fold,  loft  or  fpoiled,  through 
neglect,  his  horfe,  arras,  clothes  or  accoutrements,  {hall  undergo 
fuch  weekly  ftoppages  (not  exceeding  the  half  of  his  pay)  as  a  court- 
martial  fhall  judge  fufficient  for  repairing  the  lofs  or  damage;  and 
inail  fan ci  impriionment,  or  fuch  other  corporal  punifhment  as  his 
crime  {hall  deferve. 

Art..  4.  Every  officer  who  fhall  be  convicted  at  a  court-martial 
of  having  embezzled  or  mifapplied  any  money  with  which  he  may 
ha.\  e  been  cnu  lifted  101  the  payment  of  the  men  under  his  command, 
or  for  enlifting  men  into  the  fervice,  if  a  commiffioned  officer,  fhall 
be  cafhiered  and  compelled  to  refund  the  money,  if  a  non-commif¬ 
fioned  officer,  fhall  be  reduced  to  ferve  in  the  ranks  as  a  private  fcl- 
clier,  be  put  under  ftoppages  until  the  money  be  made  good,  and 
fuffer  fuch  corporal  puniftiment  (not  extending  to  life  or  limb)  as 
the  court-martial  fhall  think  ft. 

Art.  5.  Every  captain  of  a  troop  or  company,  is  charged  with 
the  arms,  accoutrements,  ammunition,  clothing  or  other  war-like 
ftores  belonging  to  the  troop  or  company  under  his  command,  which 
lie  is  to  be  accountable  for  to  his  colonel,  in  cafe  of  their  being 
loft,  fpoiled  or  damaged,  not  by  unavoidable  accidents,  or  on  ac¬ 
tual  fervice. 

SECTION  XIII. 

Art.  1.  All  non-commiffionecl  officers  and  foldiers,  who  fhall  be 
found  one  mile  from  the  camp,  without  leave,  in  writing,  from  their 
commanding  officer,  fhall  fuffer  fuch  puniftiment  as  fhall  be  inflic¬ 
ted  upon  them  by  the  fentence  of  a  court-martial. 

Art.  2.  No  officer  or  foldier  fhall  lie  out  of  his  quarters,  garrifon 
or  camp,  without  leave  from  his  fuperior  officer,  upon  penalty  of 
being  punifhed,  according  to  the  nature  of  his  offence,  by  the  fen¬ 
tence  of  a  court-martial. 

Art.  3.  Every  non-commiffioned  officer  and  foldier  fhall  retire 
to  his  quarters  or  tent  at  the  beating  of  the  retreat;  in  default  of 
which,  he  fhall  be  punifhed,  according  to  the  nature  of  his  offence, 
by  the  commanding  officer. 

Art.  4.  No  officer,  non-commiffioned  officer,  or  foldier,  fhall  fail 
of  repairing,  at  the  time  fixed,  to  the  place  of  parade  or  exercife, 
pr  other  rendezvous  appointed  by  his  commanding  officer,  if  not 
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prevented  by  ficknefs,  or  fome  other  evident  neceffity;  or  fhall  go 
from  the  faid  place  of  rendezvous,  or  from  his  guard,  without  leave 
from  his  commanding  officer,  before  he  lhall  be  regularly  difmiffed 
or  relieved,  on  the  penalty  of  being  punilhed  according  to  the  na¬ 
ture  of  his  offence,  by  the  fentence  of  a  court-martial. 

Art.  5.  Whatever  commiffioned  officer  fliall  be  found  drunk  on 
his  guard,  party,  or  other  duty  under  arms,  fliall  be  cafliiered  for  it; 
any  non-commiffioned  officer  or  foldier  fo  offending,  fhall  fuffer 
fuch  corporal  punifhment  as  fliall  be  inflidled  by  the  fentence  of  a 
court-martial. 

Art,  6.  Whatever  centinel  fhall  be  found  fleeping  upon  his  poll, 
or  fhall  leave  it  before  he  fliall  be  regularly  relieved,  fhall  fuller 
death,  or  fuch  other  punifhment  as  fliall  be  inflicted  by  the  fentence 
of  a  court-martial. 

Art.  7.  No  foldier  belonging  to  any  regiment,  troop  or  company, 
fliall  hire  another  to  do  his  duty  for  him,  or  be  excufed  from  duty, 
but  in  cafe  of  ficknefs,  difability  or  leave  of  abfence  ;  and  every  fuch 
foldier  found  guilty  of  hiring  his  duty,  as  alfo  the  party  fo  hired  to 
do  another’s  duty,  fliall  be  punilhed  at  the  next  regimental  court- 
martial. 

Art.  8.  And  every  non-commiffioned  officer  conniving  at  fuch 
hiring  of  duty  as  aforefaid,  fliall  be  reduced  for  it;  and  every  coin- 
miffioned  officer,  knowing  and  allowing  of  fuch  ill-pradtices  in  the 
fervice,  fliall  be  puniflied  by  the  judgment  of  a  general  court-martial* 

Art.  9.  Any  perfon,  belonging  to  the  forces  employed  in  the 
fervice  of  the  United  States,  who,  by  difeharging  of  fire-arms, 
drawing  of  fwords,  beating  of  drums,  or  by  any  other  means  what- 
foever,  fliall  occafion  falfe  alarms  in  camp,  garrifon,  or  quarters, 
fliall  fuffer  death,  or  fuch  other  pun ifhment  as  fliall  be  ordered  by 
the  fentence  of  a  general  court-martial. 

Art.  10.  Any  officer  or  foldier  who  fliall,  without  urgent  necef- 
fity,  or  without  the  leave  of  his  fuperior  officer,  quit  his  platoon  or 
divifion,  fliall  be  puniflied,  according  to  the  nature  of  his  offence, 
by  the  fentence  of  a  court-martial. 

Art.  11.  No  officer  or  foldier  fliall  do  violence  to  any  perfon 
who  brings  provifions,  or  other  neceffaries  to  the  camp,  garrifon  or 
quarters  of  the  forces  of  the  United  States  employed  in  parts  out 
of  faid  ffates,  on  pain  of  death,  or  fuch  other  punifhment  as  a  court- 
martial  fliall  direft. 

Art.  12.  Whatfoever  officer  or  foldier  fliall  mifbehave  himfelf 
before  the  enemy,  or  fhamefully  abandon  any  poll  committed  to  his 
charge,  or  fhall  fpeak  words  inducing  others  to  do  the  like,  fliall  fuf¬ 
fer  death. 

Art.  13.  Whatfoever  officer  or  foldier  fliall  mifbehave  himfelf 
before  the  enemy,  and  run  away,  or  fhamefully  abandon  any  fort, 
port,  or  guard,  which  he  or  they  fliall  be  commanded  to  defend,  or 
fpeak  words  inducing  others  to  do  the  like  ;  or  who,  after  vidfory, 
fhall  quit  his  commanding  officer,  or  poft,  to  plunder  and  pillage: 
Every  fuch  offender,  being  duly  convicted  thereof,  (hall  be  reputed 
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adifobeyer  of  military  orders;  and  Jlaall  fuffer  death,  or  fuch  other 
punilhment,  as,  by  a  general  court-martial,  fliall  be  inflicted  on  him. 

Art.  14.  Any  perfon,  belonging  to  the  forces  of  the  United 
States,  who  fhall  cab  away  his  arms  and  ammunition,  fhall  fuffer 
death,  or  fuch  other  punifhment  as  flaall  be  ordered  by  the  fentence 
of  a  general  court-martial. 

Art.  15.  Any  perfon,  belonging  to.  the  forces  of  the  United 
States,  who  fliall  make  known  the  watch-word  to  any  perfon  who  is 
not  entitled  to  receive  it  according  to  the  rules  and  difcipline  of 
war,  or  fhall  prefume  to  give  a  parole  or  watch-word  different  from 
what  he  received,  fhall  fuffer  death,  or  fuch  other  punifhment  as 
fliall  be  ordered  by  the  fentence  of  a  general  court-martial. 

Art.  16.  All  officers  and  foldiers  are  to  behave  themfelves  or¬ 
derly  in  quarters,  and  on  their  march ;  and  whofoever  fhall  commit 
any  wafte  or  fpoil,  either  in  walks  of  trees,  parks,  warrens,  fifh- 
ponds,  houfes  or  gardens,  corn-fields,  enclofures  or  meadows,  or 
Jhall  malicioufly  deflroy  any  property  whatfoever  belonging  to  the 
good  people  of  the  United  States,  unlefs  by  order  of  the  then  com¬ 
mander  in  chief  of  the  forces  of  the  faid  hates,  to  annoy  rebels  or 
other  enemies  in  arms  againh  faid  hates,  he  or  they  that  fliall  be 
found  guilty  of  offending  herein,  fhall  (hehdes  fuch  penalties  as  they 
are  liable  to  bylaw)  be  punifhed  according  to  the  nature  and  degree 
of  the  offence,  by  the  judgment  of  a  regimental  or  general  court- 
martial. 

Art .  17.  Whofoever,  belonging  to  the  forces  of  the  United 
States,  employed  in  foreign  parts,  fliall  force  afafe-guard,  fhall  fuf¬ 
fer  death. 

Art.  18.  Whofoever  fliall  relieve  the  enemy  with  money,  vic¬ 
tuals,  or  ammunition,  or  fhall  knowingly  harbour  or  protect  an  ene¬ 
my,  (hall  fuffer  death,  or  fuch  other  punifhment  as  by  a  court-mar¬ 
tial  fhall  be  inflicted. 

Art.  19.  Whofoever  fliall  be  convided  of  holding  correfpondence 
with,  or  giving  intelligence  to  the  enemy,  either  directly  or  indi¬ 
rectly,  fliall  fuffer  death,  or  fuch  other  punifhment  as  by  a  court- 
martial  fhall  be  inflided. 

Art.  20.  Ail  public  bores  taken  in  the  enemy’s  camp,  towns, 
forts  or  magazines,  whether  of  artillery,  ammunition,  clothing,  fo¬ 
rage,  or  provifions,  fliall  be  fecured  for  the  fervice  of  the  United 
States  ;  for  the  ncgled  of  which  the  commanders  in  chief  are  to 
be  anfwerable. 

Art.  21.  If  anv  officer  or  foldier  fliall  leave  his  poft  or  colours  to 
go  in  fearch  of  plunder,  he  fhall,  upon  being  convided  thereof  be¬ 
fore  a  general  court-martial,  fuffer  death,  or  fuch  other  punifhment 
as  by  a  court  martial  fhall  be  inflided. 

Art.  22.  If  any  commander  of  any  garrifon,  fortrefs  or  poff, 
fhall  be  compelled  by  the  officers  or  foldiers  under  his  command, 
to  rive  up  to  the  enemy,  or  to  abandon  it,  the  commiffioned  offi¬ 
cers,  non-commiffiioned  officers  or  foldiers,  who  fliall  be  convided  of 
having  fo  offended,  fliall  fuffer  death,  or  fuch  other  punifhment  as 
fliall  be  inflided  upon  them  by  the  fentence  of  a  court-martial. 
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Art.  23.  All  futtlers  and  retainers  to  a  camp,  and  all  perfons 
what io ever  fervmg  with  tlie  armies  ol  the  United  States  in  the 
field,  though  no  enlided  foldier,  are  to  be  fubject  to  orders,  accor¬ 
ding  to  the  rules  and  difcipline  ot  war. 

Art,  24.  Officers  having  brevets,  or  commiffions  of  a  prior  date 
to  thofe  of  the  regiment  in  which  they  now  ferve,  may  take  place 
in  courts-martial  and  on  detachments,  when  compofed  oi  different 
corps,  according  to  the  ranks  given  them  in  their  brevets  or  dates 
of  their  former  commiffions  ;  but  in  the  regiment,  troop  or  com¬ 
pany  to  which  fuch  brevet  officers  and  thole  who  have  commiffions 
of  a  prior  date  do  belong,  they  {hall  do  duty  and  take  rank  both 
on  court-martial  and  on  detachments  which  ffiall  be  compofed  only 
of  their  own  corps,  according  to  the  commiffions  by  which  they 
are  mudered  in  the  laid  corps. 

Art .  25.  If  upon  marches,  guards,  or  in  quarters,  different  corps 
ffiall  happen  to  join  or  do  duty  together,  the  elded  officer  by  com- 
miffion  there,  on  duty,  or  in  quarters,  ffiall  command  the  whole, 
and  give  out  orders  for  what  is  needful  to  the  fervice  ;  regard  be¬ 
ing  always  had  to  the  feveral  ranks  of  thofe  corps,  and  the  pods 
they  ufually  occupy. 

Art,  26.  And  in  like  manner  alfo,  if  any  regiments,  troops  or 
detachments  of  hone  or  foot  ffiall  happen  to  march  with,  or  be 
encamped  or  quartered  with  any  bodies  or  detachments  of  other 
troops  in  the  fervice  of  the  United  States,  the  elded  officer,  with¬ 
out  refpebt  to  corps,  (hall  take  upon  him  the  command  of  the  whole, 
and  give  the  neceffary  orders  to  the  fervice. 

SECTION  XIV. 

Art,  1.  A  general  court-martial  in  the  United  States  ffiall  not 
coniid  of  lefs  than  thirteen  commiffioned  officers,  and  the  preddent 
of  fuch  court-martial  ffiall  not  be  the  commander  in  chief  or  com¬ 
mandant  of  the  garrifon  where  the  offender  ffiall  be  tried,  nor  be 
under  the  degree  of  a  field  officer. 

Art.  2  .The  members  both  of  general  and  regimental  courts-mar¬ 
tial  fhall,  when  belonging  to  different  corps,  take  the  fame  rank 
which  they  hold  in  the  army  ;  but  when  courts-martial  dial!  be 
compofed  of  officers  of  one  corps,  they  ffiall  take  their  ranks  accor¬ 
ding  to  the  dates  of  the  commiffions,  by  which  they  are  mudered 
in  the  faid  corps. 

Art .  3.  The  judge  advocate-general,  or  fome  perfon  deputed  by 
him,  diall  profecute  in  the  name  of  the  United  States  of  America  ; 
and  in  trials  of  offenders  by  general  courts-martial,  adminider  to 
each  member  the  following  oaths  : 

You  diall  well  and  truly  try  and  determine,  according  to  your 
evidence,  the  matter  now  before  you,  between  the  United  States 
of  America,  and  the  prifoners  to  be  tried.  So  help  you  God. 

You  A.  B.  do  fwear,  that  you  will  duly  adminider  judice  accor¬ 
ding  to  the  rules  and  articles  for  the  better  government  of  the  for¬ 
ces  of  the  United  States  of  America,  without  partiality,  favour, 
or  affection  j  and  if  any  doubt  diall  arife,  which  is  not  explained 
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by  the  faid  articles,  according  to  your  confcience,  the  bed  of  your 
underflanding,  and  the  cuflom  of  war  in  the  like  cafes.  And  you 
do  further  lwear,  that  you  will  not  divulge  the  fentence  of  the 
court,  until  it  lhall  be  approved  of  by  the  general,  or  commander 
in  chief  ;  neither  will  you,  upon  any  account,  at  any  time  what- 
ioever,  difclofe  or  difcover  the  vote  or  opinion  of  any  particular 
member  of  the  court-martial,  unlefs  required  to  give  evidence  there¬ 
of  as  a  witnefs  by  a  court  of  juflice,  in  a  due  courfe  of  law.  So 
help  you  God. 

And  as  loon  as  the  faid  oath  lhall  have  been  adminiflered  to 
the  relpe&ive  members,  the  prefident  of  the  court  fhall  adminifler 
to  the  judge-advocate,  or  perfon  officiating  as  fuch,  an  oath  in  the 
following  words  : 

You  A.  B.  do  fwear,  that  you  will  not,  upon  any  account,  at  any 
time  wrhatfoever,  difclofe  or  difcover  the  vote  or  opinion  of  any 
particular  member  of  the  court-martial,  unlefs  required  to  give 
evidence  thereof,  as  a  witnefs,  by  a  court  of  juflice,  in  a  due  courfe 
of  law.  So  help  you  God. 

Art.  4.  All  the  members  of  a  court-martial  are  to  behave  with 
calmnefs  and  decency  ;  and  in  the  giving  of  their  votes,  are  to 
begin  with  the  youngefl  in  commiffion. 

Art .  5.  All  perfons  who  give  evidence  before  a  general  court- 
martial,  are  to  be  examined  upon  oath  ;  and  no  fentence  of  death 
lhall  be  given  againfl  any  offender  by  any  general  court-martial, 
unlefs  two-thirds  of  the  officers  prefent  fhall  concur  therein. 

Art.  6 .  All  perfons  called  to  give  evidence,  in  any  caufe,  be¬ 
fore  a  court-martial,  who  fhall  refufe  to  give  evidence,  fhall  be 
puniflied  for  fuch  refufal,  at  the  difcretion  of  fuch  court-martial  : 
The  oath  to  be  adminiflered  in  the  following  form,  viz. 

You  fwear  the  evidence  you  fhall  give  in  the  caufe  now  in  hear¬ 
ing,  fliall  be  the  truth,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth. 
So  help  you  God. 

Art .  7.  No  field-officer  fliall  be  tried  by  any  perfon  under  the 
degree  of  a  captain  ;  nor  fliall  any  proceedings  or  trials  be  carried 
on  excepting  between  the  hours  of  eight  in  the  morning  and  of 
three  in  the  afternoon,  except  in  cafes  which  require  an  immedi¬ 
ate  example. 

Art.  8.  No  fentence  of  a  general  court-martial  fhall  be  put  in 
execution,  till  after  a  report  fliall  be  made  of  the  whole  proceed¬ 
ings  to  Congrefs,  or  to  the  general  or  commander  in  chief  of  the 
forces  of  the  United  States,  and  their  or  his.  dire&ions  be  fignified 
thereupon. 

Art.  9.  For  the  more  equitable  decifion  of  difputes  which  may 
arife  between  officers  and  foldiers  belonging  to  different  corps,  it 
is  hereby  directed,  that  the  courts-martial  fliall  be  equally  compo- 
fed  of  officers  belonging  to  the  corps  in  which  the  parties  in  quef- 
tion  do  then  ferve  ;  and  that  the  prefidents  fliall  be  taken  by  turns, 
beginning  with  that  corps  which  fhall  be  eldefl  in  rank. 

Art .  10.  The  commilfioned  officers  of  every  regiment  may,  by 
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the  appointment  of  their  colonel  or  commanding  officer,  hold  regi¬ 
mental  courts-martial  for  the  enquiring  into  luch  difputes,  or  cri¬ 
minal  matters,  as  may  come  before  them,  and  for  the  inflicting  cor¬ 
poral  punilhments  for  fmall  offences,  and  (ha  give  judgment  by 
the  majority  of  voices  ;  but  no  fentence  (hall  be  executed  til  the 
commanding  officer  (not  being  a  member  ot  the  court-martial)  or 
the  commandant  of  the  garrifon,  (hall  have  confirmed  the  fame. 

Art.  11.  No  regimental  court-martial  lbali  conhu  or  Ids  than 
five  officers,  excepting  in  cafes  where  that  number  cannot  conve¬ 
niently  be  affembled,  when  three  may  be  fufficient  ;  who  are  like, 
wife  to  determine  upon  the  fentence  by  the  majority  ot  voices  ; 
which  fentence  is  to  be  confirmed  by  the  commanding  officer  ot 
the  regiment,  not  being  a  member  ot  the  court-martial. 

Art.  12.  Every  officer  commanding  in  any  ot  the  forts,  barracks, 
or  el  few  he  re,  where  the  corps  under  his  command  confifts  ot  de- 
tachments  from  different  regiments,  or  of  independent  companies, 
may  affemble  courts-martial  for  the  trial  of  offender?  m  the  fame 
.manner  as  if  they  were  regimental,  whofe  fentence  is  not  to  be 
executed  until  it  ffiall  be  confirmed  by  the  faid  commanding  officer. 

Art.  13.  No  commiffioned  officer  ffiall  be  caffiiered  01  diimiiled 
from  the  fervice,  excepting  by  an  order  from  the  Congrefs,  or  by 
the  fentence  of  a  general  court-martial  ;  but  non-commiihoned 
officers  may  be  difcharged  as  private  foldiers,  and,  by  the  order  ot 
the  colonel  of  the  regiment,  or  by  the  fentence  ot  a  regimental 
court-martial,  be  reduced  to  private  centinels. 

Art .  14.  No  perfon  whatever  ffiall  ufe  menacing  words,  hgns, 
or  geftures,  in  the  prefence  of  a  court-martial  then  fitting,  cm  ffiall 
caufe  any  diforder  or  riot,  fo  as  to  difturb  their  proceedings,  on  the 
penalty  of  being  punifhed  at  the  difcretion  of  the  laid  com  t-mai  tial. 
Art.  15.  To  the  end  that  offenders  may  be  brought  to  juftice, 
it  is  hereby  directed,  that  whenever  any  officer  or  foldier  ffiall  com- 
mit  a  crime  deferving  puniffiment,  fie  ffiall,  by  his  commanding 
•  officer,  if  an  officer,  be  put  in  arreft  ;  if  a  non-commiffioned  officer 
or  foldier,  be  imprifoned  till  he  ffiall  be  either  tried  by  a  couit- 
martial,  or  ffiall  be  lawfully  difcharged  by  a  proper  authority. 

Art .  16.  No  officer  or  foldier  who  ffiall  be  put  in  arreft  or  im- 
prifonment,  ffiall  continue  in  his  confinement  more  than  eight  days, 
or  till  fuch  time  as  a  court-martial  can  be  conveniently  affembled. 
Art.  17.  No  officer  commanding  a  guard,  or  provoft-martial, 
ffiall  refufe  to  receive,  or  keep  any  prifoner  committed  to  his  charge, 
by  any  officer  belonging  to  the  forces  ol  the  United  States  ;  which 
officer  ffiall,  at  the  fame  time,  deliver  an  account  in  writing,  figned 
by  hinifelf,  of  the  crime  with  which  the  faid  prifoner  is  charged. 

Art.  18,  No  officer  commanding  a  guard,  or  provoft-martial, 
ffiall  prefume  to  releafe  any  prifoner  committed  to  his  charge  with¬ 
out  proper  authority  for  fo  doing  ;  nor  ffiall  he  fuffer  any  prifoner 
to  efcape,  on  the  penalty  of  being  punifhed  for  it  by  the  fentence 
of  a  court-martial. 

Art.  19.  Every  officer  or  provoft-martial  to  whofe  charge  prifoners 
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fhaH  be  committed,  is  hereby  required,  within  twenty-four  hom 
after  fuch  commitment,  or  as  foon  as  he  ffiall  be  relieved  from  hi 
guar  ,  to  give  in  writing  to  the  colonel  of  the  regiment  to  whor 
the  pnfoner  belongs  (where  the  prifoner  is  confined  upon  the  euar 
belonging  to  the  faid  regiment,  and  that  his  offence  only  relate 
to  the  negled  of  duty  in  his  own  corps)  or  to  the  commander  i 
cinet,  their  names,  their  crimes,  and  the  names  of  the  officers  wh 
committed  them,  on  the  penalty  of  his  being  puniffied  for  his  dii 
obedience  or  negled,  at  the  difcretion  of  a  court-martial. 

Art.  20  And  if  any  officer  under  arreft,  fhall  leave  his  con 
finement  before  he  is  fet  at  liberty  by  the  officer  who  confined  him 
or  by  a  iuperior  power,  he  fhall  be  caffiiered  for  it. 

Art.  2 1  o  Whatfoever  commiffioned  officer  fhall  be  convided 
before  a  general  court-martial,  of  behaving  in  a  fcandalous,  infa 
mous  manner,  fuch  as  is  unbecoming  the  charader  of  an  office 
and  a  gentleman,  fhall  be  difcharged  from  the  fervice., 

Ait.  22..  In  all  cafes  where  a  commiffioned  officer  is  caffiierei 
for  cowardice,  or  fraud,  it  fhall  be  added  in  the  puniffiment,  tha 
the  crime,  name,  place  of  abode,  and  puniffiment  of  the  delinquen 
be  publiffied  in  the  newfpapers,  in  and  about  the  camp,  and  o 
that  particular  flate  from  which  the  offender  came,  or  ufually  re 
Tides.;  After  which,  it  fhall  be  deemed  fcandalous  for  any  officer  tc 
affociate  with  him.  : 


SECTION  XV. 

Art.  1.  When  any  commiffioned  officer  fhall  happen  to  die  02 
be  killed  in  the  fervice  of  the  United  States,  the  major  of  the’ re- 
giment,  or  the  officer  doing  the  major’s  duty  in  his  abfence,  ffiai] 
immediately  fecure  all  his  effeds,  or  equipage,  then  in  camp  or 
quarters  ;  and  fhall,  before  the  next  regimental  court-martial,  make 
an  inventory  thereof,  and  forthwith  tranfmit  the  fame  to  the  office 
of  the  board  of  war,  to  the  end,  that  his  executors  may,  after  pay¬ 
ment  of  his  debts  in  quarters  and  interment,  receive  the  overnlus 
if  any  be,  to  his  or  their  ufe.  1  ’ 

Art.  2.  When  any  non-commiffioned  officer  or  foldier  ffi all  hap¬ 
pen  to  die,  or  to  be  killed  in  the  fervice  of  the  United  States,  the 
then  commanding  officer  of  the  troop,  or  company,  fhall,  in  the  pre¬ 
fence  of  two  other  commiffioned  officers,  take  an  account  of  what¬ 
ever  effeds  he  dies  poffeffed  of,  above  his  regimental  clothing,  arms, 
and  accoutrements,  and  tranfmit  the  fame  to  the  office  of  the  board 
at  war  ;  which  faid  effeds  are  to  be  accounted  for,  and  paid  to  the 
representative  of  fqch  deceaffid  non-commiffioned  officer  or  foldier. 
And  in  cafe  any  of  the  officers,  fo  authorized  to  take  care  of  the 
effeds  of  dead  officers  and  foldiers,  fhould,  before  they  ffi  all  have 
accounted  to  their  reprefentatives  for  the  fame,  have  occafion  to 
leave  the  regiment,  by  preferment  or  otherwife,  they  ffiall,  before 
they  be  permitted  to  quit  the  fame,  depofit  in  the  hands  of  the  com¬ 
manding  qfficer  or  of  the  agent  of  the  regiment,  all  the  effeds  of 
fuch  deceafed  non-commiffioned  officers  and  foldiers,  in  order  that 
the  fame  may  be  ffiqpred  for,  and  paid  to  their  refpedive  reprefen¬ 
tatives. 
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SECTION  XVI. 

Art.  1.  All  officers,  conduftors,  gunners,  matroffes,  drivel's,  or 
any  other  perfons  whatsoever,  receiving  pay  or  hire  in  the  fervice 
of  the  artillery  of  the  United  States,  (hall  be  governed  by  the  afore- 
faid  rules  and  articles,  and  fhall  be  fubjed  to  be  tried  by  courts- 
martial,  in  like  manner  with  the  officers  and  foldiers  of  the  other 

troops  in  the  fervice  of  the  United  States. 

Art.  2.  For  differences  arifing  amongft  themfelves,  or  in  mat¬ 
ters  relating  folely  to  their  own  corps,  the  courts-martial  may  be 
compofed  of  their  own  officers  ;  but  where  a  number  fufhcient  o 
fuch  officers  cannot  be  affembled,  or  in  matters  wherein  other  corps 
are  interefled,  the  officers  of  artillery  fhall  fit  in  courts-martial  with 
the  officers  of  the  other  corps,  taking  their  rank  according  to  the 
dates  of  their  re fpe Clive  commiffions^  and  no  otherwife. 

SECTION  XVII. 

Art •  1.  The  officers  and  foldiers  of  any  troops,  whether  minute- 
men,  militia,  or  others  being  muttered  and  in  continental  pay,  fhall, 
at  all  times,  and  in  all  places,  when  joined  or  a  (Sting  in  conjunction 
with  the  regular  forces  of  the  United  States,  be  governed  by  thefe 
rules  or  articles  of  war,  and  fhall  be  fubjeCl  to  be  ti ied  by  couits- 
martial  in  like  manner  with  the  officers  and  foldiers  in  the  regular 
forces,  fave  only  that  fuch  courts-martial  fliall  be  compofed  entire¬ 
ly  of  militia  officers  of  the  fame  provincial  corps  with  the  offender. 

That  fuch  militia  and  minute-men  as  are  now  in  fervice,  and 
have  by  particular  contraCt  with  their  refpeClive  flates  engaged  to 
be  governed  by  particular  regulations  while  in  continental  fervice, 
fliall  not  be  fubjeCl  to  the  above  articles  of  war* 

Art.  2.  For  the  future  all  general  officers  and  colonels,  ferving 
by  commiffion  from  the  authority  of  any  particular  hate,  fhall,  on 
all  detachments,  courts-martial,  or  other  duty,  wherein  they  may 
be  employed  in  conjunction  with  the  regular  forces  of  the  United 
States,  take  rank  next  after  all  generals  and  colonels  ferving  by 
commiffions  from  Gongrefs,  though  the  commiffions  of  fuch  parti¬ 
cular  generals  and  colonels  fhould  be  of  elder  date  :  and  in  like 
manner,  lieutenant-colonels,  majors,  captains,  and  other  inferior 
officers,  ferving  by  commiffion  from  any  particular  hate,  fhall  on 
all  detachments,  courts-martial,  or  other  duty,  wherein  they  may 
be  employed  in  conjunction  with  the  regular  forces  of  the  United 
States,  have  rank  next  after  all  officers  of  the  like  rank  ferving  by 
commiffions  from  Gongrefs,  though  the  commiffions  of  fuch  lieu¬ 
tenant-colonels,  majors,  captains,  and  other  inferior  officers,  fhould 
be  of  elder  date  to  thofe  of  the  like  rank  from  Gongrefs. 

SECTION  XVIII. 

Art.  1.  The  aforegoing  articles  are  to  be  read  and  publifhed  once 
in  every  two  months  at  the  head  of  every  regiment,  troop  or  com¬ 
pany,  muhered,  or  to  be  muhered  in  the  fervice  of  the  United 
States  ;  and  are  to  be  duly  obferved  and  exaClly  obeyed  by  all  of- 
’  ficers  and  foldiers  who  are  or  fhall  be  in  the  faid  fervice. 

Art.  2.  The  general,  or  Commander  in  chief  for  the  time  being. 
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Ihull  have  full  power  of  pardoning,  or  mitigating  any  of  thepunifh 
meins  ordered  to  be  inflicted,  for  any  of  the  offences  mentioned 
in  the  foregoing  articles  ;  and  every  offender  convi&ed  as  aforefaid, 
by  any  regimental  court-martial,  may  be  pardoned,  or  have  his 

ptmilhment  mitigated  by  the  colonel,  or  officer  commanding:  the 
regiment.  & 

Art\  3*  No  person  (hall  be  fentenced  to  fuffer  death,  except  ir 
the  cales  exprefsly  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  articles;  nor  ffial 
more  than  one  hundred  ladies  be  inflicted  on  any  offender  at  the  dif 
cretion  of  a  court-martial. 

That  every  judge-advocate,  or  perfon  officiating  as  fuch,  at  ant 
general  court-martial,  do,  and  he  is  hereby  required  to  tranfmit 
"with  as  much  expedition  as  the  opportunity  of  time  and  diffance  oi 
place  can  admit,  the  original  proceedings  and  fentence  of  fuch  court 
mai  tial  to  the  lecietary  at  war,  which  faid  original  proceedings  anc 
fentence  [hall  be  carefully  kept  and  preferved  in  the  office  of  faic 
iecretary,  to  the  end  that  perfons  entitled  thereto  may  be  enabled 
upon  application  to  the  faid  office,  to  obtain  copies  thereof. 

That  the  party  tried  by  any  general  court-martial,  [hall  be  enti- 
tied  to  a  copy  of  the  fentence  and  proceedings  of  fuch  court-mar¬ 
tial,  upon  demand  thereof  made  by  himfelf,  or  by  any  other  perfor 
01  pei  Ions,  on  his  behalf,  whether  filch  lenience  be  approved  or  not< 

Jj.!  t»  4.  f  he  field-officers  of  each  and  every  regiment,  are  tc 
appoint  lome  fuitable  perfon  belonging  to  fuch  regiment,  to  receive 
all  fuch  fines  as  may  arife  within  the  fame,  for  any  breach  of  any 
of  the  foregoing  articles,  and  ffiall  direft  the  fame  to  be  carefully 
and  properly  applied  to  the  relief  of  fuch  fick,  wounded  or  neceffi.

proceed  to  thofe  places,  with  full  powers  to  appoint  all  the  officers 
if  the  regiments  to  be  raifed  by  their  hates  under  the  new  eftab- 
liffiment,  that  fuch  officers  may  proceed  immediately  to  eftlih  inch 
men  as  are  now  in  the  fervice,  and  incline  to  re-enlih  during  the 
war,  and  that  fuch  committees  be  indrudted  to  advile  with  the  ge¬ 
neral  officers,  and  promote  fuch  officers  as  have  didmguiffied  them- 
felves  for  their  abilities,  adivity  and  vigilance  in  the  fervice,  and 
efpecially  for  their  attention  to  military  dilcipline. 

That  the  faid  committees  be  alfo  indrucled  not  to  appoint  any 
officer,  who  has  left,  or  ffiall  leave  his  hation  in  the  anny,  and  is 
abfent  without  leave  from  the  general,  or  iome  other  officei  having 
authority  to  grant  the  fame. 

Ordered ,  That  a  copy  of  the  above  refolutions  be  lent  to  each 
of  the  United  States. 

Congrefs  refumed  the  confide  ration  of  the  reports  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  on  the  general’s  letters,  and  of  that  which  went  to  the 
camp  ;  whereupon, 

Resolved ,  That,  for  the  farther  encouragement  of  the  non-com-

two  ffiirts,  two  pair  of  hofe,  and  two  pair  of  ffioes,  amounting,  in 
the  whole,  to  the  value  of  twenty  dollars,  or  that  fum  to  be  paid 
to  each  foldier,  who  ffiall  procure  thofe  articles  for  himfelf,  and 
produce  a  certificate  thereof,  from  the  captain  of  the  company  to 
which  he  belongs,  to  the  pay-mailer  of  the  regiment. 

Resolved ,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  affemblies  and  con¬ 
ventions  of  the  refpedfive  Hates,  fiom  Vngmia  to  New-ffampffine, 
inclufively,  to  take  the  moll  effedual  meafures  for  completing,  by 
the  10th  of  November,  their  proportions  of  the  levies  to  be  raifed 

during  the  war. 

As  the  army  has  greatly  fuffered  through  the  defedt  of  fome  ot 

its  regimental  officers,  •  ;  i

Da¬ 
niel  Morgan,  amounting,  with  his  own  and  three  lieutenant’s  pay, 
the  lois  of  rifles  when  he  was  taken  at  the  lform  of  Quebec,  expen¬ 
ses  of  recruiting  his  company,  repairing  guns  which  he  is  charged 
with,  and  ought  to  be  allowed,  in  the  whole,  to  1389  dollars  and  JLP.ths: 

That  the  faid  Mor  gan  credits  the  Several  charges  againft  him  in 
the  continental  books,  amounting  to  1614  dollars  and  eight  and  a 
half  ninetieths  ;  by  which  there  appears  to  be  a  balance  due  to  the 
public  of  224  dollars  and  eighteen  and  a  half  ninetieths  : 

Ordered ,  That  the  faid  accounts  be  paid  and  credited,  agreeable 
to  the  faid  report. 

A  petition  from  William  Jenkins  was  read,  and  referred  to  the 
board  of  treafury. 

Resolved ,  That  general  Wafhington  be  empowered  to  appoint  a 
deputy-commiffary  of  {lores  for  the  army  near  New- York. 

The  committee  appointed  to  prepare  the  form  of  an  oath,  to  be 
taken  by  the  officers  of  the  army  and  navy,  brought  in  the  fame, 
which  was  read  : 

Ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Resolved ,  That  a  member  be  added  to  the  marine  committee,  in 
the  room  of  Mr.  Hopkins.

The  Several  matters  to  this  day  referred,  being  poffponed, 

Adjourned  to  ten  o’clock  on  Monday.

A  letter  of  the  12th,  from  gen.  Lee;  one,  of  the  10th,  from  gen. 
Mercer;  one,  of  the  30th  Sept,  from  gen.  Gates;  one,  of  the  lftinft. 
from  Jof.  Trumbull,  advifmg  that  he  has  drawn  on  the  prefident  in 
favour  of  Thos.  Lowery,  for  60,000  dollars ;  and  one,  of  the  7th, 
from  gen.  Wafhington,  enclofmgaletterfrom  Dr.  Morgan,  were  read. 

Ordered ,  That  the  letters  from  generals  Lee  and  Mercer,  be  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  board  of  war  : 

That  the  letter  from  Dr.  Morgan  be  referred  to  the  medical 
committee. 

A  petition  from  Francis  Mentges  was  read,  and  referred  to  the 
board  of  war. 

The  board  of  war,  to  whom  were  referred  the  letters  from  gene¬ 
ral  Wafhington,  of  the  7th  and  8th  inflant,  brought  in  a  report, 
which  was  taken  into  confideration  ;  whereupon, 

Resolved ,  That  gen.  Wafhington  be  informed  the  Congrefs  ap¬ 
prove  of  his  appointing  P.  Penett  his  aid-de-camp  by  brevet,  and 
that  a  commiffionof  aid-de-camp  be  accordingly tranfmitted  to  him: 

That  the  feveral  dates  in  which  prifoners  have  been  lodged,  be- 
defired  to  furnifh  Congrefs  with  an  account  of  fuch  expenfes  as  have 
been  incurred  by  the  faid  Hates,  refpectively,  on  account  of  the  faid 
prifoners  : 

That  the  fum  of  five  hundred  thoufand  dollars  be  immediately

The  committee  appointed  to  hear  and  determine  upon  the  appeal 
brought  again  ft  the  fentence  palled  on  the  libel,  joihua  'Wentworth 
v.  the  ftilp  Elizabeth,  reports  as  follows  : 

u  Joihua  Wentworth,  Efq;  for  and  in  behalf  as  well  of  the  Uni¬ 
ted  States  of  America,  as  of  John  Manly,  Daniel  Waters  and  John 
Ay  res,  commanders  ;  and  the  officers,  marines  and  mariners,  of  the 
three  armed  veffels  Hancock,  Lee  and  Lynch,  in  the  fervice  of  the 
laid  dates,  having  exhibited  a  libel  before  Joihua  Brackett,  Efq; 
judge  of  the  court  maritime  of  the  date  of  New-Hamplhire,  againft 
the  brigantine  Elizabeth,  commanded  by  Peter  Ramfay,  and  her 
carg'o,  and  Richard  Llart,  of  Portfmouth,  in  New-Hamplhire,  owner 
of  the  laid  brigantine,  and  William  Jackfon  and  others,  of  Bofton, 
in  the  date  ot  MalTachufetts-Bay,  owners  of  fundry  goods  and  mer¬ 
chandize  on  board  of  her,  having  put  in  their  feveral  claims  thereto, 
and  the  faid  judge  of  the  court  aforefaid,  having,  on  the  21ft  day 
of  Auguft,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1776,  decreed  and  ordered  the 
faid  b  rigantine,  and  fo  much  ot  her  cargo  as  was  claimed  to  be  re¬ 
do  red  to  the  refpedtive  claimants,  and  that  the  claimants  recover 
their  legal  cods  of  court,  from  which  decree  and  fentence  the  faid 
Joihua  Wentworth  appealed  to  Congrefs. 

The  committee  of  Congrefs,  to  whom  it  was  referred  to  hear  and 
determine  the  faid  appeal,  have  diligently  infpected  the  proceed¬ 
ings,  and  heard  the  parties  by  their  counfels,  and  it  appearing  that 
on  the  id  day  of  Oftober,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1775,  general 
Gage,  commander  in  chief  of  the  Britilh  forces,  then  in  Bofton,  in 
the  date  of  Maffachufetts-Bay,  by  his  commiffion  to  Crean  Brulh, 
Efq;  dire  bled  him  to  receive  into  his  care,  all  fuch  goods,  chatties, 
and  effects  of  the  inhabitants  of  that  town,  fome  of  whpm  had  de¬ 
parted  from  it,  as  might  be  voluntarily  delivered  into  his  charge 
by  the  owners,  or  by  other  perfons  with  whom  they  were  left,  giv¬ 
ing  his  receipt  for  them,  and  to  deliver  them  to  the  owners,  when 
he  Ihould  be  required;  that,  on  the  10th  clay  of  March  then  follow- 
Ho\v^,  who  hact  fucceeded  gen.  Gage  in  the  command  of 
the  Britilh  forces,  by  his  commiffion  to  the  faid  Crean  Brulh,  reci¬ 
ting,  that  as  he  was  informed  there  were  large  quantities  of  goods 
in  Bofton,  which,  if  in  the  poffeffion  of  the  rebels  (as  he  termed  the 
Americans)  might  enable  them  to  carry  on  war,  and  that  he 
had  given  notice  to  all  loyal  inhabitants  to  remove  fuch  goods  from 
thence,  and  that  thofe  who  would  not  remove  them,  or  deliver  them 
to  the  care  of  the  laid  Crean  Brulh,  would  be  conlidered  as  abet¬ 
tors  of  rebels,  required  him  to  take  into  his  poffeffion  all  fuch  P'oods 
as  anfwered  that  defcription,  and  give  certificates  to  the  owners 
that  he  had  received  them  for  their  ufe,  and  would  deliver  them  to 
the  owners,  unavoidable  accidents  excepted,  and  to  feize  any  fuch 
goods,  as,  upon  enquiry,  Ihould  be  found  fecreted,  or  left  in  ftores 
and  put  them  on  board  of  the  Minerva  fhip,  or  brigantine  Elizabeth! 
lhat,  thereupon,  the  faid  Crean  Brulh,  affiftecf  by  other  perfons.

took  into  his  poffeftion  the  goods  of  the  claimants,  amongft  others* 
and  put  them  into  the  faid  brigantine  Elizabeth,  and  other  veffels 
in  the  harbour  of  Bofton,  without  the  knowledge  oi  fome  of  the 
owners,  and  without  the  confent  of  all  the  others,  unlefs  it  be  Wil¬ 
liam  Jackfonand  James  Jackfon,  of  whofe  conlent,  however, there 
are  no  other  proofs,  than  that  one  of  them  went  with  his  goods,  and 
watched  there  on  the  wharf  from  whence  they  were  {hipped,  and 
that  the  other  was  a  paffenger  in  the  faid  brigantine  Elizabeth,  in 
her  voyage  towards  Halifax.  That  the  faid  Crean  Brufh,  by  certi¬ 
ficates  under  his  hands,  acknowledged  feveral  parcels  of  the  goods  to 
be  in  his  cuftody,  and  engaged  to  preferve  them  fafely,  to  make  up 
cxau  invoices  thereof,  and,  with  the  approbation  of  the  comman¬ 
der  in  chief,  to  return  them  to  the  owners.  That,  on  the  29th  day 
of  March  afterwards,  the  faid  Peter  Ramfay,  by  orders  from  ad¬ 
miral  Shuldham,  of  the  Britifh  fleet,  given  about  eight  days  before, 
went  on  board  the  faid  brigantine  Elizabeth,  into  which  fome  of  the 
claimants’  goods  had  been  fhifted  from  the  other  velfels  ;  and  the 
fame  day,  between  the  hours  of  three  and  four  in  the  afternoon, 
failed  with  her,  under  convoy  of  the  Britifh  (hip  of  war  Niger,  for 
Halifax,  in  Nova-Scotia,  and  that,  on  the  Tuefday  following,  the 
faid  John  Manly,  in  the  Hancock,  coming  up  with  the  faid  brigan¬ 
tine  Elizabeth,  which  had,  in  the  mean  time,  parted  from  her  con¬ 
voy,  fired  a  broadfide  at  her,  which  was  returned  by  a  volley  of  fmall- 
arms  ;  when  the  faid  Daniel  Waters  in  the  Lee,  and  the  faid  John 
Ayres  in  the  Lynch,  joining  the  faid  John  Manly,  the  faid  Peter 
Ramfay  (truck,  it  being  about  four  or  live  of  the  clock  in  the  after¬ 
noon,  and  the  faid  brigantine  was  feized  and  carried  into  Pifcata- 
qua  river  in  New-Hampfhire  ;  whereupon,  the  committee,  after  ma¬ 
ture  deliberation,  are  of  opinion,  that  the  faid  brigantine  Elizabeth 
is  not  comprehended  in  the  defcription  of  veffels,  which,  with  their 
cargoes,  by  the  refolutions  of  Congrefs  of  the  25th  day  of  Novem¬ 
ber  laft,  may  be  forfeited,  not  being  an  armed  or  a  tranfport  veffel 
employed  in  the  prefent  war  againft  the  United  States,  nor  carrying 
provifions,  or  other  neceffarics,  to  the  Britifh  army  or  navy,  within 
any  of  the  United  Colonies  ;  and  that  the  cafes  of  re-captures,  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  refolution  of  Congrefs  of  the  5th  day  ot  December 
laft,  adjufting  the  proportions  of  falvage,  thole  cafes  only  were  in¬ 
tended,  in  which  the  veffels  and  their  cargoes  remaining  in  poffef- 
lion  of  the  enemy,  might,  by  the  law  ot  nations,  be  condemned  as 
prize,  which  is  conceived  not  to  be  the  cafe  with  the  faid  brigan¬ 
tine  Elizabeth  and  her  cargo;  but,  that  notwithftanding  it  was  the 
duty  of  the  re-captors  to  recover  the  faid  brigantine  and  her  cargo, 
and  that  the  owners,  who  otherwife  might,  and  probably  would, 
have  loft  their  whole  property,  ought  to  make  a  reafonable  latisfac- 
tion  ;  and  that,  therefore,  the  faid  fentence  is  erroneous,  and  ought 
to  be  reverted  and  annulled:  That  the  faid  brigantine  Elizabeth, and 
Inch  parts  of  her  cargo  as  were  claimed  in  the  faid  court-maritime, 
be  reftored  to  the  refpective  claimants,  upon  their  paying,  to  the 
United  States,  and  the  re-captors,  -j^th  part  of  the  value  taeieof,  to 
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be  determined  by  the  appraifement  of  appraifers  on  oath,  appoin¬ 
ted  by  the  judge  of  the  faid  court :  That  the  refidue  of  the  cargo  be 
fold,  and  the  proceeds,  after  deducing  the  like  proportion  and  for 
the  fame  ufes,  retained  for  the  perfons  who  ftiall  hereafter  prove 
their  right  to  the  fame  ;  that  William  Burk,  commander,  and  the 
jjnd  mariners  of  the  Warren,  an  argued  veiTel  in.  the  fcrvice 
of  the  United  States,  who  claimed  a  part  of  the  faid  brigantine  Eli¬ 
zabeth  and  her  cargo,  as  being  joint  captors,  aie  not  entitled  to  a 
ill  are  of  the  falvage,  it  not  appearing  tnat  tney  weie  preient,  01  in 
fight,  at  the  time  of  the  re-capture  :  And  that  the  appellants  reco¬ 
ver  again  ft  the  claimants  their  cofts  as  well  in  the  faid  eouit-maii- 
time,  as  in  the  profecution  oi  their  appeal  here  ;  and  that  the  came 
be  fent  back  to  the  faid  court-maritime,  for  that  court  to  proceed 
in  carrying  this  fentence  into  execution.” 

And  the  faid  report  being  read,  was  agreed  to. 

Resolved ,  That  fuch  part  of  the  twelfth,  adjudged  in  the  forego¬ 
ing  report  to  be  paid  in  lieu  of  falvage,  as  belongs  to  the  United 
States,  be  releafed,  and  given  up  to  the  owners  of  the  goods. 

The  committee  on  the  ftate  oi  the  priioners,  brought  in  a  report, 
which  was  read  : 

Ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  board  of  treafury,  for  the  more  regular  fettle ment  of  ac¬

Resolved ,  That  no  allowance  be  made  to  officers  for  any  arms  loft 
or  taken  from  them  by  the  enemy  ; 

That  no  officer,  holding  two  appointments  in  the  continental 
army,  be  paid  for  more  than  one,  after  notice  was  given  to  the 
commanders  of  the  refpedtive  armies,  of  the  refolution  ol  Congrefs 
againft  officers  holding  double  commiffions. 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  devife  ways 
and  means  for  fupplying  the  treafury  with  a  farther  fum  of  money  ; 

The  members  chofen,  Mr.  R.  H.  Lee,  Mr.  Wilfon,  and  Mr. 
Hall. 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed,  to  confider 
what  is  to  be  done  with  Negroes  taken  by  veffels  of  war,  in  the 
fervice  of  the  United  States  ; 

The  members  chofen,  Mr.  Wilfon,  Mr.  R.  H.  Lee,  and  Mr.

Brothers  of  the  Six-Nations ,  Delawares  and  Shawcinese , 

We,  the  delegates  of  the  thirteen  United  States  of  America, 
are  extremely  pleafed  to  fee  you.  We  take  you  by  the  hand,  and 
bid  you  welcome  to  our  great  council-fire. 

Brothers , 

You  fay  that  God  Almighty  has  been  pleafed  to  bring  us  toge¬ 
ther.  You  lay  well.  He  luperintends  and  governs  men  and  their 
actions.  He  now  fees  us.  He  judges  of  the  fincerity  of  our  hearts, 
and  will  punifli  thofe  who  deceive. 

Brothers ,  Sachems  and  Warriors , 

\  ou  have  heard  what  our  commiftioners  have  faid  to  you  at 
Pittfburgh,  by  our  directions.  You  have  liftened  to  their  argu¬ 
ments  ;  and  your  own  reafon  will  fuggeft,  that  the  conduct  they 
have  recommended  to  you,  muft  be  productive  of  your  happinels  and 
welfare.  W e  think  that  you  muft  be  fully  convinced  that  your 
fafety,  as  nations,  depends  on  preferving  peace  and  friendlhip,  with 
the  white  people  of  this  ifland. 

We  are  lorry  to  hear  of  the  death  of  your  great  men,  and  arc 
well  pleafed  that  our  commiftioners  have  wiped  the  tears  from  your 
eyes,  and  covered  the  graves  of  our  departed  friends. 

Our  hearts  are  good  towards  all  the  Indians  in  the  woods,  who 
have  friendly  difpolition  toward  us. 

We  love  peace,  and  wilh  that  the  chain  of  friendlhip  between 
us  and  you  may  contract  no  ruft.  On  our  part,  we  will  do  every 
thing  to  keep  it  bright  and  ftrong. 

But  lhould  we  be  attacked  by  any  tribe  of  Indians  in  the  woods, 
we  hope  to  convince  them  that  we  can  repel  their  attempts  with 
eafe.  Friendlhip,  however,  with  you,  is  wThat  we  earneftly  defire  ; 
our  commiftioners  have  told  you  fo,  and  they  have  not  deceived  you. 

We  now  inform  you,  that  we  wilh  to  lit  down  with  you  under 
the  fame  tree  of  peace  ;  to  water  its  roots  and  cherilh  its  growth, 
fo  that  it  may  ftielter  us  and  you,  and  our  and  your  children. 

Brothers , 

We  have  prepared  fome  prelents  for  you,  which  our  commiftioners 
will  deliver  before  your  departure. 

The  Indians,  having  returned  thanks  for  the  fpeech  delivered, 
informed  Congrefs  that  they  had  fomething  to  fay  on  Monday 
next,  and  withdrew. 

Resolved ,  That  the  countil  of  fafety  of  Pennfylvania  be  defired 
to  fnfpend  the  farther  execution  of  the  requeft  made  to  them  on  the 
2d  inftant,  to  procure  one  thoufand  waggons  :

of  God,  and  look  up  to  him  as  the  fupreme  difpofer  of  all  events, 
and  the  arbiter  of  the  fate  of  nations  ;  therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  it  be  recommended  to  all  the  United  States,  as 
foon  as  poflible,  to  appoint  a  day  of  folemn  falling  and  humiliation ; 
to  implore  of  Almighty  God  the  forgivenefs  of  the  many  fins  pre¬ 
vailing  among  all  ranks,  and  to  beg  the  countenance  and  ahifian.ce 
of  his  Providence  in  the  profecution  of  the  prefent  juft  and  nece*- 
fary  war. 

The  Congrefs  do  alfo,  in  the  mod  earned  manner,  recommend  to 
all  the  members  of  the  United  States,  and  particularly  the  officer 
civil  and  military  under  them,  the  exercife  of  repentance  and  ie- 
formation  ;  and  further,  require  of  them  the  dne/t  obfervation  of 
the  articles  of  war,  and  particularly,  that  part  of  the  laid  articles, 
which  forbids  profane  fwearing,  and  all  immorality,  of  which  all 
fuch  officers  are  delired  to  take  notice.

Resolve ,  That  general  Wafliington  ftiall  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
vefted  with  full,  ample,  and  complete  poweis  to  laiie  and  coli^cc 
together,  in  the  moft  fpeedy  and  eftbaual  manner,  from  any  or  all 
of  thefe  United  States,  16*  battalions  of  infantry,  in  addition  to 
thofe  already  voted  by  Congrefs  ;  to  appoint  officers  for  the  faid 
battalions  of  infantry  ;  to  raife,  officer,  and  equip  3000  light-horfe  ; 
three  re  crime  nts  of  artillery,  and  a  corps  of  engineeis,  anci  to  efta- 
bliffi  their  pay  ;  to  apply  to  any  of  the  ftates  for  fuch  -aid  of  the 
militia  as  he  lhall  judge  neceflary  ;  to  form  fuch  magazines  of  pro- 
vifions,  and  in  fuch  places,  as  he  ffiall  think  proper  ;  to  difplace 
and  appoint  all  officers  under  the  rank  of  brigadier-general,  and  to 
fill  up  all  vacancies  in  every  other  department  in  the  American 
armies  ;  to  take,  wherever  he  may  be,  whatever  he  may  want  for 
the  ufe  of  the  army,  if  the  inhabitants  will  not  fell  it,  allowing  a 
reafonable  price  for  the  fame  ;  to  arreft  and  confine  perfons  who 
refute  to  take  the  continental  currency,  or  are  otberwife  dilaftec- 
ted  to  the  American  caufe  ;  and  return  to  the  ftates,  of  which  they 
are  citizens,  their  names,  and  the  nature  of  their  offences,  toge¬ 
ther  with  the  witneffes  to  prove  them  : 

That  the  foregoing  powers  be  vefted  in  general  Wafliington,  for 
and  during  the  term  of  fix  months  from  the  date  hereof,  unlefs 
fooner  determined  by  Congrefs.
